It has been the invariable custom with the Presidents of this 
Conference to begin their addresses with thanksgiving. Believe me, 
gentlemen, when I say in all sincerity, that I do not merely follow the 
usual practice in offering you my warmest thanks for the great honour 
you have done me in inviting me to preside over your deliberations for 
the second time. Let me explain. The conference last met at Rajah- 
mundry under the leadership of our esteemed friend Mr. Krishna Sastri 
Kavde. I can give no definite information about that session, as I was 
not fortunate enough to attend it: but no decision as to the next holding 
seems to have been arrived at there. The time gradually approached 
and letters passed between the General Secretary Ayurvedabhushana 
Pandit M. Duraiswami Aiyangar, A. K. A. c. and myself, about the 
holding of the present session. Though I had every desire to invite 
the Conference to our city, many untoward and unhappy incidents of 
a private character pevented me from so doing. I really cannot ex¬ 
press how keenly I felt my inability to afford a room to our Conference 
even after an interval of nine years, when in 1915, I had the proud 
privilege of offering you all a most hearty welcome on behalf of the 
Calcutta Reception Committee. At this juncture, thanks to you, two 
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simultaneous invitations including; this one from Colombo came to 
our intens • relief. My part in the advancement of thib Conference 
has no donht been very humble, but I think I yield to none in my 
intense love and regard for it. I have therefore especially to thank 
you, the pcoide of Ceylon, for the very timely and happy invitation 
which you so kindly sent to us. 

Thus it appears timl though I could not do my duty towards the 
Conferercr, the Conference hu'. given me much more than I deserve 
by inviting me trj be the Pie.si-.lent. 1 am perfectly aware of my unwor¬ 
thiness and inability to do full justice to the exalted position in 
which you have so kindly placed me, inspite of the presence of so 
many abler and more deserving Vaidyas of great repute. But I have 
ncjt Vi nlLired to disobey vour I'all. Ihe regret which I very keenly felt 
for my inability to invite the Conference, has to a great extent been 
removed at the sight of the splendid reception which the Conference 
has met at your hands. I therefore reiterate my grateful thanks to 
you all. 

Before I proceed with my address any more, I think we cannot 
do better than remember and revere the memory of those Physicians 
whe? have recently died. We have it from the authorities on Poetics 
that benediction, salutation or the introduction of the subject-matter 
should form the beginning of a treatise. 

they say. I think tliat the reverent remembrance of the memory 
of those mighty spirits will be ♦he best introduction possible. This 
hero-worship will infuse energy into our hearts and remove obstacles 
from our path. I am confident that the spirits of those great Vaidyas, 
who laid down their lives in the cause of Ayurveda, are present here 
even now, to witness the continuance of the cherished desire of their 
lives ; and I am equally confident that they will not deny us at this 
moment their sincere blessings. 

Gentlemen, with a heavy heart I remember now the illustrious 
Kaviraj Rajendranarayana Sen of Calcutta. Apart from his uncommon 
ability and deep erudition which are known to you all, he was one of 
our true friends. Bengal has lost in him one of her best Kavirajes and 
we one of our best well-wishers. 

• It is really unfortunate that we have to mourn the loss of another 
sincere friend of ours, Kaviraj Kunjalal Bhishagratna of the “Susruta 
Samhita” fame. You all know him as the author of that monumental 
work—the English translation of the Susruta Samhita, but I knew 
him as my affectionate brother. He was a disciple of my venerable 
father and his sweet character and loving disposition endeared him 
to us all. 
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Bengal has lost two famous Kavirajes again, in the deaths of 
Kaviraj Jogendranath Das of Jessore and Kavinij Harinalh Vidyaratna 
of Calcutta. They were both skilful physicians and able scholars and 
the void created by their loss is not liki ly to be easily tilled up. 

Hyderabad has suffered an irreparable loss in the death of 
Hakim Hari Govindaji. He was one of the Provincial Secretaries of 
the Mahamandala and took great interest in the welfare of Ayurveda. 
His deatli is a loss not to Hyderabad alone, but to the Ayurvedic 
Community all over India. 

May these mighty souls rest in peace in Heaven. 

Gentlemen, I cannot help recollecting in this connexion that 
auspicious day when our Conference first met. under the parental care 
and guidance of the illustrious Pandit Sankara Sastri in 1908. They 
say that the third year of a child is a critical period and so it was in 
our case. The third session of the Conference could not be held ow¬ 
ing to the sad death of its founder Pandit Sankara Sastri, and the 
session was postponed till the next year. Thenceforward the Con¬ 
ference has steadily and gradually been gaining in strength and pros¬ 
perity, and I hope confidently that the critical period is past for good. 
Not to speak of Vaidyas, but the general public and medical men of 
other system too, have begun to take much interest in Ayurveda, and 
the day will surely come when we shall have the proud pleasure of 
seeing Ayurveda installed on the high throne it once occupied. 

Orthodox Hindus as we are, gentlemen, it would be presumptuous 
on our part to trace the beginning and date of Ayurveda. Ayurveda 
is eternal and of no human origin. You all know that the Vedas ma¬ 
nifested themselves from the breath of the great Purush,— 

RWWrT ; “if 

etc. Ayurveda which is an Upveda—a branch of the 
Veda, also has got the same characteristics. There are hymns in the 
Rig veda about the medical treatment of Vispala, Chyavana and others 
which strongly point to the Rigveda as one of the sources of Ayur¬ 
veda. We have it from other sources too ; Maharshi Srikrishna Dvai- 
payana says, Susruta says that Ayurveda is a 

branch of the Atharva Veda—says he, “55 siW 

I I Charaka, 

Vridha Vagbhata and others too, assert the Vedic origin of the A.yur- 
veda, and it is not for us to question the origin of the Veda. These 
are eternal truths unlimited by time and space ; only they manifested 
themselves at different times in different forms. 

It would be quite legitimate and pertinent however to estimate 
the dates of Charaka, Susruta and other authorities on Ayurveda. 
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Nothing, I must confess at the very outset, is more diiiicult in India, 
than to fix the date and chronology of our ancient authors. Charaka 
was, according to some European scholars, the Court Pandit to the 
Scythian king Kanishka, who reigned in the fir^t century A. D. In 
the Chinese translation of the Buddhistic Tripitaka, the name ot Ciia- 
rak may appear as that of the Court Pandit to Kanishka, but there i-, 
no proof that he was the great Charaka, the author or redactor of the 
Samhita named after him. 

No conclusion based merely upon similarity of names, but un¬ 
warranted by other evidences can be accepted. There are, on the 
other hand, strong reasons to believe that he flourished much earlier. 
In fact Charaka has been mentioned by Panini and has been cummeni- 
ed upon by Patanjali, both of whom lived before the Christian era. 
Though no definite assertion can be hazarded, Charaka perhaps can¬ 
not be placed later than Panini, who again according to the conclusiv-^ 
evidence of Goldstuker, could not have flourished later than the sixth 
century B. C. The style and mode of expression in Charaka also bear 
unmistakable evidence as to its early age. It is known to you all, that 
Agnivesa was the real author of the Charaka Samhita, and Charaka 
himself acknowledged it at the end of every chapter by saying 
^ (in the Tantra of Agnivesa, redacted by Charaka). 

Charaka redacted the whole of the treatise of Agnivesa, excepting the 
last 44 chapters. This portion was redacted by Dridhabala—a native 
of Panchanadapura, a place which has not yet been satisfactorily 
indentified, some taking it to be the modern Benares, while others 
locating it somewhere in the Panjab and others again in Kashmir. 

The original size and form of Agnivesa's can hardly be deter¬ 
mined nor can we guess correctly how much and how far Charaka 
modified it, but there is hardly any doubt that the Samhita underwent 
considerable changes in his hands, for the redactor is said to write 
the treatise almost anew;

Agnivesa had five other fellow students, each of whom wrote a 
treatise named after the author. Of these upto the recent past, only 
the Harita Samhita was available. But a perusal and comparison of 
it with the Charaka Samhita give rise to strong doubts whether it is 
really the work of the great Harita, the contemporary of Agnivesa. 
The general tone and treatment in the two Samhita are so widely 
different, that they do not appear to have been written by the disciples 
of the same Guru. The Bhela Samhita, on the other hand, which was 
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discovered in an incomplete form in the Tanjore Palace Library and 
has recently been published by the Calcutta University, appears to he 
the genuine Samhita. No research has as yet been made about tiKse 
two works, but it is hoped that they will not long remain neglected. 
In a meeting at Calcutta, in January last. Dr. Benimadhab Barua, a 
well-known research scholar, tried to prove in the course of a lecture 
on Bhela, that he lived about the time of Buddha and Mahavira, but 
my remarks about the date of Charaka who flourished much later than 
Agnivesa, a contemporary of Bhela, apply here equally w'ell. Much 
more research is required in these as yet unexplored fields which 
promise to be immensely profitable and interesting. 

Next to Charaka, or for the matter of that, Agnivesa, stands pre¬ 
eminently the name of Susruta among medical authors of note. Susruta 
studied with Devodasa, who according to him, was the incarnation of 
Dhanvantari, the physician of the gods in Heaven. He was a son o^ 
Visvamitra, a contemporary of Rama. Susruta was the greatest sur¬ 
geon of his day, just as Charaka was the greatest physician and it 
was at the time of Susruta that Surgery in India attained its zenith. 

Apart from the divergence of opinion, about its date, scholars 
are not agreed even about the authorship of the Susruta. The author 
salutes at the begining, among others, Susruta; we find therein, ‘‘ifift 

of course Susruta himself could not 
have said this. According to a line in the commentary of Dallana- 
charya, Nagarjuna redacted the treatise of Susruta; in that case, this 
line might well have been inserted by Nagarjuna or any other redac¬ 
tor; Dallana says in his comment upon that line, 

I <5^ l” Among other 

authors of note, I might mention the three Vagbhatas, Madhavakara, 
Chakrapani, Sarngadhara and Bhava Misra. But most of them are of 
more or less recent dale, and the discussion about them need not 
detain us long. 

It might be said in connexion with the ascertainment of the dates 
of different authors that internal evidence especially based upon 
similarity of names would be a very misleading guide to rely upon. 
Moreover, it has been a custom in India, not only in medical Science, 
but in other branches of knowledge too, such as Nyaya etc. to repre¬ 
sent a school by the name of its founder. Thus we often find treatises 
of different schools refuting one another’s arguments. It is obviously 
impossible for the earlier author whoever he might have been, to refute 
in anticipation, the arguments to be advanced by any posterior adver¬ 
sary of his school. The only reasonable conclusion seems to be, that the 
treatise of each author was supplemented and modified as required by 
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the followers of his school, thouifh the original name was h me the less 
retained; thus the treatises grew and developed until ai la.st the nature 
and date of the ori^^inal were fort^ojtti-n; the same mi^ht very well liave 
been the case with the two Samhitas we have just n!.w been consider¬ 
ing—those of Charaka and Susruta. Of course, 1 arn not a research- 
student, and I leave it to them to pronounce the derisive oj^imon. 

About the introduction of Ayurveda into the world, we learn that 
the kind-hearted Svayarnbhu at first compiled it. Praiapati learnt it 
from him, and from Prajapati the Asvii:', who in their turn taught it 
to Indra. In Charaka we find that as dis'-ases appeared on the earth 
at the end of the Kritayuga, many great sages sent Bharadvaja to 
Indra to study Ayurveda. Bhaiadvaj i ^tudied it and imparted the 
knowledge to Punarvasu the son ot Atri, and <jthers. Punarvasu with 
great care taught the ait ot healing to Agnivcsa, Bheiu, Jatukarna, 
Harita, Parasara and Ksharapani Each of them as we have already 
stated, wrote a treatise, and thus helped a great deal in spreading the 
knowledge of Ayurveda. According to Bhavaprakasa, however, 
Atreya himself went to Indra; we have it iheie,

In Susruta, again, we see that frosn Indra, Dhanvanlari received 
his training which he imparted to Aupadhenava, Susruta and others. 

Before we proceed further, we might pause for a moment to 
consider the nature and scope of Ayurveda. Ayurveda deals with the 
four kinds of Ayus (life) and with the things that lengthen or shorten 
life. l it has a twofold aim vi.^. the preservation of 

health and the cure of diseases. Says Charaka, “sT«niT^ 

^ l” Susruta observes in the same connexion, 
g l” As to its 

authority we cannot do better than quote from the Nyaya Darsana, 
gwwpwrn, STOJTWnRFC ( Just as Mantra and Ayurveda 
are authoritative on the ground of revelation, so are the Vedas. ) 

This Ayurveda has got eight branches, viz. Salya (Major Surgery 
and Midwifery ), Salakya ( Surgery of parts above the jatni ), Kaya- 
chikitsa ( inner treatment of the body ), Bhutavidya ( exorcism ), 
Kaumarbhritya (treatment and nursing of children), Agadatantra 
( toxicology ), Rasayana ( the art of long life ) and Vajikarana 
( aphrodisiacs ). 

I do not want to deal mith the nature of Ayurveda in detail, first 
because it is known to you all, and secondly because it would be 
too technical and uninteresting for the non-Medical gentlemen here. 
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There is one point however which I should not pass over, I mean the 
rn-dhatii theory. Much has already been said to dispel the ludicrous 
and at times even dangerous misconceptions that up till now prevailed 
about the nature of the dhatus, and I shall therefore try to briefly give 
you an idea about them. One of chief causes of the misconception has 
been the unhappy and grossly incorrect renderings of the Ayurvedic 
terms, and another, the over-zealous attempts at some quarters, in season 
and out of season, toe.xplain every theory and principle in Ayurveda 
in the light of the modern Western System, as if the Western Science 
was only a revised and corrected edition of Ayurveda, and the portion 
of Hindu Medicine that could not be ideniified with some correspon¬ 
ding section in the Westen System was fit only to be rejected, 

According to Hindu Medical authors, the Purusha or Man 
consists of ( I ) the physical body, ( 2 ) the manas and ( 3 ) the atman. 
It is the physical body with the manas that comes under the jurisdicti&n 
of the Physician. There are three causes of diseases viz. 

or incompatible combination of senses with their objects, 
or faulty judgment and or unhealthy and unnatural influence of 

climate etc. These three causes vitiate the Vata, Pitta, and Kapha in 
the human system and give rise to diseases. Vata, Pitta and Kapha 
are almost invariably, though erroneously, translated as wind, bile 
and phlegm : but what are they after all ? The renderings hardly 
express the true significance of these Ayurvedic terms. These three 
ars known as dhatus or supporters—from the roots ‘dha’ to support 
( ^3: )• When they are in equilibrium, they maintain the 

body properly; when the balance is disturbed, they are known as 
Ghoshas (morbid affections), and it is then that the man is indisposed. 
We have in Sarngadhara, 

Charaka observes about their equilibrium,

It is very difficult to explain clearly these qualifications in the 
language of the Western Science. 
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It is a general principle that things with similar ({ualities excite 
these doshas, while those of opposite nature subdue them ; says Vag- 
bhata, I 

Vata, the most important of the three, is the source of all inspi¬ 
ration, energy, voluntary movements and actions including speech, 
proper circulation of blood etc., and internal purification of the system. 
Pitta is the source of all internal heat including digestion, hunger, 
thirst, intelligence, memory etc ; while Kapha is responsiblf' for the 
smoothness of the body, general strength, potency, forbearance etc. 
When in this triad Vata is predominent, emaciation, darkness of com¬ 
plexion desire for heat, tremor, flatulence, constipation, loss of strength, 
sleep and sense-activity, delirium, giddiness and exhaustion are the 
result. The symptoms of the pretlominance of Pitta are yellowness of 
stool, urine, eyes and skin, hunger, thirst, burning sensation and loss 
of sleep, while those due to the supremacy of Kapha are anorexia, 
excretion of mucus, want of energy, heaviness and pallor of the body, 
low temperature, feebleness of joints, heaviness in breathing, enough 
and excess of sleep. 

It is evident from these, that the words Vata, Pitta and Kapha 
do not mean the ordinary wind, bile and phlegm, as was generally 
suppposed. If it is not possible to identify them from the European 
stand-point, that is because the Western scholars have never consi¬ 
dered the human body from our point of view. According to 
Ayurveda, the aim of all medical treatment is the restoration or 
maintenance of the eciuilibrium of these three doshas or dhatus, for, 
says Charaka, l” 

The wonderful achievements of Ayurveda in remote past is a his 
torical fact which admits of no doubt. It is a matter of very great regret, 
that few Indian scholars have as yet explored these fields, so that we 
have always to took to others in order to know the nature and amount 
of our ancestral treasure. “The ancient system possessed an imposing 
treasure of empirical knowledge and technical achievement which 
cannot be ignored even in these days of rapid progress” (Calcutta 
University Commission Report, Vol. V ). 1 hope to be excused in 
giving you a few more apt quotations on the subject. Referring to 
the anatomical knowledge of the Hindus. Dr. Hoernle observes, “Its 
extent and accuracy are surprising, when we allow for their early age, 
probably the sixth century B. C.” The late Surgeon General Sir 
Pardey Lukis once observed in the course of one of his speeches, 
“There is no doubt whatever that their ( i. e. of the people of India ) 
ancestors knew, ages ago, many things which are now a-days being 
brought forward as new discoveries. For intance, it is recognised, 
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that in all cases of dropsy, the greatest benefit can be obtained by 
restricting your patients to an entirely salt-free dietary. There is 
notliing new in this. This was known thousands of years ago in the 
East, and any Hakim would have told you, long before Widal or Javal 
made their experiments, that salt is contra-indicated in all dropsical 
affections.” About the past progress of Ayurveda, especially in the 
branch of Surgery, the following quotation from the Encyclopaedia 
Bfitannica will give you a good idea. “There are certainly some dex¬ 
terous operations, described in Susruta, ( such as Rhinoplastic ) which 
were of native invention; the eleborate and lofty ethical code appears 
to be of pure Brahminical origin, and the very copious Materia Medica 
( which included arsenic, mercury, zinc and many other substances of 
permanent value ) does not contain a single article of foreign sources. 
Susruta describes more than one hundred surgical instruments madg 
of steel...There were fourteen varieties of bandage. The favourite 
form of splint was made of chips of bamboo. Fractures were diag¬ 
nosed, among other signs by crepitus. Dislocations were elaborately 
classified, and the differential diagnosis given. Wounds were divided 
into incised, punctured, lacerated, contused etc. Cuts of the head 
and face were sewed. Skill in extracting foreign bodies was carried 
to a great height, the magnet being used for iron particles under 
certain specified circumstances. Leeches were more often resorted to 
than the lance; Icupping was also in general use. Poulticing, 
fomenting and the like were done as at present. Abdominal 
dropsy and hydrocele were treated by tapping with trocar, and vari- 
ties of hernia were understood, omental hernia being removed by 
operation on the scrotum. Besides the operations already mentioned, 
the abdomen was opened by a short incision below the umbilicus, 
slightly to the left of the middle line, for the purpose of removing 
intestinal concretions or other obstruction ( laparotomy ). There was 
a plastic operation for the restoration of the nose, the skin being taken 
from the cheek adjoining, and the vascularity kept up by a bridge of 
tissue. The Ophthalmic Surgery included extraction of cataract. 
Obstetric operations were various, including Caesarian Section and 
crushing of the foetus”. 

Before I pass on to another topic, I should like, very briefly, to 
refer to the indebtedness of other Medical Systems to Ayurveda. 
“They ( i. e. the Hindus) were the first nation who employed minerals 
internally, and to them we owe the therapeutic use of mercury and 
arsenic in intermittents”. ( Elphinstone’s History of India, quoted by 
Dr.G. N. Mukherjee). Thakore Saheb Gondal observes in his History of 
the Aryan Medical Science, “The great works of Charaka and Susruta 
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were translated into Arabic under the patronage of Kaliph Almamun, 
in the seventh century. These translations were in their turn, rendered 
into Latin. The Latin versions formed the basis of European Medi¬ 
cine, which remained indebted to the Eastern Science of Medicine 
down to the 17th century”. We have already referred to the use of 
salt-free diet in the case of dropsy; the present Goat-treatment of the 
West in tubercular cases was long before known to our sages; says 
Charakadatta, “Goat’s flesh, goat’s milk and ghee with sugar, tending 
of goats and lying in their midst—these cure phthisis”.

Gentlemen, such instances might be multiplied any number of 
times but I hope it is not necessary. According to the Report of the 
Committee on the Indigenous Systems of Medicine, Madras, ( I ) from 
the stand point of science, the Indian Systems are strictly logical and 
scientific, and ( 2 ) from the stand point of art, they are not self-suffi¬ 
cient at present, especially in the Surgical line, though in the Medical 
line, they are, generally speaking, (piite self-sufficient and economical ” 
A list of some of the facts and figures, quoted in the Report, will 
illustrate the point. “A number of such ( i. e. Ayurvedic, Siddha or 
Unani ) systems exists even in our own Presidency town (Madras), and 
though greatly hampered for lack of State recognition and sufficient 
funds, they are nevertheless holding their own against the compara¬ 
tively well financed dispensaries in the neighbourhood, maintained by 
the State or the Corporation, and are popular among all sections of 
our people, besides being decidedly cheap, as may be seen from the 
records of some such institutions.” The number of patients, treated 
in the L. C. Naicker’s F'rec Ayurvedic Dispensary in Madras, in the 
year I9-I“22, viz. 122,238 included miner Surgical cases also. “We 
are obliged to handle these cases”, the Secretary observes, “not 
because we have the necessary equipments and leisure to do so, but 
because of the importunity of the patients, who seem to believe that 
our ointments and applications cure them more speedly. With my 
experience in the line, I can confidently say, that if more facilities are 
made available, we will not be less successful in Surgical cases also.” 
The total number of patients, as we have already said, in the year 
1921-22, was 122,238 and the average cost, per head per day, was only 
8 pies. The Report of the Baulia Naidu Dispensary—“the most 
popular among the dispensaries in Madras City worked on the Wes¬ 
tern System, and situated in the same neighbourhood as the former”— 
shows, that the total number of its patients was only 37,626, and the 
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average cost, per head per day. was 3 annas i. e. six times the cost of 
the former. 

Not less than 170,641 patients (including 5190 cases of poisoning), 
were treated during the year 1920-21, in the grant-in-aid Ayurvedic 
Institution of the State, while 115 in-patients and 29,151 out-patients 
were treated during the same period, at the State Ayurvedic Hospital 
and dispensary, Trivandrum. Among the in-patients, 82.4 p. c. were 
cured, 12.8 p. c. relieved, while death rate was so low as 09 p. c.; the 
death rates in the Government General Hospital and the Government 
Rayapuram Hospital, Madras, were 6.99 p. c. and I0‘35 p. c. respectively. 
The average maintenance cost, per head, for the Ayurvedic Dispensary 
for the year was only 7 annas, while the corresponding figures for the 
two Government Hospitals were, approximately, Rs. lO/- and Rs. 4/- 
respectively. The best traditions of Ayurveda were, according to tlj^e 
Poona City Administration Report, 1918-19, amply vindicated during 
the terrible outbreak of Influenza in Poona in that year. It observes, “It 
will not be out of place here, to make a special mention of the temporary 
Ayurvedic hospitals, started and conducted with conspicuous success, 
during terrible Influenza epidemic of the year under report... . The 
opening of the Ayurvedic hospitals was a novel and unique step. 
Nowhere; in the whole of the Presidency, was such an experiment 
tried oreven contemplated, at such times of grave crises; and the Poona 
Municipality were well-adviced, in coming forward to support the 
beneficial experiment, initiated by the Vaidya Mandal. As to the 
marvellous success of the Ayurvedic treatment, Dr. Paterson of the 
Mission Hospital, and Miss Heway, a nurse of the Willingdon War 
Hospital, have borne personal testimony. This fact goes a long way 
to prove, not only that the expenditure of the Municipality on its 
Ayurvedic dispensaries is necessary and justifiable, but that a 
permanent Ayurvedic hospital, supported by the Municipality, is a 
crying need.” 

In this connexion, we are reminded of the happy pronouncement 
of Sir Lawrence Jenkins, late Chief Justice of Calcutta High Court, on 
the occasion of the unveiling ceremony of my father’s marble statue 
intheBeadon Squire, Calcutta. ‘'In India”, he said, “with all its 
hundreds of millions, if we exclude the few who have come under the 
spell of Western influence, it is to the Kaviraj and the Hakim, that 
the sick men turn in their sufferings and their ailments for their men¬ 
tal consolation; and it is in the method of their healing art, and in 
their words of hope, that the patient's confidence is placed.” (Bengalee, 
June 30, 1912. )

Extract from the Report of the S. V. Dispensary, Tirupati, for 
the year ig?i -22 shows, that the total number of patients was 16,076, 
and that the treatment proved quite successful in almost all cases. The 
average cost of medicines, for one patient* was about II pies. The 
total number of patients, treated in the Madras Ayurvedic College 
Dispensary, during the year 1918, was 51,930, as against 13,326, 14,155 
and 29,482 respectively, for the years 1915, 1916 and IQI7. The drugs 
and medicines prescribed were all indigenous and easily procurable, 
and the treatment worked out only at the rate of 6 pies per head. 

The Report of S. M. Free Ayurvedic Dispensary, Choolai, 
Madras, from the 9th. July to the 31st. December 1922 shows that the 
daily average attendance was 57, and the average cost, per head per 
day. was only about 6 pies. Similar favourable reports are available 
from almost all the Ayurvedic Hospitals and Dispensaries, and I think, 
that even the most sceptic mind will not fail to be convinced of the 
claim of Ayurveda, on the grounds not only of efficiency, but of eco¬ 
nomy also, and will fully endorse the views of the Calcutta University 
Commission that “the entire System of Indigenous Medicine as prac¬ 
tised in India, affords a fruitful source of study and investigation.” 

We have already mentioned, gentlemen, that the aim of Ayur¬ 
veda is two-fold, viz. the treatment of disease and the preservation of 
health. Recent Cencus Reports reveal the terrible state of health of 
the Hindus at the present time. The late Sakharam Ganesh Deushkar 
was one of the first to draw public attention to the deplorable state of 
our health in Bengal. Later on. Col. U. N. Mukherjee in his “The 
Dying Race”, and Kishorilal Sarkar in his “Dying Race-—How 
dying ?” discussed the matter from different stand-points. Recently 
Dr. Kamakhy Charan Banerjea of Dacca has published a very useful 
and well-timed book in Bengali, named “Hindu Dubila” ( The Dying 
Hindu ). It contains many useful informations, and the general theme 
deserves our most serious attention. 

In Bengal the number of Hindus in 1911 was 20,945,379, while in 
1921, instead of increasing, it came down to 20,809,148 i. e. less by 
about 136,000. Side by side with them, Muhammadans have steadily 
been increasing in number, and now they represent more than one 
half of the entire population of Bengal. The cause of this gradual 
decay is to be partially found in the utter disregard, on the part of 
the Hindus, of the general rules of hygiene as laid down in Ayurveda. 
With the spread of Western civilisation including Western medical 
treatment, the death rate in India is going up by leaps and bounds, 
and unless preventive measures are adopted from now, we are bound 
to become an extinct race. Charaka, in the third chapter of the 
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Vimanasthama states, that four elements, when vitiated devastate the 
whole country. They are Air, Water, Soil and Time (

|...That is to say, when the heads or ruler of a country, 
town or village abandon the path of rectitude their followers and the 

people in general also follow the same path of vice.Then again, 

vice is the cause of war also. The strong, infatuated with lust or 
anger, oppress the weak and attack one another; or they are des¬ 
troyed by supernatural influences necessarily following their evil deeds. 
That the words of Charaka are but too true is quite evident from a 
comparison of the present economic state of the country with its 
reaction upon the mass. Moreover, the blind imitation of the Western 
method of living has done immense mischief. It is impossible to deal 
with the question fully within so narrow a compass, and therefore I 
shall mention several of the most important points only. 

Together with the orthodox mode of living, we have now given 
up our ancient religion, custom, food, dress etc, for those of the West. 
Such rapid radical changes are sure to bring in their wake terrible 
results upon our health, and that is exactly the state of affairs that 
we see around us. We are buying with our lives the fashions of the 
Western System. We disregard the wholesome hygienic rules laid 
down in Ayurveda, because they are not in keeping with our modern 
ideas of civilisation which we are adopting at the cost of longevity. 
Illustrations taken at random will fully bear out my statement. We 
have substituted our cheap and easily available tooth-brush — 

a twing of certain prescribed trees—for costly tooth-brushes made of 
animal's hair. Several cases of serious poisoning have resulted from 
the use of such brushes, and even apart from that, the repeated use 
of the same brush from day to day is highly reprehensible from the 
stand-point of hygiene. 

We now use costly tooth-powder and tooth-paste, instead of 
powdering .some such thing as nimba-leaf, haritaki etc.; they contain 
among other things soap and alkali. But alkaline dentrifrice is Ijighly 
injurious to the system. Research has shown that they depress the 
tooth-protecting agents in the mouth. The failure of all alkaline past 
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methods is now attributed largely to the use of soap and alkali. You 
all further know that teeth are very intimately connected with the 
visual orgal. Thus, the decay in teeth causes impaired eye-sigfht, 
one of the most prevalent diseases of the day. In food, we are now 
accustomed to exactly the very articles that go against health. Not 
to speak of Eastern sages, even western scholars, like Dr. Parker, say, 
“Avoid stimulants, condiments, spiced food, pepper, mustard, fat, 
pickles, onions etc.” ( New Marriage Guide ). Dr. Deo Lewis of 
America says, “Avoid spirits and malted liquors, tea, coffee, tobacco... 
Tea is a strong stimulant which acts directly upon the nervous sys¬ 
tem...It is a prolific cause of constipation.” Fruits on the other hand, 
so favourite of our Rishis of old, are equally praised now by eminent 
Western Doctors. It is really horrible to think to what state the 
modern civilisation has led its votaries. Out of a hundred women in 
America, the “most civilised” country of the day, there may be found 
perhaps only one who has normal play of all the functions of her 
body ; the remaining ninety-nine are troubled with neuralgia, nervous 
disease or one or other of the many female complaints. 

“Unfortunately this is an age of luxury,” says Dr. Chavassi in 
his advice to a Wife, “Everything is artificial, and diseases and 
weakness and even barrenness follow as a matter of course.” In 
another place he observes that “the system of the bringing up of the 
young ladies of the present day is rotten to the core.” 

The use of the modern tight dress including corset, jacket etc, 
is highly prejudicial to health, especially in the case of pregnant wo¬ 
men. Need we wonder that with so artificial and perverse a mode of 
living, the infant mortality should be 226 per thousand before they 
are one year old in Bengal, while in Calcutta it is seven times as great 
as that in New Zealand ? It is a notorious fact that a radical change 
in the general mode of living and diet tells seriously upon a nation, 
especially upon the infants. Who knows but our young ones may be 
atoning with their lives for the sins of their parents. 

In other important matters also, such as marriage, widow re¬ 
marriage and so on, modern Europe is now discovering with a shu¬ 
dder her terrible error of judgment, and is beginning to realise the 
value of the commands of our Rishis. 

Gentlemen, 1 do not wish to prosecute the point any further, as 
I hope to have clearly explained the claim of Ayurveda to be not only 
our physician in case of disease, but also the best practical guide for 
the prevention of normal health. 

But gentlemen, when all is said about the former development 
and glory of Ayurveda, we have still to face, explain and remedy the

fact that the present condition of our healing art is anything but sa¬ 
tisfactory. Before a remedy can be found, we must trace the origin 
and development of the disease, and must ascertain how and why, 
inspite of all its splendid traditions, Ayurveda came to fall into disuse. 
Of the two branches of Ayurveda—Medicine and Surgery the latter 
has suffered most, and we propose to deal with that branch first. 

The religious tendency and susceptibility of the Hindus played 
a considerable part in the abandonment of the practice of dissection 
and operation on dead bodies. The fear of ceremonial uncleanliness 
hampered greatly the spread of anatomical knowledge, and thus 
struck at the very root of the practice of Surgery. “Even in the Manu 
Samhita” says Dr. Mukherjea in the Surgical Instruments of the 
Hindus. Vol I, “we can trace the decline of Hindu Surgery, and his 
law forbidding anyone from eating food from the hands of a Doctor 
( Manu 111 , IV ) evidently refers to a Surgeon.” Susruta recommended 
the practice of Surgery on models, but his salutary advice is honoured 
more in breach than in observance. This, together with the compa¬ 
rative success of internal and external medicines, and the charm- 
cures and spells so prevalent in the Middle ages, contributed not a 
little to the decay of Surgery. The Surgeon’s knife was sought to be 
replaced, and in many cases with considerable success, by caustics, 
leeches and the like. As to the cause of the decay of Ayurveda in 
general, including both Medicine and Surgery, it is much more compli¬ 
cated, and the economic and political conditions of our country have 
had a very large share in bringing about the result. 

The Committee on the 'Indigenous Systems of Medicine’ already 
reffered to, in tracing the cause of the downfall of the Indian Systems, 
observes, “We are also clear that the chief causes of the present deca¬ 
dent condition of the Indian Systems are mainly two:—C I ) Lack of 
recognition and support by the State, and following the example of 
the State by other agencies ( Princes, Zamindars, Local Bodies, Uni¬ 
versities &c. ) who were their natural patrons in the past, but have 
now ceased to be except in a few instances. ( 2 ) The establishment 
of the Western System as the official System, recognised and support¬ 
ed by the State, and enjoying the sole monopoly of State patronage... 
The study of Western Medicine gives a State-recognised status, and 
a good chance of entering into the service of the State, the Local 
Boards, the Railways and the like ;.on the other hand, the pros¬ 

pects of those who would take up the study of Indian Medicine are 

dreary and discouraging to a degree ;.in the eye of the State and 

the Law, they are more or less “Quacks’’.Is it any wonder, that 

under such circumstances, the Indian Systems have progressively 
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suffered decay, and that sufficient number of the best brains of the 
nation are not attracted to it.” 

Of course there is no exception to be taken to these well-consi¬ 
dered pronouncements, and the above two rea.sons have very largely 
been responsible for the downfall of Ayurveda ; but there have been 
other causes, and very potent ones too. The beginning of the decay 
should be sought for elsewhere also. 

There is no gainsaying the unfortunate fact, that our Govern¬ 
ment has been sadly wanting in the performance of its duty towards 
our national healing art, replacing it altogether, without adequate 
reason and enquiry, by the more costly system of their own, which 
very often proves alien to the health and temperament of those for 
whom it is intended. But in our zeal for condemning others of negli¬ 
gence, we must not forget our own sins, both of omission and commi¬ 
ssion, which have contributed so largely in bringing about the sad 
predicament in which we now find ourselves. As I am not however 
competent to speak with authority on other Indian Systems such as 
Siddha and Unani, I shall confine myself to Ayurveda. I have al¬ 
ready referred to the downfall of Ayurvedic Surgery. One of the 
causes of decay of Ayurveda as a whole, is the high regard which the 
Hindus have always cherished for the writings of their sages. As a 
result of this, the entire Medical Science has become stereotyped, all 
subsequent authors copying more or less correctly the few authorities 
including Charaka and Susruta. There was no printing system, 
and the entire Sastra was orally handed down from generation to 
generation, with the occasional help of written Mss. No one had the 
courage or opportunity to rectify any mistakes that might have crept 
into the text-books oral or written, the result being, that obscure or 
faulty portions were explained by more obscure and faulty commenta¬ 
ries. Later writers differed in many places among themselves, when¬ 
ever they fell into any error. Thus the Medical Science had its final say 
once for all, and instead of being progressive, it became stereotyped. 
Far be it from me to question the authority and wisdom of our sages, 
but with the deepest respect for them, I must say, that no Medical 
Science can ever become complete and exhaustive, without the 
slightest need of modification or addition in any way even after ages. 
Charaka and Vagbhata say :—

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“Let not a Physician feel shame, if he cannot identify any particular 
disease of a patient with a name given in his book; for all possible 
diseases have not exhaustively been enumerated in Medical treatises. 
One and the same dosha ( Vayu, Pitta or Kapha ), owing to the diffe¬ 
rence of the existing cause and its seat, produces innumerable diseases 
of different types. The Physician therefore should make prompt 
arrangements for treatment, after carefully considering the nature 
of the disease, its seat and the producing causes”. Unfortunately 
there has up to now only been a servile following of Ayurveda, 
instead of intelligent handling, and numerous inaccuracies and 
mistakes have in the meantime crept into the System. I had to 
experience the greatest difficulty in deciding the correct reading of'^ 
the text when in writing my Sanskrit Commentary on Charaka. I 
collected fifteen old Mss. from different sources for collation. A blind 
respect for the rules of Panini arrested the growth and sounded the 
death-knell of Sanskrit as a spoken language, and the same has been 
the case with our science also. 

The downfall of Hindus as a political nation has been another 
factor. In Asoka Inscriptions we find that hospitals were established 
by him in different parts of his Kingdom, not only for men but for 
brutes also. We learn further from the accounts of Hieunth Sang 
and Fa Hian that charitable medical institutions were quite common 
in ancient India. We have also evidence that our standard Medical 
works were translated into Arabic in about the 8th century. 

But with the end of their political supremacy, the Hindus lost 
their fine traditions. The adopted fashions of the Court, Vaidyas 
were often replaced by Hakims just as Vernaculars were replaced by 
Persian and Urdu. Muhammedans did not take real interest in our 
science, for the conquerors had their own Hakims whom they patro¬ 
nised. Then the English came, and they in their turn supplanted the 
Hakims by their Doctors. We have become so enamoured of the 
Western civilisation, that we do not even care to know whether our 
science can afford us any relief, but we must consult foreign Doctors 
even on trivial occasions. Our children no more like our homely 
products, but are now accustomed to—nay, dependent upon malted 
milk, condensed milk, biscuit and similar artificial food. Even meat 
juice, in order to be palatable to us, must come tinned from Europe. 
Ordinary purgatives and digestives are no more prescribed by Cha¬ 
raka, but supplied by British firms. We prefer preserved fruits and 
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jellies of Europe to the fresher and cheaper ones of our own country. 
Could mental perversity and slavishness go further ? I do not like to 
exhaust the subject, for that would exhaust your patience too ; but, 
gentlemen, I cannot let the matter pass without considering the effect 
of some of the strong medicines and artificial food-stuffs of the West, 
especially on our infants. “The large amount of carbonate of soda 
that is used,” says Dr. Fisher, M. D., “at the present day in one of the 
popular methods of feeding infants may be viewed in the light of 
stupefaction.” Most of the patent foods and malted milks are highly 
injurious to children, for they contain very little fat and too much 
carbo-hydrates as revealed in their analysis. Even the rubber tubes 
in feeding-bottles have on very many occasions proved a fruitful 
source of disease in children. Mother's milk, supplemented by cow’s 
milk is the best food for children, and this method of feeding them 
would greatly reduce the infant mortality. 

Fortunately for India however, with the national awakening, 
there are iinmistakeable signs of the revival of Ayurveda. We must 
not forget here to pay our deepest respects to the great Acharya 
Gangadhara of Berhampore, who was the pioneer of Ayurvedic renai¬ 
ssance, at least in Bengal. Indeed, such was the decadent condition 
of Ayurveda in Bengal before the time of Gangadhara, that a com¬ 
plete Ms. of the Charaka Samhita was a rare thing, and people did 
not even know the nature of the work. The Sabdakalpadruma—a 
Sanskrit Encyclopaedia—which was published about one hundred 
years back, does not contain the name of Agnivesa at all, whereas 
under “Charaka” it says, i. e. “First, a sage of 

that name, and next, his treatise.” The authors and editors had no 
information that Charaka was merely the redactor of the treatise of 
Agnivesa—a fact clearly stated at the end of every chapter of the 
Samhita. It was with the greatest difficulty that Gangadhara collect¬ 
ed fragments of the Ms. from different sources, and then wrote and 
published his masterly commentary upon the work, and thus gave the 
first impetus to the study of Charaka after its dark age. His was a 
genius equally at home in all branches of Sanskrit learning, but his 
monumental work, the Jalpa Kalpataru is the landmark in the revival 
of Ayurvedic study. Certainly there were stray and feeble attempts, 
before Gangadhara, to keep up the tradition of Ayurveda, but these 
attempts coalesced into a complete whole under the able guidance of 
this intellectual giant who will for ever be remembered with the deep¬ 
est veneration by all lovers of Ayurveda. 

It might be mentioned also that Vridha Vagbhata’s Ashtanga- 
sangraha too existed in name only. From Chakrapani who flourished 
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about one thousand years ago, down to Gangadhara who died in the 
eighties of the last century, no Medical author has quoted from him. 
Now however, his work has been published and is easily available. 

Gangadhara left behind him a host of worthy disciples who con¬ 
tinued and spread his work. Then with the change in the national 
outlook, Ayurveda is steadily gaining in popularity. Though much 
more remains to be done, we cannot but view with hope the interest 
in Ayurveda evinced not only by the general public but by the 
Government, and following in its wake, Local Boards, Corporations 
and similar institutions. Several District Boards in Bengal have 
opened Ayurvedic charitable despensaries. Recently I was requested 
by the Civil Surgeon of Maldah to spare some medicines for their 
charitable dispensary in order to start experiments on patients suffer¬ 
ing from Malaria and Kala-azar. I most gladly accepted the propo¬ 
sal, and I am sure that the results will be quite satisfactory. 

Here I must gratefully make a mention of the kind interest 
evinced by the Madras Government which appointed in 1921 a commit¬ 
tee “to report on the question of the recognition and encouragement 
of the Indigenous System of Medicine in vogue in this Presidency.” 
The object of the enquiry was “to afford the exponents of the Ayur¬ 
vedic and Unani Systems opportunity to state their case fully in writ¬ 
ing, and to justify State encouragement of these Systems.” The 
Committee, presided over by Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahid 
Bahadur, B. A., M. L. C, made thorough enquiry into the matter, submit¬ 
ted a report full of interesting and important informations. I have 
already referred to the Report more than once. Our grateful thanks 
are due to the Madras Government and the Committee for their sympa¬ 
thetic attitude. 

Towards the end of February last, I received a letter from my 
friend Pandit M. Duraiswami Aiyanger which ran as follows, ‘It is 
proposed to form an association of practitioners of Indigenous Systems 
with a view to advise the Government on the question of the curriculla 
of Indian Medical Schools, and the standard to be attained by registered 
practitioners of Indigenous Systems.” He further informed me that 
the Government had appointed an Advisory Board of which Dr. Durai¬ 
swami himself was a member, to determine as to how to start an 
Indigenous Medical College. It may be pointed here, that the All 
India Ayurveda Vidypitha is steadly progessing; and the Government 
will be well advised to recognise it while starting an Ayurvedic College. 

In fact, the Vidyapitha may be transformed into, if I may say so, a 
Medical University to which the Indigenous Institutions should be 
affiliated. It is strongly hoped that the example set by the Madras 
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Goverument will be followed by other Governments and States 
in India. 

The Bengal Government also appointed a Committee of Indige¬ 
nous Systems of Medicine. The result of the labours of this Committee, 
when published, promises to be instructive and interesting. 

In the beginning of March last, it appeared in the Amrit Bazar 
Patrika, that at a recent Cnnference of Hakims and Kavirajes held at 
Patna under the presidency of my esteemed friend the Hon’ble Khan 
Bahadur Sir Muhammad Fakhruddin, Minister of Education, means 
were dicussed to improve the methods of teaching Ayurvedic and 
Tibbi Sciences. Both the Ministers, the Hon’ble Sir Muhammad 
Fakhruddin and the Hon’ble Mr. Ganes Dutt Singh said that the 
Government was ready to help the study of Ayurvedic and Tibbi 
methods of treatment. Our sincere thanks are due to the B. & O. 
Government and the two Ministers. 

Throughout India, as you all know, Ayurvedic Institutions have 
been started where regular examinations are held. Vaidyas and 
Hakims are now holding meetings and conferences to devise means 
of improving their respective sciences, and we fervently hope, that 
the day is not far distant when we shall once more find the Indian 
Systems in their full glorv and splendour. 

Gentlemen, before I pass on to the discussion of the ways and 
means for the revival of Ayurveda, I should like to refer to a very 
popular topic of the day—namely the combination of the Eastern and 
Western Systems. I must confess gentlemen, that I really do not 
understand the exact meaning and scope of this demand. First, is 
the combination desired for the betterment of the Western System 
or for that of ours ? If the former, it is at least on the present occa¬ 
sion, beyond my province, for I am not just now advocating the cause 
of the European System. If the latter, we have got to consider the 
problem thoroughly, for, I am afraid, the question is not quite so simple 
as it seems. There are many at least in Bengal, who would prefer an 
Ayurvedic student to start with an English degree such as L. M. S., 
M. B., or the like. Now gentlemen, as matter stands, no student who 
has not at least passed the Intermediate Examination is admitted into 
the Medical Colleges, though among the selected ones every year we 
find many B. Sc.’s and several M. Sc.’s also. Five or six years’ very 
hard labour is the minimum work that is expected of him before he 
has any chance of obtaining the Medical degree. I hope you will not 
differ from me very much when 1 hold, that after undergoing the 
strenuous labour and meeting the exorbitant charges in a medical 
college for about six years, an average student who has already 
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graduated or at least passed the Intermediate Examination, finds 
neither the leisure, inclination, energy nor the money wherewith to 
start on a fresh medical carreer, namely the Ayurvedic, extending over 
several years more. For, the study of Ayurveda is not a matter of 
joke. An M. B. may derive some benefit from his previous knowledge 
of Anatomy, Physiology &c., but he has got to read entirely anew the 
portions embracing Medicine, Therapeutics, Toxicology, Diagnosis, 
Midwifery, Treatment of women and children, Rasayana, Vajikarana, 
etc., even if we leave Surgery out of account, for the present. In these 
departments of Ayurvedic study, he will hardly derive any assistance 
from his previous Western degree, except what is of a more or less 
comparative value, and he will require several years to complete his 
study properly. I repeat gentlemen, that this is certainly too much to 
be expected of a student of the average merit and means. 

One thing more, we generally find that our first impressions 
are very strong, and man by nature is conservative. Once a student 
has had a medical knowledge through the Western method, he will, 
later on, test the merit of Ayurveda according as it tallies with his 
science. The result will be, that not only will he be very likely to 
reject all portion in Ayurveda that will appear to him to be conflicting 
with his former ideas, but even where both equally apply, it is ten to 
one that he will avail himself of the Western System rather than 
Ayurveda. He will hunt up the European Pharmacopoea for medi¬ 
cine, rather than Indian, and want of strong faith in Ayurveda will 
entirely vitiate his medical practice. Of course there may and will be 
honourable exceptions, but they will, so to say, prove the rule. We 
do not want staunch Doctors with some superficial knowledge in 
Ayurveda for which he feels no very high regard. Rather we want 
staunch Ayurvedic Physicians who may have their stock of knowledge 
increased by the rational and supplementary study of other Systems 
ot Medicine. We want other systems to supplement and not to 
supplant Ayurveda. It would therefore be more to our purpose to edu¬ 
cate our students thoroughly in Ayurveda first, and then to allow them 
to make comparative studies of other systems. Of course even during 
their Ayurvedic study of Anatomy, Physiology, Surgery etc., they may 
derive help from the Western System, but they must remember that 
other systems are always to supplement their national science and 
never to replace it. My remarks apply more forcibly in the branches 
of Diagnosis, Medicine etc., for, the method of diagnosis in Ayurveda 
is entirely different from that of the Europeans who have never heard 
of Vayu, Pitta and Kapha. We must first of all master these things 
thoroughly; then we may if we like, go through the same in other 
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systems also, but never before; and similar is the case with other 
branches too. 

Before I conclude gentlemen, I beg to place before you some of 
my humble suggestions for the proper cultivation of Ayurvedic 
science. The first twe aims ought to be ( i ) to make the study and 
practice of Ayurveda popular and (2) to make Ayurveda self-sufficient 
and efficient. For the attainment of these, State aid and patronage 
by Zemindars, Local Bodies and Corporations are essential. Offer of 
stipends, guarantee of service and the establishment of proper schools 
with laboratories and hospitals will go a very great way to solve the 
problem. Of course the details have to be w'orked out according to 
the special circumstances of every case, and even modified in the light 
of practical experience. What I say now is only a very general out¬ 
line to start with. To make the science and art of Ayurveda self- 
sufficient, thorough investigation is to be made into the forgotten por¬ 
tions, such as Major and Minor Surgery, Midwifery etc; and text-books 
have to be selected, compiled, and written in the light of the modern 
tendency, method of expression and mode of study. Work in this di¬ 
rection is a-foot in all provinces in India, and many schemes have been 
formulated. All of them require a considerable sum of money not 
only initial, but of a recurrent nature too. But that need not dishear¬ 
ten us. One may not see eye to eye with it in every detail, but the 
scheme drawn up by the Committee for the Indigenous System of 
Medicine, Madras, is one of the best that I have come across, and it 
requires an annual grant of about five lakhs of rupees. “We cannot 
imagine”, the members observe in putting forward their suggestion, 
“that at a time when we are voting nearly 57 lakhs per year for the 
maintenance of the European System of Medicine, which reaches but a 
small 10 to 20 p. c. of our population and that too mostly those who 
reside at urban centres, it will be possible for anybody to grudge a 
comparatively small provision of barely five lakhs for the promotion 
of those Indian Systems which minister to nearly 80 to 90 p. c. of our 
total population, and which are practically the only solace of our sick 
and suffering brethern resident in the vast and far-flung rural tracts." 

Our Universities also can well make provisions for the study of 
Indian Medicine. Examinations are now held almost all over India 
every year for conferring Ayurvedic degrees, and the Hindu Univer¬ 
sity and several States have already taken up the teaching of Ayur¬ 
veda in right earnest. Such encouragements have not yet been suffi¬ 
cient, nor even, in cases, satisfactory, but undoubtedly they are a 
move in the right direction, and they have got to be followed with 
patience and discretion. 
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Another point is the true identification of drugs and other ingre> 
dients of the Ayurvedic pharmacopoea, as also the proper preparation 
of Ayurvedic medicines in strict accordance, except where obvious 
advantages are to be gained otherwise, with the instructions and 
provisions in the Ayurveda. I say advisedly, ‘in accordance with the 
provisions in Ayurveda,’ for there now seems to be a general desire 
for preparing indigenous medicines according to the modern 
scientific methods of the West. But these variations in very many 
cases take away much from the quality of the preparations. Several 
instances are quite well-known to you all; e. g. substitution of metal 
pots for earthen or stone ones in storing acids will cause reaction of 
the acid on the metal. In many instances, special fuel is recommend¬ 
ed for the preparation of particular medicines. There the substitu¬ 
tion of one kind of wood for another, or for the matter of that, of gas 
or electricity is very likely to interfere with the medical qualities of 
the preparations. It is a fact known to even the women of Bengal, 
that rice cooked on a slow fire of cow-dung cakes is much more easily 
digestible than that boiled on someother kind of fire. Sveda ( fomen¬ 
tation ), to take another example, is not a matter of mere application 
of heat, but the source of heat as also the article to be heated and 
applied are of very great importance. A kind of Makaradhvaja has 
recently been prepared in Germany, and it sells in Calcutta at a rupee 
per tola. It appears a little blackish in comparison with ours ; it may 
be quite faultless as regards the general appearance and certain che¬ 
mical properties even, but I have very grave doubts about its medical 
effect. Several chemical and phermaceutical works now manufacture 
extracts from drugs and many Ayurvedic medicines. Far be it from 
me to minimise the services of such companies, but 1 must firmly 
advocate the closest possible observance of the orthodox procedure 
in such manufacture. 

Then, the Exhibition held in connexion with the annual sitting 
of the Conference serves a great deal to awaken a general interest 
in our healing art. The value of such Exhibitions, wherein very rare 
medicines and drugs, as also Mss., books and articles of medical in¬ 
terest are shown in a systematic way, can hardly be over-estimated ; 
and our sincere thanks are due to you, the people of Ceylon, for open¬ 
ing such a splendid Exhibition. The holding of such Exhibitions 
will go a great way to popularise Ayurveda and help its revival. 

Last, though most emphatically not the least, we have got to 
re-kindle our strong faith in the rich treasures and immense possibi¬ 
lities of Ayurveda. We must learn to recognise and to love Ayur¬ 
veda as our own, and we must look to it and not to foreign systems 
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in our medical needs. Unwavering faith must precede all our attempts 
for its revival, paving our way and sustaining us in despair. 

Gentlemen, I do not wish to detain you any more. There are 
here, as I find around me, many intellectual giants who are much more 
competent to speak authoritatively and in detail on the points that I 
have merely touched. I am as eager as you, if not more, to listen 
with interest and benefit to the speeches of these savants. Before 
however, I resume my seat I feel it my duty to thank you once more 
fot the honour you have done me in electing me for the second time 
your chairman, and secondly for the patient hearing which 1 have 
been fortunate enough in obtaining from you. Gentlemen, I know 
fully well, that I have not been able to discharge my duties as I would 
have, but I crave your indulgence and hope to be excused for my de¬ 
fects and short-comings. My intense love for Ayurveda and deep 
respect for your commands have been the chief factors that induced 
me to accept this heavy responsibility, and I hope that with your able 
guidance and hearty co-operation, our Conference will be crowned 
with success and glory. 

Now ladies and gentlemen, let me conclude with the hope that.

This white»,corpuscle is a structureless, transparent, colourless, 
semifluid substance .consisting of minute spherical particles of very 
complex chemical constitution and in continued spontaneous move¬ 
ment. Ihis protoplasm does all the vital work of the organism. It is 
protoplasm which is the formative agent for all the tissues. According 
to the situation it lies into nerve muscle, epithelium, areolar tissue, 
bone. It has the power of taking up fresh pabulum from the blood 
and converting it into its own substance Thus the whole process of 
nutrition from the time that mechanical and chemical acts of diges¬ 
tion are over the chain of operation consisting of chylification and - 
sanguification of the taking up of the ))lood plasma by the tissue and 
the formation from it of new material. All this is the work of proto¬ 
plasm. No less is secretion performed by it. Every where active and 
every where present protoplasm is the agent in nutrition and secre¬ 
tion, so it is the vital function. It enables us to think and feel. It 
receives impression and conveys volition wherever we have living 
action i. e. action impossible to the same body when dead, then we 
have protoplasm at work. A portion of it is differentiated into a 
system previously unknown i. e. the nervous. This new organism 
while it lives its own life and carries on its own operation of nutrition 
and function exerts a regulating influence over the vegetative process 
which were before and are beneath it. Though they be for their own 
affairs independent of, it yet they all acknowledge its sway by its 
control (through the muscular coats of the arteries ) of the circulation 
it determines the all important blood supply of the tissues.

The Life Sketch of B. V. Degweker, 


Written by Mr. B. V. Degweker M. A. L. L. B. 


I passed my matriculation in 1st clast-* in 1907 & since then I 
have devoted myself to the study of Ayurveda under my late mater¬ 
nal uncle Pt. Damodar Balkrisna Desai a renowned Physician in this 
parts. I passed my B. Sc. in 1911 in 2nd division. 1 took M. Sc. degree 
in Physics in 1st class in IQI3 from Allahabad University, took M. A. 
degree in Mathematics in 19^5 ^t^d L. L. B, degree in 1st class in 19I6. 
I was all along studying Ayurveda. I worked as Professor of Physics 
in Hislop College Nagpur for two years from 1915-1917 and since 
1917 I have been actually practicing Ayurveda for the last 19 years 
at Jubbulpore. 

Since the year 1922 I have been preparing students to appear at 
the All India Ayurveda Vidyapitha examinations and from 1925, 
practically every year some of my students have appeared for Visharad 
examination. I have been conducting All India Ayurveda Vidyapitha 
examinations at Jubbulpore centre continuosly for the last 9 years, 
and am the Provincial Secretary of the Mahamandal for the last 
eight years. 

I have presided over the following four conferences. 

I. The third Berar Provincial conference held at Darheva in 
November 1928. 

II. The 1st held at Nasik in June 1929 

where Captain Murti was the All India conference President. 

III. The Seventh All Karnatak Ayurvedic conference held at 
Hubli December 1934. 

IV. The fourth Central Provinces Ayurvedic conference held at 
Bhandara in April 1935.

standard and the number of students admitted is 185* 

I am every year an examiner in All India Ayurveda Vidyapitha 
examinations in either Visharad or Acharya since the year 1929. 

I am also an examiner nearly every year in the following 
institutions. 

( I ) Jaipur Sanskrit College examinations ( Ayurveda Section-). 

( 2 ) Gwalior State Ayurveda examination. 

( 3 ) Ahmadnagar Ayurveda „ 

I am teaching Ayurveda in the Gayatri Sanskrit College Jubbul¬ 
pore since 1934. 

My father was a Sanskrit Scholar and from my childhood I have 
studied Sanskrit literature. I have also studied Nyaya, Sankhya and 
Mimansa under a welknown Pandit Lokanath Shastri Vidya-Varidhi 
and sr H WT«n^ ^ > Gayatri Sanskit College. 

Report of the Provincial Conferences of C, P. 

A Vaidya Sabha was started at Jubbulpore in the year 1920, and 
after lO years standing, the Sabha could arrange to call the 1st con¬ 
ference of the Central Provinces Ayurvedic practitioners under the 
name ^ 19 . It was held under the Presidentship of Pt. 

Jagannath Prasad Shukla of Allahabad in the year 1931 at Jubulpore. 
The second conference was held at Nagpore in 1932 under the Presi¬ 
dentship of Pt. Shaligram Shastri of Lucknow. The third was called 
in the year 1933 and was to be held at Chindwara under the Presi¬ 
dentship of Pt^ Rameshwar Shastri, but as Pt. Rameshwar Shastri did 
not attend it, it was held under the Presidentship of Pt. Goverdhan 
Sharma Changani of Nagpur in May 1934. One Mr. Shandilya Tri- 
vedi of Benares who was never a member of this conference was elect¬ 
ed secetary and since then a quarrel arose and two parties were form¬ 
ed. One of this party designated itself as Berar-Madhya-Prantiya 
Ayurveda Mandal and the other was already a Madhya Prantiya 
Ayurveda Mandala. 

The fourth Conference of this ‘Madhya Prantiya Mandala’ was 
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held at Bhandara under my presidentship in April 1935 and ihe next 
5th is to be held this year in November at Katni. 

The ShandiJya party headed by Pt. Goverdhan Sharma Changani 
passed a resolution of no confidence against me in the working 
committee in 1934 but a special general meeting of the conference held 
at Nagpur in 1935 expressed full confidence in me and no confidence 
in the working committee and thus the conference was held at Bhan¬ 
dara in April 1935 as was decided at Chind-wara conference. 

The Reception Committee President at Bhandara conference Mr. 
Kolte B. A. LL. B. Pleader aud M. L. C. moved a resolution in the C. P. 
Counsil in 1935 for the establishment of a Board of Indian medicine 
and the resolution was passed but owing to financial stringency it is 
not put in force. 

A committee has been appointed by the 25th All India Ayurvedic 
Conference held at Ahmedabad to settle the dispute between the two 
parties formed in C. P. and it is expected that the Committee would 
give its decision before the next session at Benares.

President's Speech

Chairman of the Reception Committee, Members and friends. 

1. introdnetory:—! have to express my deep gratitude, for the 
honour you have done me by calling upon roe to preside over the deli¬ 
berations of this august body. When I received the telegram from 
the worthy Secretary of the learned Reception Committee of this All- 
Karnatak Seventh Ayurvedic Conference, requesting me to accept 
this chair, I hesitated mainly for two reasons. First of all because, 
1 happen to be an utter stranger to these parts; and secondly because, 
I am not in the least conversant with Canarese, your mother-tongue. 
I, however, accepted the responsibility with this consolation that this 
august body is well aware of these two deficiencies in me. It being 
my duty to be of service to you in the best possible way, I would 
crave your indulgence for my deficiencies. I am rather confident of 
your whole-hearted co-operation so as to make this session a com¬ 
plete success* 

2. A suggestion regarding election of the President:-^K suggestion, 
for which you will kindly excuse me, regarding the election of the 
president for these provincial sessions, may not be out of the way. 
My experience in my own province viz.., the Central Provinces, analo¬ 
gous to that of many of my friends in other provinces tells us that it 
is, in all cases, advisable to elect a person from one’s own pro¬ 
vince, to the Chair. An outsider is neither expected to be fully aware 
of the prevailing local conditions concerning the advancement of 
Ayurveda in its various branches c. g. schools, dispensaries, hospitals 
etc., nor can he conveniently attend the various meetings of the 
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Executive Committee which have to be held during the following 
year, in order to give a practical shape to the resolutions passed by 
the Annual General Meeting. This question may, if necessary, be 
discussed in our Subject Committee. 

J. Condolence: —Before I proceed further, I consider it my duty, 
to express my heart-felt sorrow at the sad demise of those Ayurvedic 
practitioners of renown, and specially for late Kaviraj Sbiromani 
Pandit Shamdas Bachaspati, the most prominent Ayurvedic physician 
of the day, an erudite Sanskrit scholar. We must offer our sincerest 
condolence to the members of the bereaved families and pray that 
their souls may rest in peace. 

4, Scientific Aspect of Gentlemen, I now proceed to 

discuss the scientific aspect of Ayurveda. Before I assert that Ayur¬ 
veda is a science, it is necessary to explain what is meant by that 
term. Karl Pearson in his “Grammar of Science” states, “The man 
who classifies facts of any kind whatever, who sees their mutual 
relations and describes their sequences is applying the Scientific 
method and is a man of Science.” Science is critical systematic 
knowledge based on generalisations. It is an investigation into the 
nature of facts—facts not selected at random—but in their comprehen¬ 
sive entirety. The scientist systemaiies the date, records his obser¬ 
vations and draws certain conclusions therefrom which ultim&tely 
assume the form of a formula or a universal truth. He proceeds 
rationally and logically through all his investigations. 

With proper attention to this conception of science we may 
easily assert that Ayurveda has a rightful claim to that title. To 
those who have no adequate idea of its real nature, this assertion 
would appear absurd. Suffice it to say, that Ayurveda includes with¬ 
in its compass various modern sciences such as Physiology, Anatomy, 
Pathology etc. If these are easily accepted as sciences, what scruples 
should one have concerning Ayurveda which encompasses all these 
along with other things in its wide range ? 

5. Mixing Science with Philosophy :—I may now consider an objec¬ 
tion generally levelled against Ayurveda viz. that it mixes up Philoso¬ 
phy with Science. To quote Karl Pearson, once more “The scope of 
Science is to ascertain the truth in every possible brsnch of know¬ 
ledge. There is no sphere of enquiry, which lies outside the legiti¬ 
mate field of science. To draw a distinction between Science and 
Philosophy is obscuratium.” Showing thus how close together both 
the conceptions come,the objection no longer remains peculiar to 
Ayurveda, but can equally be raised against any science whatever, 
only to be refuted. 
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It is true, however, that Ayurveda is based upon the fundamen¬ 
tal conceptions established by the Realistic schools of Indian meta¬ 
physics vis. Nyaya and Samkhya. But as the student of science of 
our day knows full well, every science is based on certain pre-suppo¬ 
sitions or postulates which are established by some other science. 
These presuppositions are accepted as self-evident and on their basis 
the whole subsequent structure raised. Thus the science of ethics 
presupposes the doctrine of the freedom of will, the proof of which 
lies within the legitimate range of metaphysics, and builds its entire 
body of principles upon this postulate. Similarly psychology takes 
for granted the existence of human mind and then proceeds to inves¬ 
tigate into its working. In the same manner^ the knowledge of the 
two systems of Samkhya and Nyaya is as essential to the student of 
Ayurveda as that of physics, chemistry and biology to the student 
of Allopathy. 

It is so far clear that Ayurveda is within its legitimate province 
when it borrows certain conceptions from those two schools. I would 
now proceed to show that those conceptions are inevitable to Ayur¬ 
veda. The systems of Nyaya and Samkhya deal with the creation 
and evolution of the universe, and living bodies being the part of the 
same, the link between the Primary Constituent of the Universe on 
the one hand, and the evolved ones, on the other, which have a direct 
bearing on the living biological organisms, must be definitely under¬ 
stood before discussing the processes, according to which a living 
human being maintains his existence or wards off processes which 
tend to vitiate the equilibrium among the various functions of the body. 

I would therefore, point out the bare facts regarding the two systems 
before I proceed to discuss the theories on which Ayurveda is based. 

6. The Nyaya Kanada, who has propounded the Nyaya 

System, has classified all the different Bhavas i. e. categories i. e. 
anything of which the existence can be conceived into seven groups 
called Padartha. Of these we shall be mostly concerned with three 
vis. Matter ( Drava ), Qualities ( Guna ), and Actions ( Karma ), 
Matter is again of nine kinds which may be conveniently grouped to¬ 
gether as Physical { Bhoutika or Panchabhoutika ) and metaphysical. 
Ether ( Akasha ) Air ( Vayu ) Fire ( Tejas ) Water ( Ap ) and Earth 
( Prithivi ) are included in the Bhoutika class. These five alone are 
capable of perception by the senses, (Indriya-Gochara ) while the 
other four are not so being Ati-Indriya. All physical matter is Pan¬ 
chabhoutika I. e. composed of the five elementary dravyas mixed up * 
together in various proportions. There are atoms of every one of 
these and a combination of a different number of atoms ( Paramanus ) 
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1 of each of these five elements gives rise to various physical objects 
which we perceive around us. Thus the different atoms of the eighty 
and odd so called elements of modern chemistry are not simple bodies 
but each one of them is composed of the atoms of these five elements 
in various proportions—a notion which has begun to gain ground in 
modern electron theory. Whatever it be, the promoters of the Nyaya 
system hold that this physical universe is made up of these Pancha- 
bhoutika paramanus. Even the mind is composed of paramanus, and 
Kanada holds that when the Panchabhoiitika and the Manas Farama- 
nus begin to combine, life is produced. Thus according to him the 
root cause of the universe is no other than the atoms. These atoms 
are extremely fine ( Sookshma ) and indestructible ( Nitya ). When 
they begin to combine, the different objects in the universe come into 
existence. This theory is technically known as Arambha-Vada. 

7, Its Failure :—This theory may be termed the ancient equiva¬ 
lent of the Atomic Theory of Dalton. But as in the west the atomic 
theory has now been completely exploded by the evolution theory of 
Darwin, so also as far back as about three thousand years ago, the 
atomic theory of Kanada was exploded by Kapila the founder of fhe 
Samkhya system. Kanada is not only unable to state how the para- 
manu got into motion in order to combine itself with another one, but 
also fails to explain how the different progressive stages of the 
vegatable, animal and human kingdoms belonging to the living part 
of nature were evolved ; neither can he accord any explanation of the 
agency by which lifeless lumps could be evolved into animate beings. 
This has been explained in the west by Lamark and Darwin in the 
19th century and by Kapila Muni in the east. They both hold that 
the universe has been created by the evolution of one single substance 
which existed before creation commenced. The western Scientists 
formerly held that the whole creation was the outcome of some ninety 
and odd elements but later researches showed that some of these 
elements could be converted one into the other. Recently an experi¬ 
ment is reported to have been performed in Germany, where an 
electric current was passed continously for eight days through mer¬ 
cury vapour, and a few particles of gold were obtained therefrom. 
The electron theory, Prof. Einstein’s theory of Relativity and Madam 
Curie’s radium experiments have proved that an atom is made up of 
positive and negative electric charges, and by an addition of these 
charges, an atom, like say of hydrogen, can be converted into another 
of a different element. Thus the number of elements has been 
gradually reduced. 

The latest evolution theory of Darwin holds that the whole solar 
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system is evolved out ;of ^ single incandescent mass of vapour, which 
gradually cooling down, the upper crust underwent a change, and 
owing to the force of eravity, portion of it being dislodged from the 
whole formed into different planets, one of them being our earth. As 
the process of cooling continued vegetable life came first into exis¬ 
tence which was followed by animal and last of all human creation. 

8. Sat-Karya^l'ada of Kapila:—K&pi\a, the founder of Samkhya 
system of philosphy, enunciates the first and foremost axiom of his 
theory viz. that nothing new is created in the universe, because Shoony a 
i. e. that which did not exist before, would not give rise to anything 
but Shoonya, a nonexisting entity. There are no two opinions even 
among the western scientists as regards nothing being produced out 
of nothing. Therefore whatever attributes one finds in anything 
which is created, must in a very minute form ( Sookshma-Roopa ) 
exist in that form in which it was created. For example, we find tfeat 
a big banian tree is evolved out of an extremely small seed by extract¬ 
ing necessary substances it requires from earth, air and water, and 
thus the same seed has just simply changed its form ; in other words, 
the tree existed though in a very minute form in the seed, and under 
favourable conditions that form developed into the tree. Similarly, 
if we burn fuel, its form is changed to ash or smoke, and not that 
smoke is a new thing obtained by the destruction of the substances 
in the fuel. If a new substance be supposed to be produced by the 
destruction of another, why should curds not be obtained from water, 
or why should we not be able to extract oil from sand, instead of from 
linseed ? Thus that which exists now must be obtained from some¬ 
thing which existed in another form before, in howsoever minute form 
it may be. This axiom is known as Sat-Karya-Vada in Sankhya phi¬ 
losophy. This axiom and the principle of conservation of energy 
mathametically proved by modern scientists are practically the same 
except for this difference that while Sat-Karya-Vada has reference 
only to the creation of one substance or form matter from another, the 
sum total of matter and energy in all conditions is always the same. 

9. Prakrti. The Primal Constituent:—-lUdiWXTkg admitted the truth 
of this Vada, it is evident that the creation could not be produced out 
of Shoonya. It must have evolved out of something which the Sam- 
khyas call Prakrti or Avyakta, which contains the whole universe in 
a very minute form ( Sukshma-Roopa ). Thus Sushruta, who follows 
Kapila in treating of the creation of the universe, in the first canto of 
Sharira-Sthana, with the heading Sarwa-Bhuta-Chinta-Sharira says:— 

TO I TOTTO( I 
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It may be stated here, that the discussion aboot Sattwa Rajas 
and Tamas Gunas of the Prakrti, and their different combinations, 
would require a separate chapter to be written, which is not possible 
to do here and now. I will, therefore, proceed to point out the differ¬ 
ent stages of evolution, starting from Prakrti as origin. 

10. Buddhi. Second staqe of Evolution :—Common experience tells 

us that whenever a human being intends doing anything he first 
resolves to do it by the exercise of the faculty of volition. In other 
words deliberate volition proceeds every conscious action. Chando- 
gya-Upanishad says that the Primeaval matter first resol ved to express 
itself into many aspects and then the creation 

started. In accordance with this common experience, the Prakrti too, 
resolves to create the universe ; and thus the first stage in the evolu¬ 
tion, is the expression of this attribute of resolution 3^^ 

as it is technically called-in Prakrta. But the human being, because 
he is possessed of soul along with everything else, can realise the 
existence of Buddhi, whereas Prakrti, which is everything except this 
soul, is not able to realise that existence. This difference is a conse¬ 
quence of the presence of life manifested in man but not in Prakrti 
Hackel in his ‘Parigenesis of the Plastitudes’ states “Without the 
assumption of an atomic soul the commonest and most general 
phenomena in Chemistry are inexplicable. Pleasure and pain, desire 
and aversion, attraction and repulsion must be common to all atoms 
of an aggregate, for the movements of atoms which must take place 
in the formation and dissolution of a chemical compound can be ex¬ 
plained only by attributing to them sensation and will.” Thus when 
we know that even the recent scientists hold that the most lifeless 
things in the universe do possess a power equivalent to the Buddhi 
possessed by human beings, but unrealised, we would easily appreciate 
the reasoning by which the Samkhyas assert that Buddhi is the first 
stage in the evolution of Prakrit. Hence Sushruta says— 

I I 

11. Ahankara. The next Stage :—The next stage in evolution is 
Ahankara. Even after the evolution of Buddhi in Prakrti, we find 
that Prakrti is still homogeneous, while the creation that we see 
around us, is found to be heterogeneous consisting as it does of man, 
stone, earth, metals and so on. Unless this attribute of differenciation 
( Prthaktwa ) is manifested, we cannot expect to find different objects 
in the universe. And therefore the next stage in the process aught 
to be the evolution of this Ahankara in Prakrti. The root meaning of 
the word Ahankara is the idea of holding one’s own entity separately

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from others. To realise that I ( Aham t. e. Ego ) is different from 
everything else is Ahanakra. This Ahankara cannot be realised by 
lifeless objects in the universe, while the human being as possessing 
soul can realise it. But the fact is certain that unless the existence 
of Ahankara is assumed, the actual existence of different objects with 
varying shapes, sizes specific gravities and so on cannot be explained. 
The idea of existing separately from others is what is meant by the 
term Ahankara. Hence says Sushruta:— 

I 

After this stage Prakrit branches off into two section, (i ) orga- 
nic and ( ii ) inorganic; Sendriya including vegetable, animal and 
human beings; and the other Nirindriya or matters. There are eleven 
elements of the organic section vis. the five Dnyan-indriyas or sense- 
organs the five Kama-indriys or motor-organs, and the Manas ( Mind ). ' 
All these are evolved by the predominence of Satwa Guna in Prakrti; 
while the five tanmatra dravyas are evolved by the predominence of 
Tamo-guna and from the basic elements of the inorganic world. 
Sushruta thus says:--

12 . The five Subtle Chief Elements: —It is desirable, at this stage 
to discuss why and how the basic elements ot the inorganic creation 
are only five. Scientists of the present day have divided all created 
substances jn the universe into three classes only, vis, solids, liquids 
and gases, but the principle on which the Samkhyas have classified 
substances is different, as well as interesting and at the same time con¬ 
vincing too. They hold that all objects in the universe are perceived 
by men, though five senses and five only and the mechanism of these 
senses is such that each of them can perceive only one attribute. 
Eyes are unable to perceive smell, while ears cannot see, Twak the 
cutaneous organ cannot discern whether a pudding is sweet or bitter, 
nor can the tongue hear; so aslo the nose unable to perceive colour. 
Thus if five sense-organs ( Dnyanendriyas : Shrotra, Twak, Chakshu, 
Jihwa and Ghrana ) and their corresponding perceptions of Shabda 
( Sound ) Sparsha ( Touch ) Rupa ( Form as grasped by the Sight ) 
Rasa ( Taste ) and Gandha ( Smell ) are definite, it is evident the 
only five attributes which form the object of these Dnyanendriyas 
must go to form the whole creation, for even if we suppose that 
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there is a sixth attribute, we are not possessed of any means 
whereby to perceive it. Every one of these attributes can be sub¬ 
divided into a number of classes, for example Shabda, although 
it is one attribute can be harsh, soft, high, sweet, unpleasant ; or Sa 
Re Ma Pa or A B C D etc. as classified in the art of Music ; or as 
palatal, lingual, gutteral, according to the human organs employed 
in its production. Similarly, Taste, another single attribute, may be 
classified as sweet, sour, salt, pungeant, bitter and so on. Roopa may 
vary according to colours as blue, red, green, yellow and so on. These 
differenciations of the single attributes do admit of further sub-classi¬ 
fication-Thus sweetness, one of the tastes, is different in each of these, 
sugar-cane, milk, mango. In this manner, as each attribute is capable 
of innumerable subdivisions, by the combinations, of the subdivisions 
of each of these attributes, we obtain innumerable different substan¬ 
ces, each having a different proportion ot each of these attributes. 
This fact adequately explains the obvious variety and diversity of our 
creation. But howsoever the combination be obtained you cannot 
perceive more than five of these Attributes, because you are endowed 
with five Indriyas only; which are as it were, God-gifted machinaries 
for the detection of separate attributes of the five Dnyanendriyas. 
Thus although it is impossible to obtain any substance which posses¬ 
ses only one single attribute, separately, still Kapila has, from the 
above discussion rightly arrived at the conclusion that the Prakrti 
must have evolved five elements; Shabda-Tanmatra, Sparsha- 
Tanmatra, Roopa-Tanmatra, Rasa-Tanraatra, and Gandha-Tanmatra 
as the bases for the formation of this creation, the word Tanmatra 
meaning exclusively. These Tanmatra elements of Tanmatra dravyas 
are necessarily subtle ( Sukshma ). 

13. Pancha-Maha Bhiitas :—The Sthula ( Gross ) Pancha Maha 
Bhutas are obtained by the combination of these Tanmatra Dravyas. 
The process is as follows:—We know that the sound is caused by the 
vibration of particles of any substance and vibration is possible only 
when the particles of any substance have sufficient space to move 
from one place to another. Thus sound cannot be produced inside a 
block of iron. Unless there is space, shabda or sound is impossible; 
in other words space is the necessary accompaniment of sound. This 
idia is expressed of the Samkhyas, by the aphorism “Shabda-gunam 
Akasham”. Thus the Sthula Maha-Bhuta (Element) which must 
exist in the Universe if sound is to be produced at all, is Akasha or 
space. Here we see that Akasha is the seat of one attribute only viz 
Shabda, and no other. Space cannot be felt by touch, seen, tasted or 
smelt; and so Daliana in his commentaryi states 
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ulttf” The next Vayu or air combines only two attributes viz. Shabda 
and Sparsha. It is capable of being felt and heard, but cannot be 
seen, tasted or smelt, in its unmixed states. Anything in which these 
two attributes alone combine, would fall under this category, but from 
the testimony of nature, we find that it is air alone that combines these 
two attributes. Hence the next Maha-Bhuta is termed Vayu. The 
third Maha-Bhuta is Tejas, Agni or Fire. It occupies space and can 
be felt by touch and seen by the sight, but can neither be tasted 
or smelt, The fourth is Apa or water, which possesses an additional 
quality of being tasted; and the last is Prthiwi which alone with the 
other four attributes possesses the quality of being smelt. It should 
be noted here, that the term Maha-Bhuta is given merely to the com¬ 
binations of these Tanmatras, and to any material substance itself as 
perceived in the Physical world around us. The terms Prthwi, Apa, 
Tejas, Vayu and Akasha, as popularly understood connote the 
elements as we see them around us in their mixed or alloyed form" 
But the subtle elements though going by the same appelations stand 
for their pure unmixed unalloyed form. The subtle difference between 
the popular and the technical significance of these terms is generally 
overlooked both by the ignorent layman as well as by the mischievous 
hypocrites of shallow learning. 

14. Cnation :—It is then by the combination of these Pancha- 
Maha-Bhutas in different proportions that the inorganic creation is 
obtained. This process is known as Panchi-karana. A substance is 
called Parthiwa, if it possesses a larger proportion of Prthwi-Tattwa 
or maha-bhuta, along with the other four in smaller quantities. Sush- 
ruta therefore says in canto 41 of the Sutrasthana ’— 

Thus a lump of earth or an iron ball is a Parthiwa dravya. Even 
then the iron ball is more Parthiwa than the lump of earth, as it is 
the harder of the two. The qualities which such substances possess 
have been collectively described by Sushruta, thus : — 



But supposing that the lump of earth has been dissolved in a 
very large quantity of water, the mixture would become an Apya 
Dravya, because :— 

I 

Similarly the iron ball which is originally Parthiwa would 
become Taijasa if it be heated until it is white-hot, because ;— 
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A substance like sulpher which is originally Parthiwa passes 
through the Apya and the Taijasa stages as it is continually heated 
and ultimately becomes Vayavya ,(gaseous ). and hence Sushruta 
says

This is in short the Panch-Maha-Bhuta theory of matter. 

15. The Theory in relation to Unman Physique Having thus 
est^lished that every portion of matter on the surface of the earth is 
Pancha-Bhoutika, we now proceed to discuss the various constituents 
which combine. Now if we minutely study the human system, we 
find that it consists of substances like blood, bones, nails, flesh and 
such others, which as they come under one or the other category of 
Parthiva. Apya Taij^s, Vayavya or Akashiva Dravyas are also 
Panchamahabhutatmaka, with only one difference that there exists life 
also along with these, which is due to the existence of mind Indriyas 
(that are, as stated above. God-gifted machinaries as it were ) and 
soul. Charakacharya has clearly stated.

And Sushruta corroborates it saying 

Thus the body is also Panchamahabhutatmaka. and therefore a 
disease in the body is nothing else than Kshaya or Vridhi, ( decrease 
or increase ) in the proportion of one or more Panchamahabhutatmaka 
constituents of the body. But this change in the proportion can natu¬ 
rally occur in innumerable ways as there can be innumerable com¬ 
binations of these Panchamahabhutas in different proportions. And 
as there are equally innumerable substances existing on the surface 
of the earth, each of which is in every respect different from others, 
one of these can be such as will have just the opposite kind of propor¬ 
tion of the Mahabhutas as compared to that on account of which the 
disease has occured. Such a substance when introduced in the system 
would counterbalance the proportion and thereby remove the disease. 
Sushruta therefore holds :—

Thus every substance on the surface of the earth is an Aushadhi 
or treatment for some one or other of the Shareer diseases. These 
substances have been conveniently divided into three groups, vis, 
Jangama, Parthiva and Audbhtda,

The sage of the past have experimented upon a very large num¬ 
ber of the above-noted classes of substances, and have described at 
length their effects on the human system according to a particular line 
they have followed which I will just describe. Some of these are to 
be found only in particular tracts of this vast continent, while others 
at other places, where the climate is suitable to them. 

And therefore it is in such conferences that we have to collect 
as many of them as possible and exihibit them so that we might come 
to know all about them by mutual discussion and try them on parti¬ 
cular ailments. 

Siddha Aushadhis are also a speciality of Ayurveda. There are 
different processes to be followed in the preparation of different Bhas- 
mas. Modern Chemistry is at present unable to detect why a parti¬ 
cular preparation which when chemically analysed is found to contain 
the same ingredients in the same proportion, should produce an alto¬ 
gether different effect if the process followed in preparing it is differ¬ 
ent. For instance, Rasasindura and Makaradwaja are two different 
Siddhayogas, which if chemically analysed are found to contain the 
same proportion of mercury and sulpher. In fact, both are red oxides 
of mercury. But Makaradhwaja is far superior in its effect on the 
human system to Rasasindura. Some light is likely to be thrown on 
the difference existing in the action of these aparently similar subs- 
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tances according to the recent researches of Sir C. V. Raman. His 
spectroscopic results regarding '‘Raman lines’' show that there is a 
molecular change in substances apparently similar in composition and 
it is just possible that this may account for their different elTects on 
the human system. 

Constituents of the Human System. 

So far I have dealt with the basic elements that form the whole 
creation including the human system, as well as with all other subs¬ 
tances that can be used as treatment for any ailment in the system. 
But when we come to the practical side of the treatment, it becomes 
very difficult to find out the changes in the proportion of the Maha- 
bhutas either in the suffering human system or in the substances to 
be administered in order to set it right. Ayurveda has therefore 
adopted a different course to remove this difficulty. The sages have 
divided the main constituents of the human system into three classes. 
Dosha, Dhatu and Mala. 

Difference between Dhatus and Upadhatus. 

Before I proceed to discuss these three classes separately I have 
to make it clear that the word Dhatu has been used in Ayurvedic 
literature in two different senses. In fact, the word Dhatu according 
to Sanskrit Grammar is derived from the root ‘Dhaya, Dharan, Posha- 
ne,’ and any constituent of the body which helps to keep up and 
nourish it, may be called Dhatu. While there is no disease in the 
body, every constituent of it is a dhatu. But for convenience the word 
‘dhatu’ has been reserved only for those constituents which take 
part in the general metabolism, and develop the principal constituents 
from the food that we take every day in order to make up for the 
waste which is occurring every second in the system. The rest are 
called Upadhatus, Thus skin ( twacha ), Snayu, Kandara. Shira etc. 
are all Upadhatus because they do not go to form any other substan¬ 
ces in the body but are the ultimate products ; but still they have 
their various functions to perform. Thus whenever there is a disease 
in the human system, which is not Agantuka ( Extrinsic ), but Nija 
( Intrinsic ), there is originally a change in the proportion of Dhatus 
and not of Upadhatus. If the disease continues, the Upadhatus too 
may be ultimately affected but not so in its initial stage. Hence 
Charakacharya holds that.

Thus a disease in the system is nothing else than either an 
increase ( Adhikatwa ) or a decrease ( Nyunatwa ) in the proportion 
of these dhatus.

Distinction between Doshas and Dushyas 
Having thus made a distinction between the Dhatus and Upa- 
dhatus, we have now to consider the three groups in which the consti¬ 
tuents has been divided. These are Doshas (mostly secretions ) 
Dhatus ( principal tissues ), and Malas ( excretions ). The whole 
body, even according to the recent anatomists, has been divided into 
secretions, tissues and excretions. That Avurveda could think of the 
same divisons so far back as 4000 years ago is a matter of pride for 
that science. Thus the words Dhatus—which as stated above in com¬ 
pounds like Dhatusamya and Dhatuvaishamya means and includes in 
a wide sense Doshas, Dhatus and Malas, has been in a narrow sense 
applied only to principal tissues. They have been enumerated thus:—

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The reason why clhatus have been distinguished as 

Dosha, Dhatu and Mala is that although they all support and nourish 
the body, the 1st three of them vis, Vayu, Pitta and Kapha substances 
have the power of vitiating all the rest lO constituents, and thus 
bringing above disease in the system I while the rest 

vis, 7 Rasadi and 3 Swedadi are called Dushyas because they 
cannot themselves bring about disease, but are themselves vitiated 
by Doshas. 

The last three vis. Sweda, Mutra and Shakrit are termed Malas 
also, because ultimately they are always excreted from the body, 
although in their initial stage they keep up and nourish it. 

That these substances Wat, Pitta and Kapha so long as they 
are in normal condition in the body ( Samyawastha ) support and 
nourish the body is evident from the following passages:—

General Principles tobe followed in removing Dhatuvaishamya. 

Having so far enunciated and differentiated the various consti¬ 
tuents of the human body, and stated that Wat, Pitta or subnormal 
and Kapha substances are the only constituents which by their abnor¬ 
mal proportion bring about disease in the body, it is necessary to find 
out how the Dhatu-vaishamya caused by these Doshas can be removed 
and the original Dhatu-samya re-established.

Now can there be a Swapramanadhikya of only Karyanumeya 
substances as Dr. Gananath Sen says ? 

These sentences indicate that whenever any substance in the 
body decreases in quantity, if the same substance could be introduced 
in the system, the Dhatu-vaidhamya due to it will be removed ; not 
only this but even if another substance which is Saman-guni i. e. 
possessed of the same attributes as the former be introduced, still 
Dhatu-samya could be established. Similarly, if on the contrary some 
constituent of the body has increased in quantity, the introduction of 
another substance which is Wiparita-guni i. e. possessing contrary 
attributes would remove the Dhatu-vaishamya. Thus if you find that 
a person is suffering from want of blood which passed away from 
his body owing to say a severe lathi charge, then according to 
Ayurveda, you should either inject blood from another in his system, 
or make him drink blood in some form or other. This remedy has 
been ordained by Charaka thus ;—

From this discussion it is evident that the word Bhava in the 
sentence ?rWI'*r I does not merely indicate an 

attribute or Guna, but also a substance ( Dravya ) as well as (. Karma ) 
i. e. the action or the effect which the substance produces on the 
human system after it has been digested and assimilated. Chakra- 
datta has clearly stated that 

Thus since we cannot directly know which ol tne Shareera 
Dhatus has actually increased or decreased in the system, we must 
find out that decrease or increase by the coiresponding reduction or 
increment in the attributes of that dhatu, as well as oi us Karma, i. e. 
the actions for which it was responsible. For example, if we know 
that Wat is Sheeta and Ruksha and causes the nervous system of the 
body to work properly, then it we find that a person is feeling more 
cold, and his body is more dry than what it was ordinalily, and that 
the nervous system is stimulated to a higher degree than normal, our 
conclusion would be that the Wat substance has increased in the body. 
It is therefore necessary now to find out what are the Uravya, Guna 
and Karma of all the Shareera dhatus and especially of Wat, Pitta 
and Kapha which have been proved to be the root cause of ail disea¬ 
ses ; and also to determine the corresponding Dravya, Guna and 
Karma of all the existing substances to be found on the surface of the 
earth ; so that when we know from these Guna and Karmas which of 
the Doshas in the body has either increased or decreased, we could 
introduce in the system such of these substances as would just 
counterbalance the original Waigunya in the Doshas. In fact these 
are the two main sections of Ayurveda, the first discussed in Sutra- 
sthana of every work and the second in Nighantoo or materia medica. 

Tridosha 

The next subject which I would therefore like to discuss now is 
to determine the dravya, guna and karma of the tridoshas or tridhatus, 
as they are the principal constituents of the human body. This subject 
has been the object of discussion from the time Allopathic Science 
has set its foot on this ancient land of civilisation, and great and 
eminent Ayurvedists from Dr. Gadre of Poona down to the late Dr. 
Yaminibhusan Roy, and our worthy President Dr. Gananath Sen and 
Captain Shriniwas Murti have given their opinions about them. My 
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profound respect for these worthy gems in Ayurveda encourages me 
to discuss the topic in my own way, and I hope to be excused if in 
this discussion I would differ from them in some respects, 

Tridoahas are Matter 

The first and foremost conclusion for which I would just put 
forward proofs is that the Tridhatus, or for the matter of that the 
Tridoshas are actual substances in the body. Ayurveda as stated 
above holds that 

ft I 

Which means that the visible body is composed primarily of 
three varieties of substances known as Dosha, Dhatu and Mala, Of 
these, the 7 Dhatus and 3 Malas, and definitely known to be actual 
substances in the body. They can be seen, separated from the body, 
examined by all other senses and analysed. Their description in 
terms of their attributes ( Gunas ) therefore, has been given in Ayur-’^ 
veda, and their function in the general working of the body has also 
been clearly described. But all that has been done in short. 

Whether the 3 doshas also can be so separated from the body, 
and analysed is a question, and it will be at some length that I would 
quote from and what the Rishis 

have to say regarding this. Wagbhat says - 

From this statement it is evident that the Doshas are Shariraja 
i.e. produced in the body, and whatever is produced^from the body must 
be a substance. Similarly from the above quoted statement 

it is evident that if the body is composed of ( Mulam ) 
doshas they should also be actual substances, because according to 
Satkaryawada, which has been dealt with above at length while pro¬ 
pounding the Panchmahabhutta theory, an existing entity like the 
human body ( the structure alone and not mind soul &c. ) will always 
be developed out of an actually existing substance. Sushruta as has 
already been quoted says 

Now a substance or Dravya has been defined by Charaka as 

Therefore a Dravya or substance is that which possesses some 
attributes .( Guna ) and which produces some sort of action ( Karma ) 
on any other part of the universe, either independently or in con¬ 
junction with something else.

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If therefore the Tridoshas do possess some attributes, and if they 
also take[part in the general working of the human system in one way 
or other, then they ought to be actual substances. Now if we look to 
any of these four works on Ayurveda, we find that the description of 
the tridoshas has been given in terms of their attributes thus

From a careful perusal of this description of Wata, one would 
naturally conclude that what Ayurvedisis call wata is an actual 
substance existing in the human body. It is Amurta i. e. not that it 
has no form ( Murti )bul invisible just as an ordinary gaseous subs¬ 
tance is. Since is Atmarupa ( Swarupa ) u e. natural character or form 
or true constitution has been described, we cannot agree with M. M. 
Dr. Gananath Sen who has stated in his Siddhanta Nidan on page 
13 that 

No author or even commentator states that Doshas are Karyanu- 
meya. Wipaka of a Dravya is said lobe Karyanurneya, but not Doshas. 
In fact Arunadatta Says:— 

Therefore Wat is a certain kind ot gas ( which one—that we 
shall see later ) like external air which we breathe, which is also 
Adrishya, because no one can say which is the colour of the air. All 
the other attributes stated above do exist in any gaseous substance. 
For instance a gas is always lighter than any Solid or liquid. Hence 
as compared with the other doshas, Pitta and Kapha, it is Laghy 
( light ). It is Sukshma i. subtle, minute because 

it can penetrate the most minute structures in the body as any gas 
can, and not a solid or liquid. Sukshmatwa cannot always mean 
*• imperceptible by sense. Otherwise the word will 
have no meaning in sentence like 

r Wat is Sukshma as compared to Kapha and Pitta which are 
Sthula because their form and colour can be actually seen by the eye. 
In the course of a discussion regarding the nature of this Wat among¬ 
st the members of a conference which was held in those good old 
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days, vide Charak chap. 12 of Sutrasthana one of the members put 
the following question^—

Here Asanghat-vantam qualfies Wayu, and Chakradutta in his 
commentary clearly states «r^KrRr()cr^% 

means that just as Pitta and Kapha are both possessed of Avayava- 
sanghat i. e. a form viz. that they are liquid, have a certain definite 
Colour, odour etc., this Wayu has nothing of the sort, and is therefore 
like external air. 


So also says Chakradutta i. e. if Pitta and 

Kapha substances were put in a bottle, they would remain there 
occupying a certain volume, while if Wayu were put in it, it would 
move about, and thus occupy the whole bottle i. e. all the space avails 
able. Hence as compared to Pitta and Kapha it is 

I It is Ruksha 1. e. does not contain any lubricating quality; 


and we know that there is no lubricating quality in any gas what¬ 
soever, and more so in air. Ruksha is a quality which is exactly oppo¬ 
site of Snigdha. It is Sheet i. e. cold as compared to Pitta and 
Kapha, as will be shown later, possess acid properties in a more or 
less degree, and are therefore Ushna. Pitta being highly acid is 
Ushna, Kapha slightly acid and therefore contains nearly negligible 
quantity of Ushnatwa, while Wat is purely Sheet. In fact a gas is 
naturally neither hot or cold but it is only when it is made hot or cold 
by external means that it becomes so. Thus Arunadatta says :— 




It is clear that a gas if it is heated increases in volume, and then 
passes out of the system, and thus it is got rid of Upashmyati. It is 
Khar t. e. rough as opposed to Kapha which is smooth— 

Shleshma, and we know that external air or any kind of gas is rough 
to feel or touch. It is Wishad t. e. clear and clean as compared to 
Pitta and Kapha which are Visra and Pichhila i. slimy and smeary. 
A liquid or a solid may be Pichhila, but a gas is always Vishad. 
Thus from the attributes in terms of which Ayurveda describes Wat, 
we conclude that 

( I ) It is a Dravya-a substance or matter, and that 
( 2 ) It is a kind of gas. 
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Pitta and Kapha Doshas. 

Next Pitta is described as

This description of Pitta exactly coincides with that of a dilute 
acid like hydrochloric or sulphuric. It is liquid (Drava) slightly 
oily ( Sasneha ) as any of the above-mentioned two acids are, and is 
capable of acting chemically on another substance like food, and 
therefore Teekhna efttpr want I It is hot to 

touch, Ushna, as compared to Wata and Kapha which are cold to 
touch ( Sheeta ). It is light ( Laghu ) i. e. its specific gravity is lower 
than that of Kapha, ( But not as compared to that Wata ) which 
being of slimy consistency ( Pichhila) is always Guru. It is sour and 
bitter in taste ( Katu and Amla ) as acids generally are, and yellowish 
and greenish in colour. All the acids are generally of a yellow 
colour. It is Visra i. e. ^JTt^ as a bodily acid is likely to be. 

Thus we conclude that 

( I ) Pitta is also a Dravya, substance or matter 
and that 

( 2 ) it is liquid with mostly acid properties. 

Lastly Kapha is described as

This Description of Kapha agrees in every respect with that of 
any mucus secretion in the body. The secretion of the mucus and 
salivary glands of the mouth which we throw off in spitting is a nice 
example. It is sweet in taste (Madhur), of slimy consistency 
( Pichhila ) slightly oily ( Snigdha ), white in appearance ( Shukla ) 
not watery like dilute acid, but slightly thick and therefore weighty 
( Guru Sthira ) and cold to touch ( Sheet ) as compared to pitta. That 
this secretion becomes saltish (Lavana ) whenever there is any 
disease in the mouth is experienced by everybody when he suffers 
from cold. It is then that it gets Vidagdha. Thus we conclude that 
what is known in Ayurveda as Kapha or Shleshma is;— 

( I ) a Dravya—a substance or matter and that 
( 2 ) it is like secretion of any mucus membrane in the 
system * 
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Principal place in the body where these Tridoshas are produced* 

Having thus proved that Wata, Pitta and Kapha are actual subs¬ 
tances, let us now try to find out where and how they are produced, 
and what part they play in maintaining the general equilibrium 
( Dhatu-samya ) in the body. The human structure like that of other 
living beings consists of a number of organs, grouped together into 
what are known as system such as Circulatory, Respiratory, Nervous, 
Digestive and so on. Of these the digestive system which enables 
the food that we eat everyday to be converted into the different tissues 
of the body, is from the point of view of supplying the wasted 
materials, and thus maintaining the equilibrium of all other systems, 
the most important one. The principal part of the body which is 
engaged in this work is the alimentary canal known as Mahasrota in 
Ayurveda, commencing from the cavity of the mouth and extending 
to the end of the rectum. This Mahasrota, has for convenience of'" 
description and according to the primary functions which are 
performed in it, been divided by Ayurvedists into three parts ;~* 

(1) Amashaya ( Stomach ) 

(2) Pakwamashaya-madhya or Nabhi ( Duodenum ) 

and (3) Pakwashaya ( intestines both large and small ) and these 
three have been described to be the chief abodes of the three doshas 
Kapha, Pitta and Wata respectively.

It is these three portions of the alimentary canal which are 
indicated by the Urdhwa. Madhya and Adhah portions of the body 
in the statement. 

Ordinarily this alimentary canal is divided into five parts, 
mouth, stomach, duodenum, intestines and rectum. But of these, the 
mouth simply helps the food to reach the stomach where the digestion 
and absorption processes just begin, while the rectum simply stores 
up and then throws off the waste products of the food. Hence from 
the point of view of pure digestion and assimilation they are not so 
important although they help a great deal in these processes. A 
mucus membrane lines the whole alimentary canal from the mouth 
down right up to the rectum, and hence the mucus material ( Kapha ) 
is no doubt produced in the whole of the canal; but the substance 
Kapha is obtained in profuse quantity in the stomach and also its 
accesory the mouth, and so according to the. rule the. 

Stomach is said to be its chief abode. 
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We shall now consider how the food ^ cat every day is 

assimilated in the body make good the waste, or increa¬ 

se the substance of the different tissues of the body. In fact Chara- 
kacharya while explaining the process has so elaborately and nicely 
dealt with the actual production of these substances Wata, Pitta and 
Kapha in the body that we are simply wonderstruck to see how their 
statements are exactly in coincidence with the modern conceptions of 
Physiology. He says —

Kapha Secretion. 

These statements show that as soon as the food which consists 
of all the six kinds of tastes is taken in, che¬ 

wed and swallowed, and thus reaches the stomach ( Amashaya ), 
there is a spontaneous flow in the stomach ( g'^4^ ) of a 

substance known as Kapha which is foamy in appearance 
The secretions from the salivary glands and the mucus glands of the 
mouth having got mixed with it while it was being chewed, and 
these secretions being all sweet in taste, there is an increase 
of sweetness already existing in the food taken. ( 

THftR; STT^ ), But it is evident that the particles of food can be well 
acted upon chemically by an acid if instead of being in a mass or 
semi-solid state, they are reduced to a liquid or a viscous liquid state. 
Therefore some liquid, which would not allow the food at once to 
become Amla or Vidagdha, and would at the same time reduce it to 
a uniform liquid state, is required to be thoroughly mixed up with the 
food. This is provided by the gastric juice. Sustruta Says :—

The Audaka Gunas are those of Kledak Kapha ( gastric Juice ) 
which contains nearly 99'5 p. c. of water. 

The process of digestion and absorption begins here in the sto¬ 
mach. A profuse quantity of this gastric juice gets mixed up with 
the food, and then it passes from the mixture thus obtained to chyle 
( Rasadhatu ), and thence to blood, and through blood to various other

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places in the body, where similar other mucus membranes exist. Thus 
it causes secretion according to the general rule.

This shows that the best course according to Charak for rem¬ 
oving Dhatu-vaishamya due to Kapha is to administer medicines 
which would cause vomits, and thus empty the stomach, because the 
Shleshma there which is the root cause of all other diseases in the 
system due to Kapha is thereby eradicated front the system. Not 
only that, but owing to the removal of this Shleshma-mula, which, as 
stated above, nourishes the other four kinds of similar Kapha secre¬ 
tions to be described later on, all other diseases in the system due to 
Kapha disappear, just as when a field laden with crops is under water, 
the crops get withered owing te excess of water, but if ihe dam be 
opened at a certain point, and the water allowed to get out, the crops 
again attain their normal condition. This statement clearly proves 
that it is this Amashayagata Kledak Kspha ( gastric juice ) which is 
the root cause to all other diseases in the system due to Kapha. If it 
is produced in normal quantity, the whole system goes on all right, 
but if owing to some internal or externaTcause its quantity is increa¬ 
sed, it has to be removed by Wamana. That this gastric juice flows 
spontaneously as soon as food is taken in the mouth is proved from 
the following passage from "HaliburtonV' Physiology : “Pawlow has 
by a very ingeneous surgical operation succeeded in the dog in 
separating off from the stomach a diverticulum, which pours its 
secretion through an opening in the abdominal wall. The following 
are his main results :— 

(1) Increase in the quantity of food given causes an increase 
in the amount of gastric juice secreted. 

(2) The increase is most abundant in the early periods of 

digestion is a statement which clea¬ 

rly tells us that Kapha is most abundant in the Adi part i. e. early 
periods of digestion, but it continues to be secreted ( 7 ^ 4 % ) as long 
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as any food remains to be dealt with. When there is no food given, 
there is no Juice, hit sham feeding or chewing will cause it to How*’ 

That this gastric juice is mostly watery and therefore helps to 
moisten or liquify the food ( ) is proved by the fact that—“The 

effect of the sham feeding was a reflex and abundant How of gastric 
juice, which commenced five minutes after ( ) the 

beginning of the meal. If water, milk or soup was given instead of meat, 
no such secretion occurred. ’ This clearly shows that, .since in the case 
of water, milk or soup the amount taken is already liquid. ( ) 

there is no necessity of Kledan, and hence no Kledak Kapha is 
secreted. 

What more proofs are needed to establish that the gastric juice 
is the Kledak kapha t It is evident from the above comparative 
statements that the words have been used 

with thorough significance be the authors, meaning thereby that the 
particular substance is naturally secreted in that particular substance 
is naturally secreted in that particular place, as soon as the food is 
taken in ( ) This leads one to infer rightly that the Rishis 

must have observed the phenomenon by actual experiments on living 
beings. Charakacharya has thus rightly instructed that:—

As stated above the process ot the moistening of the food starts 
profusely in the stomach, but it begins from the lime the food is taken 
in the mouth. “The saliva is the first digestive Juice to come into 
contact with the food.” Here it should be remembered that all the 
Juices and secretions that are obtained in the alimentary canal help 
digestion in one way or the other, and therefore they are called 
digestive juices. Even Klcdana 1 . e. dilution helps digestion and so 
they may all be called digestive in this wide sense. 

“The Saliva is transparent, slightly opalescent, of slimy consis* 
tency, and may contain lumps of pure mucin. On standing, it becomes 
cloudy owing to the precipitate of calcium carbonate, the carbonic 
acid which held it in solution as bicarbonate escaping. “The gastric 
juice is clear and colorless. It has a specific gravity of 1003 to 1006. 
It contains ( '2 ) p. c. of Hydrochloric acid. When the juice remains 
in the stomach, this is in part neutralised by the food and saliva, and 
also by pancreatic juice which enters the stomach from the duode¬ 
num.” Thus the mixture of saliva and gastric juice is what we call 
Kleda Kapha. 

Does not the above description tally exactly with 
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“The action of saliva is twofold, physical and chemical, (i) The 
physical use of saliva consists in moistening the mucus membrane of 
the mouth, assisting the solution of soluble substances in the food, 
and in virtue of its tnucin, lubricating of the bolus of food to facilitate 
swallowing ( 2 ) The chemical action of saliva is due to its chemical 
principel ptyaline.” 

It is, thus, evident that from the time the food is taken in until 
it has reached the stomach and begins to enter the duodenum the 
physical process of moistening ( ) goes on, which is most adun- 

dant in the stomach due to the secretion of gastric juice therein. 
Hence the principal Kapha secretion, which, according to the 
Ayurvedists, obtained in the Urdhwa part of the Mahasrota, helps 
the digestion of food by being mixed with it uniformly, and by thus 
diluting the food it facilitates the action of strong acids which mix 
with it further on in the duodenum. 

Pitta Secretion 


Having thus passed out of the Amashya, the food then, reaches 
the Pakwa-amashaya-madhya (duodenum). Here it is in 
stage, because the gastric juice therein, although it contains more of 
water, does still contain a small quantity Of Hcl. This causes the 
digestion to start, and as there is acidity ( Amlatwa ) in it due to the 
existence of Hcl, the food, which was Madhura so far becomes sligtly 
Amla. 

Now, in the duodenum, this food comes in contact with another 
liquid called by Ayurvedists, and this liquid also, like the 


gastric juice flows spontaneously in the duodenum as soon as the food 
reaches that place. Charakacharya, therefore says^— 

Here again the use of the word ( Udiryate clearly shows that 
this liquid also is a secretion, which mixes with the food, while it 
comes down from the stomach ( ). The nature of 

this pitta has been very elegantly described by Wagbhat in both of 
his works thus:— 




or as in Vridha-Wagbhat— 
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Let us now consider the nature of this Pitta as described above, 

( I ) First of all it is Pancha-mahabhutatmak, in other words 
it is also a substance, matter or Dravya, an existing entity like so 
many other Rasaraktadi substances in the body, and not merely a 
Shakti or Sukshma Pitta as some of the famous writers on the subject 
have said. 

( 2 ) Secondly, the place where it is secreted is Pakwa-mashaya- 
madhya *. e. the small portion of the alimentary canal joining the 
stomach and the instestines, which is in fact a part of the intestines 
themselves and is known as duodenum in the modern treatises on 
anatomy. 

( 3 ) Thirdly, it is liquid, Drava ; but owing to the predominance 
( or 3^4 ) in it of the i. e. the heat producing element, 

the effect, which it would produce on any substance on account of 
its liquidity or excess of water ( ^rtJT?pr ) is suppressed ( ) and 

thus it losses its We can understand the nature of this Pitta 

with reference to a semidiluted acid like Hclor Sulphuric. If we take 
a few drops of water, and pour them on a metallic plate or a lump of 
sugarcandy, it will have practically no effect on the plate, and would 
simply dissolve the piece of sugar-candy turning it into a liquid solu¬ 
tion of sugar. Here the water is a liquid ( ^ ) and as it has not 
given up its it combines with the sugar-candy, and desolves 

it still maintaining its Now supposing that we mix with that 

water a small quantity say l/SOth part of strong Hcl, even then the 
mixture maintains its liquid appearance ( ) but its ( ) cha¬ 

racter is changed. It no longer has no action on the metallic place ; 
but on the contrary, acts chemically on it, at once converting a part 
of it into some salt, and thus dissolving and digesting that part of it. 

So also this acid mixture no longer simply dissolves the sugar- 
candy, but chars and burns each and every particle of the candy 
which comes into contact with it, and thus by chemical action reduces 
it to charcoal. Thus the mixture, though still maintaining liquid 
appearance, has abandoned its liquid character ( iiFB ) beca¬ 

use of the suppression of the simple solubility of water 
owing to the increase of heat producing element in it ( ) 

and this change in the state of water is due to the addition of acid 
in it. 

(4) Fourthly, this Pachak Pitta is termed Agni simply from ana¬ 
logy. Just as a mixture of rice and water put in a vessel on fire would 
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reduce the rice to a cooked and assimilable food for the human 
system, so also this Pitta, when it gets mixed with the food that comes 
down from the stomach, digests it and reduces it to assimilable chyle 
( ) which in its turn changes itself into blood, and thus nouri¬ 

shes the whole human system. Charak, therefore, says

But it is not this Pitta which alone does the whole work of 


digestion. 

{a) First of all, as stated above, the gastic juice which mixes up 
with the food in the stomach does the work of liquifying the food 
( 8^ ) process is also an additional helping factor 

in digestion. 


{b) Then secondly, when the food goes further in the intestines, 
the process of absorbtion of chyle through lacteals starts there, and. 
as a result of this, gases are produced, the most abundant among 
them being Carbon dioxide. This gas, as will be shown later is readily 
absorbed by the nerves, which in their turn are stimulated due to 
this absorbtion. This stimulation then increases the quantity of Pitta 
secreted. In this way this Vayu or gas becomes a helping factor 
( digestion. Wagbhat therefore says 






It is thus that this Pachak Pitta digests the food () 
converts it into a mixture of two substances one of them being the 
essential part C Sara ) which is chyle, and the other the waste product 
C Kitta ). Thus this Pirta is said to— 


( 5 ) Fifthly and lastly, as the Pachak Pitta mixes with the food 
and is absorbed along with the chyle, and residual secretion which 
remains in addition to what has been already used up in the process 
passes on to the blood, and thereby nourishes all other Pitta secretions 
in the body, l This is just similar to 

the nourishment of the different Kapha secretions by means of the 
Kledak Kapha of the stomach. 

That the duodenum is the place where Pachak Pitta is secreted, 
and that this is the main spring for all other secretion of the Pitta 
class of the body is also proved by the following statement in Charak.

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Amongst the remedies presrri^-' ’ ^icaiing the abnormal in¬ 
crease in the Pitta secreiiuiis, the best one is a purgative, because as 
soon* as it reaches the duodenum, it removes the excessive Pitta subs¬ 
tance itself. This Pitta is said to be ( the Mula ) the root cause, be¬ 
cause as stated above, it nourishes all other Pitta secretion.^, in the 
body. As the root cause is thus renuivctl, all other diseases in any 
part of the body caused on account of abnormal Pitta secretions dis¬ 
appear, just as, if you extinguish the fire a whole house which is in 
flames becomes at once cold. 

From the above discussion, it is eviu^nt that according to Ayur- 
vedists Pitta is an actual sub^ta^ce, which - sponlancou^iy into 
the duodenum when the food rcacl’cs thenc. l.ei us see now what this 
substance is according to modern Phy^-iulogy. 

Physiology tells us that there are two glands, liver and pancreas, 
the former ‘situated in the abdomen on the rigdit side, is the largest 
gland in the body,’ while the later is sitiiateil in the bac;k. Both these 
glands produce secretions, that of the liver l.)cing known as bile, while 
that of the pancreas as paiicrcalie juice. “Bile is the secretion of the 
liver which is poured into the duodenum. It is being fontinuously 
poured into the intestine, but t)urc is an iuorased discliarfi^/’ 
immediately on the arrival of food in the duodenum ( ). Tl'.ere 

is a second increase in the secretion a few hours later after the arrival 
of semi-digested food (chyme) in the intestines. This increase 
appears to be due to the effect of the digestive products carried by the 
blood to the liver stimulating the hepatic cells to activity. This is 
supported by the fact that protied food increases the quantity of bile 
secreted whereas fatty food which is absorbed not by the portal vein 
but by the lacteals has no such effect.” This proves the general theo¬ 
rem that “Bile has little or no action 

by itself, but coinhined with pancretic juice, it assists the later in all 
its activities. This is true for the digestion of starch and of protein, 
but markedly so for the digestion of fat. Some state that bile has a 
slight action on fats and carbohydrates ; but it appears to be rather a 
co-adjutor to the pancreatic juice especially in the digestion of fat 
than to have any independent digestive activity.” 

These statements clearly show that the secretions of bile and 
pancreatic juice together are responsible for digestion, and this com¬ 
bined juice which is poured in the duodenum is therefore Pachakpitta. 
Halliburton says:—“Bile is a yellowish, reddish-brown or green fluid, 
according tolthe relative preponderence of its two chief pigments. It 
has a musk-like odour, a bitter sweet taste, and a neutral or faintly 
alkaline reaction.” If we compare this description with 
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We find that here the colour of the Pitta has been described as other 
than while ( Shukle ), ann red ( Aruna X and Halliburton tells us that 
the colour of bile is yellow, reddish-brown or green which is exactly 
what Charak says; its taste is bitter sweet, so also here the 

odour is musk like ; like that of a dead rat. All this clearly shows 
that the two descriptions agree in every respect. It has to be remem¬ 
bered that the Rishis have attempted at their description some 3000 
years ago, and therefore some slight discrepancies are likely to occur 
but one has to make allowance for them. 

In this connection 1 would like to state one important fact which 
agrees with the Ayurvedic tenets ws. that each secretion that gets 
mixed with the food causes nearly similar secretion to be produced 
as the digestive process goes on further. 

Halliburton says:-'“The importance of the work of Parlow arises, 
from the entirely new light thrown upon the digestive process as a 
whole. We have been too apt to think the occurrence in the alimen¬ 
tary canal as a series of isolated phenomemon. We now see that 
each step follows an orderly manner as the result of previous steps 
For example, the acid gastric juice reaches the intestines and there 
produces secretion from its forerunners, the secretion is taken by the 
blood stream to the pancreas, where it excites a flow of the pancreatic 
juice, the juice arrives in the duodenum ready to act on starchy 
substances and fat. With the assistance of the bile, fatty acid is 
liberated which in its turn forms more secretion and so in turn more 
pancreatic juice.” 

Charakacharya has, therefore, clearly stated that :— 

I wi*ft trftf1 

Having thus proved that what is called Pachakpitta in Ayurveda 
is nothing else but the combination of bile and pancreatic juice 
secretions, we now proceed further down the alimentary canal to¬ 
wards the intestines and study the nature of the third Dosha Wata. 

Wata substance. 

The food which is so far mixed with saliva and gastric juice, 
and then with the bile and pancreatic juice, now reaches the intestines. 
"The small intestine, with its folds and villi to increase its surface is 
the great place for absorption. The superficial area of the small 
intestine, if it were flat, is about 1.5 squre meters. This by the presen¬ 
ce of the villi is increased to about 42 square meters. Absorption, 
begins in the duodenum, and the products of digestion have largely 
disappeared by the time the intestinal contents have reached the 
commencement of the large intestines.’* 
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The increase of surface in the intestines is meant to allow the 
digested food to remain in contact with their inner surface for a 
pretty long time, so that the chyle ( Rasadhatu ), which is to be 
separated and absorbed by means of the “blood vessels and lymph¬ 
atic vessels and lacteals” may be completely extracted from it. The 
Rasadhatu being a somewhat thick liquid substance, the original 
semi-liquid form of the digested food is changed here, and the mass 
goes on becoming more and more solid as it proceeds along the aver¬ 
age 22 feet length of the intestine. The proceeds of absorption has 
been metaphorically said to be due to Agni by Ayiirvedists. Just as 
a wet cloth gets dry in sunshine, because the sun’s rays absorb the 
water in the cloth, so also here the process of absorption of chyle is 
said to be due to Pitta or Agni. The separation of the Sara and Kitta 
i. e. essential and non-essential ri::. chyle and excreta, is stated to 
be due to Pachakpitta above. 

Thus as the food reaches the intestines, and the chyle is absor¬ 
bed there, a third substance termed as Wayu, which is the product of 
a chemical action between the digestive juices and the food is produ¬ 
ced there. 

Before I proceed further, it is advisable to discuss the chemical 
actions which digestive juices along with the bacteria in the in¬ 
testines produce of the food eaten. Halliburton says : 

“The carbo-hydrates are found chiefly in vegetalile tissues and 
many of them form important foods. The most important of these are 
starch, glucose and lactose or milksugar. Maltose is the chief sugar 
formed from the starch by the diastic enzymes contained in the 
saliva and pancreatic juice. This starch is widely diffused through the 
vegetable kingdom. By means of the inverting enzymes such as occur 
in the intestinal juice, maltose is converted into Glucose. An important 
property of glucose is that under the influence of yeast, it is converted 
into ethyl alchohol and carbonic acid. 

C6Hi206 = 2C2H6O + 2 CO2. 

Glucose is found in many fruits, honey and in minute quantities 
in the blood and numerous tissues, organs and fluids of the body. 
Lactose or milk-sugar occurs in milk. By means of inverting enzymes 
such as occurring in the intestinal juice, it takes up water, and splits 
into equal parts of glucose and fructose.

The most frequent fermentation which the bacteria in the intes¬ 
tines set up on carbo-hydrates, is the lactic acid fermentation. This 

33 
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may go on further and result in the formation of carbonic acid, hy¬ 
drogen and butyric acid. The two stages of the lactic acid fermenta¬ 
tion are as follows ;— 

( I ) C12H22OU ( Lactose ) + H20 X4C3H6O3 ( Lactic acid ) 

( 2 ) 4C3H6O3 ( Lactic acid )=2C4H802 [ butyric acid ) 

+ 4CO2 + H2 

Cellulose, which is accompanied with starch in alternate layers 
is broken up by the bacterial action in the intestines into Carbonic 
acid and methane. This is the chief cause of the gases in the intestines^ 
the amouunt of which is increased by vegetable food. The action of 
the bacteria on amino-acids is also to produce carbon dioxide.” 

Thus we see that the gases in the intestines produced by the 
combined action of the secretions like saliva, pancreatic juice, bile 
intestinal juices and the bacteria consists mostly of this CO2 on the 
different tissues of the body and specially nerves. The gases in the 
intestines are termed Apan-wayu by Ayurvedists. Sushruta says : 
*TOrsir*IT 5 S^ 5 qT 5 rJ intestines are said to be the chief abode of Wayu. 

Therefore it follows that like gastric juice ( Kledak kapha ) in 
Amashaya, and Pachak Pitta in the duodenum, if this third substance 
Apan-wayu ( mostly CO2 ) is also produced in due quantity, the whole 
process of digestion, absorption and excretion will go on smoothly, 
but, if for some reason or other its quantity is increased then 

the system gets vitiated, and there is a disease for which a remedy has 
been prescribed by as follows

Just as W(R and have respectively been prescribed as the 

best remedies for removing the due to an abnormal increase 

of andwmfew respectively, so also jrfwi 

( enemetas ) have been suggested as the most effective means of 
removing the abnormally increased Wata in the intestines. The drugs 
which are thus introduced by means of the enemas, remove that Wata 
subtance, from the insestines either by lubricating the inner surface, 
and thus making the passage clear by 'removing the obstructing solid 
stools (TO ) and thereby allowing these obstructed intestinal 
gases to pass off, or by absorbing that Wayu by means of oily 
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( Snigdha ) and hot ( Ushna ) substances thus introduced according 
to the law. ^ 

This Wayu is said to be the root cause of all diseases due to 
Wata, which might appear iu any other part of the body, and, there¬ 
fore, as soon as its abnormality is removed, all other Wat-Vikaras in 
the body disappear, just as, when we chop off the very root of a tree, 
its branches, sprouts, flowers, fruits and all other off-shoots wither 
away. This passage clearly proves that this gas in the intestines 
( predominantly CO2 ) is the Wata which is the root cause of all 
diseases. 

That Wata is predominantly CO2 is also proved by the statement 
in Sri-mad-bhagwat-gita via. 

It is wel-known that during the process of the air 

which we breathe in contains more oxygen, and the one that we brea¬ 
the out consists of more of carbon-dioxide ; and both these gases are 
HIH T Wia? frft Pranavayu being predominantly oxygen. 

Modern physiology tells us that “The intake of oxygen is the 
commencement and the output of carbonic acid is the end of a series 
of changes known as respiration. 1 he intermediate steps take place 
all over the body and constitute what is known as tissue-respiration.” 

The carbonic acid gas is thus a substance which is produced in 
minute quantities all over the body. But its production is greatest in 
the intestines, which are therefore, its principal abode. This carbon 
dioxide acts in a peculiar way on the nervous tissues of the body. If 
it is produced in the normal quantity, it stimulates the nervous system 
but if produced in either an excess or less quantity, it disturbs the 
system. This has been proved by Waller’s experiments. 

“Waller obtained a number of interesting results on the 
variation in nerve-action produced by drugs and other agents. He 
finds that the effect of Carbonic acid in large doses is to cause a diminution 
and finally the disappearance of the activity of the nerves. When this gas is 
replaced by air, the nerve recovers, and the action currents increase... 
Small doses of carbonic acid increase the action currents and Waller consi¬ 
ders that the staircase effect in muscle, and the similarly progressive 
increase noted in action currents of a nerve as a result of repeated sti¬ 
mulation is due to the evolution of this gas during activity. 

This hypothesis has been recently confirmed by Baryer and Fro- 
lich. They have shown that peripheral nerves participate in respira¬ 
tory exchanges using up Oxygen and producing Carbonic, acid in 
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minute but measurable amount. Gotch has shown **that cold applied^ 
to a nerve acts very much like carbonic acid. Intense cold will cause 
disappearance of both excitability and conductivity.” 

It is evident from these experiments of Waller that amongst the 
different substances which are produced or developed in the body 
during various chemical changes it is CO2 or a mixture of O and CO2 
alone has its action on the nervous system “Which is the great master 
system of the body that presides over, controls and regulates the func¬ 
tions of other systems. “Wata which controls this master system has 
therefore been, described as 

Bngrm mgbr (master), 

here Chakradutta says 

In its normal state, the following actions have been attributed to it: 

It is well known that the nervous system produces all sorts of 
secretions which have been above stated as Kapha and Pitta, and 
thereby helps the conversion of the food that we take every-day .into 
chyle, blood and other tissues. It is thus the system which maintains 
equilibrium ( ) between the Dosha and Agni sacretions on the 

one hand, and Dhatus i. e. principal tissues on the other. The sensory 
nervous system is responsible for conveying to the mind the different 
sensations through Jnanendriyas organs of sense ( ). 

It is the motor and autonomous nerves which help to carry away all 
excretions out of the body and are responsible for various kinds of 
motions. 

Thus it is that all the phenomena which have been attributed to 
Wata are due to action of CO» produced in the body on the nervous 
system as a whole or on some definite branches of it. It is therefore 
that the word Dhamani is the most suitable one for nerves according 
to the meaning vnTwr:. 

Thus Wat is said to be Here Tantra means either body 

or actions ; and as either the body or Tantrayantra-meaning thereby 
the mechanism which causes actions in the body i. e. the nervous 
■system is dependent for its action on the proper production of CO2 in 
the system as proved by Waller's experiments, this Wata is 
For the same reason it is sr^ fefwit I If it is produced 

in abnoral quantities it would depress the nerves, and thus retard or 
•ultimately stop their actions- Similary it is 
I 
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All these actions are due to sensory and moter nerves. It is also 
because when the nerves going to the pancreas are stimula¬ 
ted there is an increase of pancreatic juice secretion. Thus it is 
clear that each and every action which is attributed to Wata in Ayur¬ 
veda originates from the nervous system, which in turn depends for its 
proper working on the production of CO^ in the normal quantity 
throughout the system and principally in the intestines. Hence 
Chakradutta says:—

It is thus proved that Wata, Pitta and Kapha are actual substances in 
the body like other seven Dhatus and three Malas. They are mainly 
produced in the alimentary canal, Pitta and Kapha being secreted in 
duodenum and stomach respectively; while Wata being formed as a by¬ 
product in the intestines; and it is through these substances conveyed 
by the blood stream all along the body that other froms of Wata, 
Pitta and Kapha, whether Sukshma or Sthula, are nourished. The 
blood or the lymph that exudes from the capillaries reaches even 
the minutest part of the body, and along with it reach also these 
substances in extremely minute proportion.^. And so it is said that:—

Here the word Sarva-shareer-char is very important as it shows 
that the Tridoshas move about in the body along with the blood 
stream. The same idea is expressed in the statement.

Of the different forms of ^ secretions, mucous membranes 
surroundi;;.; longue, nasal cavity and lungs, give rise to cTW 

and torms, while Shleshak is the secretion of the synovial 

membranes lining the joints. Amongst the different Pittas, Ranjak 
and Bhrajak are actual secretions, while Sadhak and Alochak are 
Sukshma. Prana Vayu is ordinary air containing more of Oxygen than 
Co2, Apan contains more of Co2 while the other forms should also be 
different mixtures containing O and C02. 

This subject needs more research ; but there can be no doubt 
that the Tridoshas are actual substances. 

Distinction between Prasad and Mala Dhatus, 

Now before I close this discussion,! have to point out the distinc¬ 
tion which Ayurvedists have made between Prasad and Mala Dhatus. 
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Charak holds that the food that we eat everyday is changed into 
Rasa and Kitta thus :—

This passge clearly shows that the food that we take in every¬ 
day helps to sustain the body by being converted with the help of 
various secretions into two parts, Rasa and Kitta. Rasa or chyle is 
no doubt the best part of the food ( Ahar-prasad. ) But the word Kitta 
here does not mean dross or anything worthless, and therefore fit to 
be thrown out of the system, because the author says that from this 
Kitta various parts ( Avayava ) of the body such as hair ( Kesha ) 
nails ( Nakha ) as also Sweda, Mutra and Purisha and Wata, Pitta 
and Shleshma are nourished. It has already been said by Chakradatta 
that

Hence, here the word Kitta should be translated as a by-product. 
The question now arises as to which are these substances known as 
Wata, Pitta and Kapha that are nourished by Kitta. They are not the 
secretions Kapha and Pitta which take part in the conversion of the 
food into chyle. This point is made clear by Charakacharya thus

The portions above clearly prove that the Kitta which is Mala- 
khya is also a Dhatu, and that, so long as it exists in the body in the 
normal quantity, it keeps up the Dhatu-samya; but whenever its quan¬ 
tity increases, it is thrown out of the body. Thus even the Malas, as 
they are called, are Dhatmsamayakar within certain limits. 

Thus from the sense in which the word is used here, it is clear 
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that each Mala is a by-product of each of the seven chemical pro¬ 
cesses beginning from the digestion of food, and ending in the conver¬ 
sion of Majja into Shukra. The process-may be represented by an 
equation thus :— 

Food plus the several degestive juices ssChyle ( Rasadhatu ) 
+ Wit ( feaces ). 

The next chemical process is that of formation of blood ( Rakta- 
dhatu ) from Rasa. Modern physiology tells us that the chyle which 
is formed and separated in the intestines by the action of the digestive 
juices is absorbed there and collected by lactcals, and then passing 
through the Thoraic duct is emptied in a vein near the heart. It then 
passes from the heart at the lungs. As this process goes on, the mucu- 
ous glands inside the mucuous membrane of the lungs give out a 
secretion, which as it were acts as a lubricant, because a portion 
of the lung is likely to waste away without it. This is therefore 
the Kapha secretion the by-product of this chemical process. It is a 
matter of everyday experience that a certain quantity of the ^RR l f dfifh 
therefore ( ready to be thrown out ) Kapha always comes out 

of lungs when we go to wash out mouth clean after taking our food. 
This is because as soon as the food enters the stomach the hearts 
beats faster in order to provide more blood within the same period to 
the glands, which give out secretions like gastric and pancreatic juices, 
and thus to bring out a copious flow ot each of them. The venous 
blood, therefore, reaches the lungs more often than before during the 
same period, and thus requires a larcer quantity of oxygen, making it 
necessary for the lungs to work faster. Thus the quantity of mucous 
secretion also increases, and this increased part being RT T RlidNyK 
has to go out. This shows that the is a by-prodoct produced 

inlhe .s\-; , ring the tranformation of the venous blood, (or as 

here of the Ra;,adhatu which is mixed with that blood, ) into arterial 
pure blood Rakta-dhatu. This secretion, so far as it is useful, remains 
in the system, but where its quantity increases owing to the above 
cause, it has to go out. 

Rasadhatu plus oxygen of the air ssRaktadhatu plus Urastha 
Kapha. 

The third chemical process is that of formation of Mansa-dhatu 
from blood. "A portion of the blood stream having been diverted 
once into the capillaries ot the intestinal canal and some other organs, 
and gathered up again into a single stream, is second time divided in 
its passages through the liver before it finally reaches the heart and 
completes a revolution. This subordinate stream through the liver is 
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called Portal Circulation. Thus the liver gets its supply of blood 
from two distinct sources viz. from the portal vein land from the 
hepatic artery while 'the blood is returned from it into the vena-cava 
interior by the hepatic veins. Its secretion, the bile, is conveyed 
from it by the hepatic duct either directly into the intestine or when 
digestion is not going on, into the cystic duct, and thence into the gall 
bladder where it accumulates until required.” 

This extract from Halliburton shows that before blood becomes 
so pure as to be able to be converted into other tissues such as flesh, 
it has to pass through liver where it gives out the secretion bile. 
Hence this bile is a by-product obtained while Rakta-dhatu is being 
purified so as to be able to form other tissues. 

Hence Ranjak pitta is bile alone, while pachak pitta is a com¬ 
bination of pancreatic juice and bile. This is called Ranjak, because 
when there is obstruction in the bile ducts preventing the bile enter¬ 
ing the intestines, it passes backwards into the lymph, enters the blood 
and is distributed over the body causing a yellow lint in the skin 
mucous membranes and colouring the urine deeply. As it gives colour 
to the blood, it is called Ranjak. Sushruta says :—

Halliburton, holding the same views, states ‘'Besides these direct 
offices, the spleen fulfils some purpose in regard to the portal circula¬ 
tion with which it is in close connection.” 

All this discussion clearly proves that, the Malakhya dhatus 
which are obtained during these chemical changes are different from 
those which spontaneously flow in the ;ali,mci)itary canal. They are 
not originally substances ready to be thrown'out of the system, but 
become so when Swaman-atirikta. 

Meaning of the word Mala. 

It has to be remembered that there is yet another sense in which 
the word Mala has been used by Ayurvedists, and that is to mean 
substances always ready to be thrown out of the system.

Here the word Malabhuta has been used to show that as soon as 
those dhatus attain a particular stage, they have to be at once thrown 
out. The word Mala used here collectively to mean a Dhatus whether 
belonging to Dosha, Dhatu or Mala class but having attained a 
particular condition. .

Not only these three classes, but anything which is likely to 
cause damage to the body tissues such as a Shalya, is also included 
in the word Mala. 

Thus Mala-bhuta dhatu means an excretion ready to be thrown 
out of the system. 

Malakha dhatu is a by-product which becomes an excretion 
919^3 when it is Mala-dhatu means 

so long as they hold and nourish the body. 

This finishes the exposition of bare skeleton of the Tridosha 
theory. I have in this short description attempted to make a distinc¬ 
tion between the terms Dosha, Dhatu and Mala as they occur in 
Ayurvedic Works, and to prove that the tridoshas are actual substan¬ 
ces in the body. I shall be glad if it helps to promote discussion 
and mutual understanding amongst us Baidyas on this point which is 
of utmost importance to the students of Ayurveda. 

There are other topics of importance to be dealt with viz. 
Ayurvedic Aetiology, Pathology, Methods of diognosis and Treatment, 
Kriya—Kalas, Rasa, Veerya, Vipaka and Prabhava of medicines and 
so on which will take hours of your precious time if dealt with now. 
I leave these today for some future date. My idea is that if tridosh 
theory which is the main stay of Ayurveda is somehow made intelli¬ 
gible to the promotion of other systems of medicine and accepted by 
them, we Ayurvedists will have achieved something. I have therefore 
tried to put it for your kind consideration with a hope that it will be 
throughly discussed either in this conference or afterwards and some 
rcso;. . !ing it passed.

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A brief history of the Dravida Ayurveda 
Mandai 

Since its incention in the year 1918 


Subsequent to resolution No 8 passed at the 8th All India Ayur¬ 
vedic Conference held at Poona in the year 1918, in which it was 
proposed to start a Provincial Association aifiliated to the All India 
Ayurveda Maha Mandai in South India for the uplift of Ayurveda, 
a small party of physicians headed by the late Pandit D. Gopala- 
charlu & Mr. K. G, Natesa Sastrigal of Madras organised themselves 
and started an Association named “Dravida Ayurveda Mandai” in 
Madras. 

Under the auspices of the above Association the first “Dravida 
Ayurveda, Sammelan” was held at Pachayappa’s Hall Madras on the 
13th & 14th April 1918. M. R.Ry K. Balasubramania Iyer avtB. A. B. L. 
Advocate Madras was the President and M. R. Ry. K. G. Natesa Sastrigal 
was the Secretary of the Conference. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that late Mr. T. V, Shehagiri Iyer avt, High Court Judge, 
Madras who was first elected as the President of the Conference was 
unable to preside over the function owing to ill health and consequent¬ 
ly Mr. K. Balasubramania Iyer was elected instead. 

The Second Dravida Vaidya Sammelan was held at THIRUVA- 
HENDI PURAM ( Chingleput Dt.) on the 23rd August 1919 under the 
Presidentship of Late Pandit D. Gopalacharlu of Madras. Mr. T. D. S. 
Moorthi Iyengar was the Secretary of the Conference. 

A Reception Committee was formed to conduct the III Conference 
at Trichinopoly in 1920 and owing to some difference of opinion about 
the election of the President for the Conference between the members 
of the Reception Committee and the Standing Committee of the Man- 
dal, the Reception Committee was dissolved and eventually the Con¬ 
ference was arranged to be conducted at Conjeevaram. 

The III Conference was held in the year 1921 at Conjeevaram 
under the Presidentship of “Vaidya Visarada” K. G. Natesa Sastrigal 
of Madras and Mr. Venkatesa Sastrigal was the Secretary of the Con¬ 
ference. 

By this time it may be mentioned that public agitation was strong 
enough to prompt the Govt, of Madras to take some action in promot¬ 
ing the growth of Ayurvedic Science, as a result of which they first 
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appointed in the year 1918 Rao Bahadur M. C. Roman avt L. M. S. 
to investigate into the indigenous drugs and submit a report to the 
Government. Accordingly the learned Doctor submitted on the 7th 
December 1918 his preliminary report on the “investigations into 
indigenous drugs.” The second and the chief report was submitted 
on the 31st Dec. 1919 and the third ik final report was submitted to 
the Surgeon General with the Govt, of Madras on the 2nd Aug 1920. 
Since most of the statements contained in the report were absolutely 
baseless, incoherent, misguided and prejudicial it was decided by 
the Dravida Vaidya Mandal to form a Special Committee consisting 
of the Members of the Mandal and of the Madras Ayurveda Sabha to 
give a suitable reply to the Govt, on the “Roman’s Report”. 

Subsequently the members of the joint Board of the Dravida 
Vaidya Mandal and the Madras Ayurveda Sabha met at Madras on 
ly. 3. 1921 and the following members were elected to constitute the 
Special Committee.

After several sittings the Committee drafted an effective and 

reasonable report setting forth clearly the inconsistency, misleading 
tendency and the inaccuracy, of the statements contained in the 
‘Romans’ report and submitted the same to the Govt. 

Subsequent to the above report, as an outcome of the strenuous 
efforts of the late Raja of Panagal and also due to strong public agi¬ 
tation, another Committee known as “The Usman Committee” was 
appointed by the Govt, of Madras to enquire into the Indigenous Sys¬ 
tem-, :)(: in the year 1921. 

Mj: . - .'i.bers of the Dravida Vaidya Mandal took active part 

in giving evidence and M. R. Ry R. G. Natesa Sastrigal was a member 
of the Committee itself. As a result of the ‘Usman Committee Report’ 
a Govt. School of Indian Medicine was caused to be established in 
the year 1924 and regular work started in January 1925. 

The fourth Conference was conducted at Raniyur ( Coimbatore 
Dt. ) on the 9th Feb. 1922, under the Presidentship of “Vaidya 
Visarada’’R. A. Venkatachala Sastrigal of Madras and Mr. Ramanatha 
Sastrigal was the Secretary of the Conference. 

The fifth Dravida Vaidya Sammelan was conducted at 
Trichinopoly on the 30th March 1923 under the Presidentship of Pandit 
S. Narayana lyenger of Madura and Pandit D. Narayan Iyer of 
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Trfchinopoly was the Secrtary of the Coafereoce. The Head quarters 
of the Mandal was then shifted from Madras to Trichinopoly. 

The Period Ip23 to 1933 was one of deep lethargy and inactivity 
owing to several reasons, the chief among which being want of funds, 
lack of enthusiasm and co-operation among the Vaidyas. 

When the wdrk of conducting the 6th Conference was taken up 
in the year 1933 after a lapse of eleven years, a lot of difficulties had 
to be surmounted, as the Mandal was practically extinct and had to 
be restarted. One of the most important obstacles that presented 
itself was dissention and misunderstanding existing between the 
followers of Ayurveda, and Siddha Systems, of Medicine, that are 
Prevalent in South India. The last named one is generally practised 
by the “Tamil” Vaidyas in this Presidency. It will be noted that the 
terra “Siddha Vaidyam” which originally meant Ayurvedic literature 
written in Tamil language or ‘Tamil Vaidyam” came* to be used more 
prominently in this Province alone as a result of the recommendations 
of the Usman Committee. 

Eventually the 6th Session of the Dravida Vaidya Sammelan 
was conducted at Trichinopoly on the 28th and 29th May 1934 under 
the Presidentship of “Ayurvedacharya” Pandit M. Dorai Swami 
lyenger of Madras with much eclat and Dr. V. Subramania Iyer of 
Srirangam was the Secretary of the Conference.

Presidential address by Dr. A. Lakshmi Path!, 
B. A,, M. B. & C Bhishagratna. 


I thank you for the honour you have done me in electing me to 
this responsible place for a third time. During the last two occasions 
1 had to plead for the recognition of Ayurveda as a science. Now 
that this object has been fully achieved by the establishment of a 
Government School of Indian Medicine as a result of thorough scien¬ 
tific enquiry, there is no one to question as to the value of this great 
Indian Art of Healing. 

Importanee of Teaching Ayurveda through Mother Tongue 

We have now to consider whether we are satisfied with the 
establishment of this School at Madras. 1 must at once say, that we 
have to recognise the importance of the agitation, that is now carried 
on by some of our friends, about the inadequate nature of the 
education that the graduates of the Government School receive in 
that institution. The charges laid against the working of the school 
may be brought under 3 heads. 

1. That the graduates are not so highly qualified as may be 
expected. 

2. That the leanings of some of them are towards Westernisation 
of Indian Medicine as shown by their preferring injections and foreign 
patents to older methods of treatment by simple diet and country drugs. 

3. That they are not able to make their own medicines as the 
Ayurvedic Physicians in the country have all along been able to do. 

These defects can be remedied if the students have a thorough 
knowledge of the original texts so as to create a strong bias in favour 
of Indian treatment before they are introduced to western methods of 
treatment. Instruction should throughout be imparted in the student’s 
own mother tongue and opportunities for practical training in phar¬ 
macy should be more adequate. Further, the instruction given through 
the medium of English is a great handicap for a genuine Sanscrit 
scholar who enters into the portals of this institution, which was 
originally intended for his use. 
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Need for Andhra Ayurvedic College, 

To remedy this and to make the teaching very much cheaper, it 
will be necessary to establish a Government Ayurvedic College in 
the centre of the Andhra Country. This is sure to attract earnest and 
competent students from the families of Ayurvedic physicians. More¬ 
over the cost of their studies would be very much less than that ot 
the Metropolis. A similar Tamil Ayurvedic college may be establi¬ 
shed at Chidambaram leaving the Kerala and the Canarees sections 
to develope under the Patronage of Mysore and Travancore States. 

It is however very necessary to have a good institution at Madras 
for research work and for post graduate studies; here qualified 
Ayurvedic and Allopathic doctors may conduct team work for the 
developement of the science. 

It is nothing but lack of sufficient effort on our part that stands 
in the way of establishing such a college in the Andhra Desa. The . 
Andhra University has to be approached with definite proposals in 
this matter and I am confident that we shall have the enthusiastic 
support of the University. It may also be possible to add a substantial 
course of instruction in Ayurvedic medicine in the curriculum for 
the students of the Vizagapatam Medical College at a very small 
cost. I am sure Allopathic students would welcome such a teaching 
confering upon them a valuable qualification for independent medical 
practice in rural areas. I learn that the medical graduates of the Andhra 
University have rarely any chance now-a-days for employment in 
Government service. Only the angle of vision must change. The 
public should first be educated to support such a view through the 
legislative council. 

Kegistralion of Ayurvedic Doctors. 

The most important subject that comes up for decision immedi¬ 
ately before this conference is the question of registration. The chief 
objects with which a medicalcouncil is established in any country are^ 

1. To maintain a register of qualified medical practitioners. 

2. To protect and to promote their interests and 

3. Incidentally to punish any undesirable members either by 
eliminating them from the register or in any other way. 

The medical council is a sort of brotherhood of the existing me¬ 
dical practitioners and all subjects common to their interests are dis¬ 
cussed by the council. These council generally assume their powers 
by a royal charter or by legislation and thus become public institu¬ 
tions. Here in Madras, the registration of Indian Medical praotitloners 
is started by an order of the Government of Madras apparently for 
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the registration of Indian Medical practitioners in service. At first 
it was said that all registered medical practitioners will be entitled 
to Government grants. Latterly, even before a year had elapsed, it 
is now ordered that only those who are registered in A class are en« 
titled to any kind of payment from the Government or Local Boards. 

An Orthodox Ayurvedic physician hpweyer eminent he may be 
in public estimation by dint of his skill and scholarship, can only 
hope to be registered in D class, according to present rules. One 
cannot see why any independent medical practitioner should choose 
to register himself under those conditions. 

Central Board of Indian Medicine. 

This is said to consist of l8 members, all nominated by Govern¬ 
ment and I am told that all proceedings relating to the activities of 
the Central Board of Indian Medicine are confidential. Even their 
very name do not appear to have been published any where. These 
are the ways of bureaucratic government, who can always masquerade 
in the name of popular representatives as long as they can get hold 
of some persons, who can easily be bought over by titles or promises 
of favour as is the case with our •present legislative council. Our 
hope seems to lie in forcing our enterance into this Central Board 
breaking down at least the secrecy that underlies their actions if we 
cannot do more than that. 

The graduates of the All India Ayurvedic Mahamandal, which 
has done such yeoman service to the cause of Ayurveda for the last 
20 years, are treated eveni^drse than the illiterate vaidyas, who can 
secure easily a certificate of lO years’ standing. An Ayurvedacharya, 
however highly respected he may be by the Mahamandal by the 
award of certificates of honours, has to wait for 10 years before his 
name can be placed upon the registeirJ >1 have heard of instances of 
corruption practised by some adventurers only to get themselves 
registered as vaidyas, though as already stated no benefit can accrue 
to any one by such registration. 

Even to exclude these undesirables from entering into the 
Central Board it is necessary for the cultured and educated Ayurvedic 
pysicians to enter into and to fight from inside and as well as outside. 
After all our trouble is not so much internal. The whole lot of Indian 
Medical practitioners are still regarded as untouchables. Let us be 
united in our attempt for progress. I, therefore, request you to change 
your view point and to see that the register contains at least a good 
number of the representatives of the Mahamandal. It is true that we 
have no confidence ijn the present Board, but it is our duty to make 
this Board worthy oi the confidence of the public. 
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Revival of Ayurveda, A Great step in Village Reconstruction Programmes, 

There is one thing more that I wish to bring to your serious 
notice. It is well known to }*ou that the success of the Ayurvedic 
treatment mostly depends upon the simple and efficient drugs that are 
easily available in all villages. You must, therefore, make it a point 
to draw your supplies from the nearest garden, forest or bazar. This 
will be the first great step in the village reconstruction programme. 
Moreover the more fresh the herb, the more active it is. Although 
you have every right to use any treatment Eastern or Western for the 
quick recovery of your patient, I would urge upon you to first think 
of the method of curing without the use of drugs and then think of 
the most efficient herb that is often in your own backyard before you 
give preference to any other treatment. 

You should not be guided by country wide advertisements, which 
lure you and your patients into their trap. Do not be led away by Ihe 
dictates of some patients, who very often try to suggest a treatment 
for themselves and persuade you to give them this injection and that. 
Such an obligation on your part may sometimes appear to be a lucra¬ 
tive method, but it is deceiving yourself and misusing the great] trust 
handed down to us by our illustrious ancestors of whom we have every 
reason to be proud. You have to develop self-denial and self-control 
in the interests of our noble profession and I assure you that it will 
pay you in the long run if you follow the true scientific methods 
according to which you have been trained. After all most of our 
success in treatment depends upon the correct diagnosis and upon the 
advice that we give to the patient as regards suitable diet, regulation 
of habits, work and exercise. Rest to the stomach and fresh air cure 
more diseases than any medicine can. Study your patients more and 
study also to drug them less and less and thus your treatment will be 
the cheapest and most successful.

Biographicsl Notes Regan^iog Dr. P* Vt 
^Krishna Rao., B. A., M. B. B. S.^ F> L M.r 
Ubhaya Vddya Praveena, Professor and 
Resident Medical Officer, Government India^, 
Medical School and Hospital, Madras. 


Born in 1889 as Andhra at the village of Devarapalli, West 
Godaveri District, Madras Presidency, in a Brahmin Salvite family of 
good means. Matriculated at High School, Tanuku, West Godaveri 
District, and passed First in Arts Examination in 1909 at Rajahmun* 
dry. Studied Medicine joining M. B. Course in IQOQ-lO at Madras 
Medical College and completed the same taking Honours certificates 
in Organic Chemistry and Dental Surgeon’s course. Served as House* 
surgeon in Government Royapettah Hospital, Madras, working under 
i-t-Col. C. Donovan, M. D. I. M. S., Professor of Physiology, Medical 
College, Madras and the then Superintendant of the Royapettah 
Hospitalf who has a world wide living fame as he discovered in 
India the Kalazar Parasite simultaneously when Col. Leishman disco* 
vered the same in Egypt. Then he had House-physician’s training 
under Lt-col F. F. Elwes, M. D. L M. S., chief Professor Of Medicine 
and 1st Physician of Government General Hospital, Madras. Before 
finishing House Physician’s course, Col. Donovan recommended him 
for the post of Junior ( or 11 ) Assistant Professor of Physiology ( in 
charge of Research Branch ) under him in Madras Medical College, 
where after serving the department for about years, he was pro¬ 
moted to the Senior or 1st Assistant Professor of Physiology and 
worked for another years. He did some researches in Garlic, 
treated successfully some surgical and medical cases not benefitted 
by Allopathic treatment and published those cured cases in the 
“Antiseptic” Journal of Madras ( December 1922 in page 598) and 
also in the same journal of June 1924 page 318. He was Medical 
Inspector to High Schools in Chintadripet, Madras, and life member 
to some of them, and was Chairman of the Board of Government 
Technical Examinations Madras for some time and also served in the 
L. M. P. Board as Examiner. Subsequently he was selected as Lectu^ 
rer in the Government Indian Medical Schodl and later wAs appointed 
35 ' , 
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as Resident Medical OD^oer (Resident Surgeon) of the Hospital 
attached to the Government Indian Medical School, doing collatirai 
duties of Lecturer in Physiology and Hygiene and part of Practical 
Surgery. He is in charge of the Out-patient department, of .the 
Hospital where Indian Medicines are used under his guidance for 
treating-surgical cases as well. He took a t.wo years* course in Ayur¬ 
veda, Siddha and Unani systems of Medicine, passed the Government 
Ekaminalidns in them and qualified for title **Fellow of Indian 
Medicine (F. I. M.)" He also passed B. A. in animal Physiology in 
II class by private sttidy and took the degree.' He is a member of 
the General and Sub-committee of the Central Board of Indian Medi¬ 
cine, Madras. 

Amongst his other activities may be mentioned that he was the 
Chief Medical Officer of the World Jambore ( Scouts ) held at Madras 
during 1927. He is the President of the League of Indian Medicine, 
Madras. He was the recipient of the “Kings Silver Jubilee Medal*‘ * 
on i8th October 1935. * 

He was invited to preside over the Ayurvedic Conference held at 
Padacheukur, Bapatla Taluk, Guntur District in the month of June 
1926.He also presided over the Andhra Provincial Ayurvedic and 
Unani Conference held at Tanuku, West Godaveri District on 27-10- 
1933 * At this conference he was honoured with the title “Ubhaya 
Vaidya Praveena’*. He also presided over the All India Hereditary 
Ayurvedic Doctors’ League, held at Yellamanchalli, Vizag Distirct, 
in December 1934. 

He founded and opened a Library and Free Reading Room iu 
his name in his native village, Devarapalli, West Godaveri District, 
on 6-5-1935 in honour of King’s Silver Jubilee Day, for use of public 
and he has. been also maintaining water pandals for use of public for 
the last 20 years near nis village during three months of Summer as a 
charity.

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I am deeply thankful to the Reception Committee for bestowing 
on me this great honour of presiding over this big conference, which 
t accepted not only with some hesitation, on account of the responsi¬ 
bilities attached to it, but also with a sense of satisfaction to serve the 
country in my own humble way and also to enjoy the benefits of your 
company. I hope to be excused for any of my shortcomings. 

The importance of Ayurveda and itz scope, 

' Ayurveda means the Science of Life. It is the most ancient 
of all medical sciences and is based on sound fundamental truths*. 
Health is the cause of all happiness on this earth. . Without health 
nothing useful can be achieved. Ayurveda teaches us to preserve 
normal health, to prolong life, to, prevent disease and to cure it. 

The Ayurvedic system of medicine is as old as the Vedas. The 
Panchabhuta and the Tri-dosha theories form the fundamental frame¬ 
work of Hindu Medicine, clinical as well as pathological. Its survi¬ 
val till to-day testifies to its greatness, which is mainly due to the real 
scientific theories based on the Tri-dhat^ physiology and the deaf 
methods of diagnosis, prognosis, and successful treatment. The treat* 
ment does not consist in mere administration of certain drugs and 
other compound preparations. It also deals elaborately with other 
important factors of life such as ahara.and vihara^ as laid down by 
the great sage Charaka. By ahara is meant the regulation of diet 
suitable to climate, habits, and customs of people of different parts 
of the world. By Vthara is meant the coodhd in Ufe and fegulaiion 
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of sexual, moral, physical and mental functions, based on sound hyi^i- 
enic principles. The best examples for the above are to be found iu 
the treatment of diabetes ( Praraeha ) and tuberculosis (Rajayakshma) 
by dietetics and graduated physical exercises. £ven now Ayurveda 
is serving to the needs of millions of people in this country. 

Coming to the present day allopathic medical treatment, a few 
of the failures are due to too much attention being bestowed on the 
microbe, microscope and other costly and elaborate laboratory methods 
without paying sufficient attention to improve and develop the power 
of resistance in the human system against the attacks of these 
microbes. - 

Regarding Indian Surgery, the art is there though the Science 
in its fulness is wanting in some places. Many of the present day 
operarions and the instrtihients used in surgery and obstetrics were 
fully described by Susruta. It is stated that the human body has* 
within itself a marvellous equipment for defence against invading 
micro-organisms and experience teaches us that nature’s ways must 
be utilised rather than opposed in combating diseases. In the case 
of wounds, nature prevents infection machanically by haemorrhage, 
chemically by salts in the blood and biologically by phagocytosis. 
And our duty in the treatment of wounds is to assist nature and not to 
go against it by using substances from outside which irritate and 
thus hinder the healing of the same. Some of the present day aseptic 
operations conducted under the greatest aseptic precautions are 
becoming septic; one of the chief causes of this being the undue promi¬ 
nence given to seed ( microbe ) rather to the soil ( body ). The proper 
remedy to rectify and present these mishaps consist in the thorough 
sodhanam, 1. e., purification of the patient by expelling the violated 
doshas from within the body by the Pancha-Karmas, via., Vamana 
( Emetics ), Virechana ( Purgatives ), Vasti (Enemata), Sirovirechana 
( Nasyam ) and Raktamokshanam (Blood-letting ), as laid down in 
the Ayurvedic books before he is submitted for an operation, so that 
his body fluids (Endocrines) become normal thereby raising the 
power of resistance from within and counteracting the infection from 
without. Ancient surgical works contain some important aspects of 
surgery such as the Marmas-^the vital points in the body—the study 
of which will be immensely useful at the present day. 

The present day practitioner are apt to neglect the preventive 
side of treatment of diseases, caring more for the curative aspect, 
and spending very little time to study their patients and their ailments 
unlike the good old physicians. They pay no heed to the observance 
of the daily and seasonal progamme of leading a healthy life as laid 
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down in Ayuryedn such at early rising exerdses, maasages^ oil*baRia^ 
pranayamam (controlling the mindX vyayamam (ccmtrolling the bodyX 
regulation of diet» sleep etc. •' 

There is an immense fund of material in the Ayurvedic Science 
which is worthy of being learnt by the Medical practitioners of other 
systems. In India, Ayurveda lives in its practical aspect mostly in 
the hands of the Hereditary Ayurvedic PhySidans who served the 
millions in the past and are serving and will continue to serve in the 
future. They,have been the origin and source of the revival and 
development of Indian Medicine and they are also the hope of the 
future. Most of them are successful and popular practitioners and adepts 
chiefly in pharmacy work. But I think if only they undergo a disdpli- 
ned course of theoretical instructions in a recognised and well equipped 
institution and supplemented by a < sufficient knowledge of other 
systems, they will become real scholars and will be fit not only to 
practise Ayurveda more succesafu^yk but also become great research 
scholars which alone is lacking at present for the further uplift and 
progress of Ayurveda in all its aspects. Further, there will be scope 
for spreading Indian Medicine not only throughout India, but also 
beyond the seas, revealing to the world the greatness of the. same. 

Union, co-operation and mutual understanding, which I am 
afraid, are somewhat lacking among Ayurvedic practitioners espe* 
dally in Andhra Province, are essential to present a united and 
powerful front in the medical field for attaining the common 
object of bringing Ayurveda into more prominence, popularity and 
practical utility. The Hereditary:.Ayurvedic Doctors’ League, though 
started very recently, has been doing very splendid work not only in 
the propagation of Avurvedic Science through its Journal “Vidya Pra- 
^eepilfa” in Telugu but also helpful in recommending to the Govern¬ 
ment many of its members for Registration. 

Ip this connection I am glad to note that till now as many is 
about 800 practitioners have been registered and some more are yet to 
be registered. I wish to congratulate in this sonaection your League’s 
worthy President Prof. D. Rangacharlu, N. D., D. M. Ch., Ph. N. D.» 
for the selfless and enthusiastic work he has been doing* .. 

Medical Ethics.' 

There should not be water-tight compartments between one sys¬ 
tem of medicine and another and all syhtems should be viewed with 
an impactial spiritigathering and imbibing what is best in each sys¬ 
tem with a mutual, friendly, good feeling amongst medical practiCioneri 
of all systems. In this connection 1 am glad to observe tbit the Secre** 
tary of your Conference, an able allopathic practitioner, having etde by 
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side i fuQd of knowledge of indtan Medicine, hui been working sitf. 
.cereiy for the advancement of Ayurveda. He serves the best practical 
example of mutual understanding and goodwill, amOng practitioner 
of different systenits of medicine. After all, Medickl' Sdence is one 
and truth can only be universal. I am now, not suggesting anything 
.new to you except what our ancient Rhishi, the great Charaka, said 
'centuries ago, succinctly in a stanza that the real medicine is that 
'Which promotes health, and a real physician is only one who saves 
.the sick. Here I cannot but remark that the practice, now seen in 
fsome places, of allopathic practitioners using Indian Medicine and 
Indian Physicians using Allopathic Medicinds without proper scien¬ 
tific study and knowledge of the other system of medicine, is hdt onl^ 
detrimental to the progress of the science, but is also attended with 
harmful results. 

Registration 

The origin of Registration could be traced to the times of 
Susruta when the King’s permission was absolutely necessary for 
medical or surgical practice. The necessity for it arose from the fact 
that there were many quack-doctors who practised medicine and 
surgery without proper study of the Science, causing thereby menace 
to the health of the public. Such people, practising without any 
permission or license, were used to be punished by the Kings in those 
days. Hence the object of it is, to create a body of licensed practi¬ 
tioners having a standard qualification in the interests of public safety. 
Registration is also equally beneficial to-the practitioner as it gives 
him status, respect, and state recognition, while the unregistered 
practitioner has not got all such facilities. In bringing the Indian 
Medical Registration Act into being, we should all be grateful to 
M. R. Ry. Vaidyaratna Captain G. Sreenivasa Murti Avl., Bi A., B. L.; 
M. B. C. M., Principal, Government Indian Medical School, Madras. 
Those of you who are registered can enjoy the rights and benefits 
attached to it, and have a voice in shaping the future of Indian 
Medicine. You can also, as a registered body, fight for any common 
cause for the benefit of Medical Science and also carry on propaganda 
work % organisations, sub-committee meetings and discussions on 
medical topics. Let me take this opportunity of congratulating those 
that are.already registered. 1 hope many of the others will be regis¬ 
tered soon. I may venture towdd that the Central Board of Indian 
Medicine is likely to consider the claims of those practitioners regist 
tered at present, if they happen to possess a special.merir in the prao« 
tice of surg^y ood midwifery to the satisfaction of the public for a 
number of y ears.

(i ) All the Indian Medical Schools, both private and public* 
should be amalgamated and affiliated to a central institute to be esta¬ 
blished. In all these Schools, Indian Medicine should be taught on 
modern line's, supplemented by a knowledge of other science& A 
hospital should be attached to each school. 

(ii) Encouragement should be given to the Hereditary Ayur¬ 
vedic Physicians by utilising their services in these hospitals and 
pharmacies attached thereto. 

(iii) Government have to be requested for opening more schools 
and also colleges of Indian Medicine on up'tq-date lines. 

(iv ) A Central University should be established for giving due 
recognition to Indian Medicine and its special branches, by conferring 
higher degrees and titles. 

( V ) Exhibitions of drugs, compound preparations and herbariums 
containing all varieties of herbs, should be opened in each district. 

( vi) Medical Libraries may be opened and located at prominent 
places in each district. 

B, Improvement of practical knowledge: 

(i) The Local Bodies may utilise the services of the eminent 
and erudite Indian practitioners of the locality for preparing the best 
quality of medicines for the use of dispensaries in the district. 

( ii) A special course should be started for the training of the 
nurses. 

(iii) Village practitioners should be requested to publish such of 
the successful recipes with their mode of preparation and therapeutic 
actions so as to spread their practical knowledge for the benefit of 
the people. 

C, Propaganda work : 

(i) District Committees and Sub-Committees should be cons¬ 
tituted. 

( ii) Lantern lecture should be conducted in each village for 
educating the people and creating more faith in Indian Medicine. 
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(iii) District, talttk, and tillage medical conferencea have to be 
held ; and quarterly meetings should be arranged by the Vidyapeetb 
where scientific reports of value in various medical subjects sent by 
eminent Ayurvedic Physicians, have to be put for discussion and the 
same published in the vernacular journals of all provinces and also in 
English for circulation througout India. 

(iv) Medical books in vernaculars relating to Indian Hygiene 
and Public Health should be arranged to be written by competitions 
and the best selected may be published and prescribed in Schools as 
Test-books. 

D. Research: 

(i) The Government are to be requested to open a Central 
Research Institute for Indian Medicine. 

( ii) The Medical papers and journals now conducted in various 
places should be increased and edited and published on modern lines. 

( iii) Committees have to be formed consisting of well-versed 
Indian Physicians and those proficient in Indian as well as other sys¬ 
tems of medicine, for purposes of touring throughout India and abroad 
for gathering more infordiation, and recording the same for the benefit 
of the profession. 

Lastly I wish to thank you all for the patient hearing you have 
given me and I hope you will kindly co-operate with me in the further 
deliberations of the Conference,

Brief biographical sketch of His late Highness 
The Maharajadhiraj Sir Rameshwar Singh 
Bahadur of Darbhanga, 

G- C. I. E., K» B< El, etc., 


Sir Rameshwar Singh Bahadur, Maharajadhiraj of Darbhanga 
G. C. I. E., K. B. E, was born on January i6,i86o, being a younger 
son of the holder of the vast Darbhanga estates, the Maharajah Mahe- 
shwar Singh Bahadur. He was educated at the headquarters of his 
father’s Zemindari and at Benares, where he imbibed those religious 
conceptions to which he was so firmly attached. He had some 
experience in the pensionable public service, for from 1877 until 
he resigned in 1885 he was a member of the Indian Statutory Civil 
Service in Bengal, working as an Assistant Magistrate. 

He retired for the purpose of managing his own considerable 
estates, though it was not until the death of his elder brother in 1898 
that he came to the rich inheritance of the Darbhanga Raj. He was al¬ 
ready serving on the Bengal Legislative Council as a representative of 
the landowners of Bengal and Bihar. There followed repeated spells of 
service in a like capacity in the Imperial Legislative Council and this 
was frequently linked with the presidency of the Bengal landowners’ 
organisation, the British Indian Association. The estates he owned 
and managed for more than 30 years extend over an area of some 
2,500 square miles. He was reputed to be the wealthiest man in India 
and he gave with a lavishness proportionate to his great possessions 
when religious, philanthropic, and educational causes appealed to him. 
He built temples in many towns and he restored and constructed 
numbers of temples destroyed or damaged over a wide area in Assam 
and parts of Bengal by the great earthquake of 1902. 

Such pious uses of wealth commended the Maharajah to ortho¬ 
dox Hindus throughout the country, and he was their acknowledged 
leader, a position conferred in part by birth, for he was the head of 
the Shrotriya sub-caste of Brahmins. In a considerable area of Ben¬ 
gal, anciently known as Mithlla, he exercised the same power in 
religious matter as did King Janaka in far-off centuries. For nearly 
30 years he was life president of the Bharat Dharma Mahamandal, an 
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all-India religious organization with headquarters at Benares. He 
presided at the all-India religious conventions held at Calcutta 
in 1910 and at Allahabad in the following year; but this promising 
movement for religious comprehension and tolerance was checked by 
the spread of political and communal passion. 

The Maharajah never willingly encouraged an aggressive Hin¬ 
duism leading to breaches of the peace, though probably on occasion 
his financial support was secured for movements, which, unknown to 
him, were not wholy free from objection on such grounds. He never 
lost an opportunity, however, to discourage subversive political acti¬ 
vities, such as the Satyagraha cult, or any agitation leading to violence 
and ill-will. Deeply anyious to conserve Hindu ideas and customs, 
he was the principal supporter of the organization of protest against 
the religious Endowments Act passed by the Madras Legislative 
Council which sought the intervetion of the Viceroy, Lord Reading. • 

His steadfast support of the British connection was one of the 
considerations which led to his selection as the first Indian member of 
the executive Council in Bihar and Orissa on the constitution of that 
province in 1912. He served for the full term of five years mostly in 
the war period, during which he gave most valuable financial and 
general support to the British cause. Later he served in the new 
Legislature as a member of the Council of State. He also had behind 
him a long record of public activity as a member of the Police 
Commission and other inquiries, and as chairman of many all-India 
conferences. 

He was at once a most orthodox Brahmin and a scholarly patron 
of modern art and literature, a reclude and a great figure in social life, 
a great landowner and the holder of executive office in the State, a 
wealthy philanthropist and a keen, diligent man of business. 

To the creation and development of Benares Hindu University, 
of which he was the first Vice-Chacellor, he gave lavish support, and 
most fitly received therefrom the honorary degree of D. Litt. It was 
a distinction he might well have earned if given the leisure for a 
thesis. He possessed the best private library in India, and made good 
use of it. Interested in a wide range of subjects, he knew how to 
acquire the best material for their study. He knew something of 
every modern author of any standing and was extra-ordinarily fami¬ 
liar with the literary history and output of his life time. He spent 
lavishly on the construction and embelishment of several of his homes, 
and his palace at Rajnagar is held to be the finest example of Oriental 
architecture in Bengal since Moghul times.

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The life sketch of 

Mahamahopadhyaya ICaviraj Dwarkanath Sen 


“Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen was a man of no ordinary capacity. 
A scholar and a philanthrophiate his fame as an Ayurvedic Physician 
was spread throughout the land.”

Family Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen 

Kaviratna was born of an ancient, respectable and Vaidya 
family of village ^Khandarpara’ in the district of Faridpur ( Bengal ) 
in the year 1843. His ancestors were all renowned Ayurvedic physi¬ 
cians and eminent scholars. Among them may be mentioned the 
name of his great-great-grand-uncle Mahamahopadhyaya Abhiram 
Kavindra who was attached to the court of Raja Sitaram Roy of his¬ 
toric fame. One of his great grandfathers Ram Sankar Kaviraj better 
known as Sankara Kaviraj was the practitioner of Gopal Bhatta the 
wellknown compiler of Rasendra Sara Sangrah. 

Early Dwarka nath was the eighth and youngest child of 
his parents, and was known to be of simple and careless habits in his 
boyhood. But as he grew up, his natural aptitude for knowledge 
developed in a remarkable degree. He studied grammer, literature 
and philosphy in Vikrampur, the famous seat of Sanskrit learning in 
East Bengal. Laterly, he studied the Hindu Medical Science, philos¬ 
phy, law and the Upanishadsunder the great scholar, Kaviraj Acharya 
Gangadhar of Murshidabad, who was well-known throughout the land 
for his erudition and learning. Dwarka Nath was a favourite pupil 
of that great savant and worthy successor to his profound scholarship 
and reputation, though perhaps he even surpasssd him in his pro¬ 
fessional success. 

A succes^ul Physician--la 1875, Dwarka Nath settled in Calcutta 
and set up his practice in Ayurvedic Medicine. Within a few years 
by his vast erudition, he made his mark as successful physician^ not 
only in Bengal but in other parts of India also. He had a very large 
number of pupils from different parts of the country and he used to 
teach them various branches of Sanskrit learning, chiefly the ancient 
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medical literature of the Hindus with unmitigated zeal. Owing to 
the great reputation that he enjoyed for his skilful treatment, he ob¬ 
tained frequent calls from very respectable quarters in different parts 
of India, and wherever he went his treatment produced satisfactory 
results. Amongst many others may be mentioned, the name of 
the late Maharaja of Hatwa, who summoned him for his own treat¬ 
ment in 1896. In 1901, when the Heir—Appaent to the throne of 
Mewar in Rajputana was suffering from some serious illness. His 
Highness the Maharana of Mewar applied to the Government of India 
for the best Ayurvedic Medical aid available in India. The choice of 
Government fell upon Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen who was sent to 
Udaipur, the capital city of Mewar. In consideration of his vast eru¬ 
dition and unique success in his profession, the Government for the 
first time recognised the Ayurvedic system and decorated him with 
the title of Mahamahopadhyaya in 1906. Dwarka Nath was the first 
Kaviraj to receive this distinction from the British Government. 

A Great A/n«—Although he was always busy with his own profe¬ 
ssion yet he showed his patriotic zeal by regular attendance to the 
several sessions of the Indian National Congress both as a delegate 
and as a member of the Reception Committee. He was often found 
to take active part in political meetings, a thing quite unprecedented 
amongst the Sanskrit Pandits, especially of his age. His private cha¬ 
rities were extensive and his left hand did not know what his right 
hand gave. He was a favourite with the Brahmin Pandits whom he 
gratified with his purse as well as with academical discussions. 
Dwarka Nath was calm in temperament, independent in spirits, affa¬ 
ble in his behaviour, and patriotic to the core of his heart, of whom 
the whole country might be proud. 

His death and Public appreciation—Mitt a protracted illness of six 
months, the great Kaviraj breathed his last in Calcutta on the llth 
February, 1909, leaving behind him his three sons, a large family and 
many friends and admirers to mourn his loss. His eldest son, Vaidya- 
ratna Kaviraj Jogindranath Sen Vidyabhushan, M. A., who was a 
well-known physician in Calcutta, and who was the first recipient of 
the new title *Vaidyaratna’, maintained the reputaion of his great 
father. His second son Kaviraj Jogindranath was an Honarary Pre¬ 
sidency Magistrate and a justice of the peace but still was of a highly 
independent spirit and took a prominent part in swadeshi movement. 

His third and youngest son Kaviraj Sudhindra Nath is now the 
only surviving son of the great Mahamahopadhyaya. He is a swade* 
shi of swadeshis and has been to the Jail for swadeshi cause. He is 
connected with the All India Ayurveda Mahamandal and acted for 
zome years as the Secretary of the Bengal Branch of the Mahamandal. 





He attended several sittings of the Conference and took active parts 
in its deliberations. He has been taking a leading part against the 
passing of the Bengal Ayurvedic Faculty which is supported by the 
mejority of the Bengal Vaids to be suicidal. Some time after his death 
the friends and admirers of Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Dwarka Natn 
Sen convened a public meeting under the presidency of Maharaja Baha¬ 
dur Sir Prodyot Kumar Tagore to take steps to perpetuate his memory. 
It was decided to errect a statue of the Kaviraj in a public place in 
Calcutta ; and a committee was formed with the late Rai Narendra 
Nath Sen Bahadur as president and public subscriptions were raised 
for the purpose. On the 29th June, 1912, Sir Lawrence Jenkins, K. C. 
L E., the Chief Justice of Bengal unveiled the marble statue at 
Beadon Square, Calcutta, when Babu Bhiipendra Nath Basu as Presi¬ 
dent of the Dwarka Nath Memorial Committee opened the proceed¬ 
ings of the meetings and read the report of the memorial committee 
from which extracts are given below 

“Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen was a distinguished Ayurvedic phy¬ 
sician of this city. His great erudition was not only in the particular 
branch of knowledge which he made his special study but generally 
in ancient Hindu literature and philosphy. 

His great skill in his profession, his large-hearted and unosten¬ 
tatious charity, his simple habits and the kindness of his disposition 
endeared him to his friends and made his presence always welcome at 
the bedside of the sick. The Ayurvedic system of medicine was one of 
the first to suffer from the onerous Western knowledge and western 
methods. A Kaviraj was only called in when other remedies had 
failed : but even with this great handicap a few gifted men among the 
Ayurvedic practitioners of this city by their knowledge and skill main¬ 
tained the high standard of efficiency of this system of treatment and 
to-day the Ayurvedic practitioner enjoys the same position and com¬ 
mands the same respect as his allopathic colleagues trained under Eu¬ 
ropean methods. It will be invidious to mention a few names who may 
have laboured with conspicuous success but no exception can be taken 
if I refer to the services of Kaviraj Rama Nath Sen and Ganga Prasad 
Sen in Calcutta and of Gangadhar Sen in Berhampur in the cause they 
represented ; Kaviraj Gangadhar of Berhampur had a reputation for 
knowledge and learning which was unique in his day. A distinguish¬ 
ed teacher he gave us a pupil who succeeded in a greater degree than 
his master did in establishing the claims of the Ayurvedic system ; 
for to Kaviraj Dwarka Nath who was one of Gangadhar's favourite 
pupils belongs the credit of being selected by the Government of 
India on the recommendation of the Principal of the Medical College, 
to undertake the treatment of the son and heir of the Raoa of Udai- 



pur and his merit was recognised by Government, which in conferring 
on him the title of “Mahamahopadhayaya” for the first time honoured 
an Indian Kaviraj. An equally distinguished Ayurvedic practitioner 
Kaviraj Bijoyratna Sen followed him in obtaining this great distinc¬ 
tion. His absence we all mourn to day for , alas death has deprived 
his countrymen of his services long before his time. 

My Lord, in venturing to approach you to unveil the statue of 
Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen, we have asked you 
to associate your name with no mean citizen of this great city. He 
has left behind him, numerous pupils all over India many of whom 
hold distinguished positions in their profession : one of his pupils his 
son Jogindranath Sen has been one of the first recipients of the title 
of Vaidyaratna which Government has lately been pleased to create 
for distinguished Ayurvedic practitioners. The statue will be a silent 
but eloquent monument of what true worth and ability combined with 
devotion and singleness of purpose can achieve even under the most 
adverse circumstances and will be a stimulus to our people to a higher 
and more strenuous life.” 

Before unveiling the bust, Sir Lawrence Jenkins said as follows:- 

**Gentelmen, It is in response to a long standing invitation that 
I am here this evening to lend a helping hand in unveiling the bust 
of M. M. Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen. I am at this disadvantage that 
1 have not the honour of his acquaintance but his name and reputation 
are known to all and as it is thought my presence may assist in some 
small measure in paying honour to the memory of one to whom honour 
is due, I am gladly present on this occassion. Kaviraj D. N. Sen was 
a man of no ordinary capacity. A scholar and a philanthropist his 
fame as an Ayurvedic physician was spread throughout the land. 
More than once were his services requisitioned to attend on Princes 
of India and his merit was justly appreciated by the Government who 
conferred on him the title he bore in recognisation of his skill and 
worth. 

But this at least I may safely say that the Kaviraj of to-day i.s 
the inheritor of observations of centuries and the collected experience 
of ages, and it is difficult to suppose that in that heritage nothing of 
good is to be found ; rather would I believe that it embodied much 
that is of high utility and worthy of investigation of the modern 
scientist. 

Though it may be going too far to say with an old world observer 
that a doctor is nothing but a sort of consolation (animi consolation ) 
yet it must be within the personal experience of most of us that it is 
the patients confidence in his ability that is the physician’s most po¬ 
tent ally in the fight with disease. In India with its hundreds of 





millions, if we exclude the few who have come under the spell of 
Western influence, it is to the Kaviraj, and the Hakim that the sick- 
men turn in their sufferings and their ailments for their mental conso¬ 
lation, and it is in the methods in their healing art and in their words 
of hope that the patients’ confidence is placed. 

It is a proud recompense of a life well-spent that it should be 
immortalised in the sculpture erected by admiring friends. This has 
been the reward of Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen’s life-work and may 
his example and may this appreciation of his career stimulate others 
to a life of equal worth and merit.” 

His Lordship then unveiled the statue amids great rejoicings of 
those present. The “Bengalee” in its issue of June 29, 1912, remarked:- 

“It is an unprecedented honour which his countrymen are going 
to do to the memory of the distinguished physician—for he is the 
first physician of any school to obtain this mark of popular esteem 
and richly did the late Kaviraj deserve this high recognition. The 
foremost Ayurvedic physician of his time, the late Mahamahopa* 
dhyaya was a man of vast erudition, and it is to him that we are 
chiefly indebted for the popularity of the Ayurvedic system at the 
present day, not only in Bengal, but in other provinces. There is 
hardly a district in Bengal where one or other of the pupils of the late 
Kaviraj is not in established practice, while numbers of his pupils 
are to-day to be found scattered all over the country. It was in the 
fitness of things that Kaviraj Dwarka Nath Sen should have been the 
first Ayurvedic practitioner to obtain Government recognition, and 
the Public recognition of which to-day’s function is an unmistakable 
proof, was at once at the basis of that recognition and is a fitting 
sequel to it.”

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A SHORT LIFE SKETCH OF 
Vaidyaratna Kaviraj Jogindranath Sen, 

Vidyabhushan, M, A, 


Birth and Parentage •'Born in 1871, Kaviraj Jogindranath Sen 
was the eldest son of late Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Dwarakanath 
Sen. 

Education and Professional career—hn M. A. of the Calcutta 
University and a distinguished Sanskrit scholar, he studied the 
Ayurveda under his illustrious father, and within a few years of his 
practice, came to be recognised as one of the foremost Ayurvedic 
physicians in India. His services v/ere on many occasions requisition¬ 
ed by the Ruling Chiefs of India and the Maharaja of Nepal. 

Government Recognition—BtcogmWovk of his profound learning in 
Sanskrit came in the shape of the title of “Vidyabhushan” from the 
D. P. I., Bengal, and the Government of India also was pleased to 
confer upon him the title of “Vaidyaratna” as a mark of personal 
distinction in 1922. Incidentally, he was the first recipient of the 
honour. 

Public Recognition—Ht was twice elected President of the All 
India Ayurvedic Conference held at Cawnpore (1912) and at Colombo 
(1924), and was elected Chairman of the Reception Committee of the 
Calcutta session of the same ( 1915 ). He was also elected President 
of the first Bengal Provincial Ayurvedic Conference held at Dacca 
( 1917 ). He was the President of the Ayurveda Vidyapitha, an All- 
India Institution for conferring medical degrees, and the Dean of the 
Ashtanga Ayurveda Vidyalaya at the time of his death. 

Scholarship, Literary Kaviraj Jogindranath was the author 
of an original commentary in Sanskrit on Charaka based on materials 
collected from different parts of India and London. 

A Pioneer of Ayurvedic Renaissance— production of this 
monumental work and his services towards the spread and popularisa* 
tion of the Ayurvedic system of medicine entitle him to be regarded 
as one of the Pioneers of Ayurvedic Renaissance. 

His Charity—h\\it his predecessors he. maintained a Tol of his 
own at his own house at Pathuriaghata where a large number of 
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students from all parts of India and beyond received free instruction, 
free board and free lodging; and a charitable dispensary where 
patients,' not only from Ward No. V. but from all parts of the city, 
received medicines free of cost. 

Bis Popularity—He was uncommonly popular in his ward as is 
shown by the resolution unanimously passed by various associations 
of the locality ( e. g. Bengal Mahajan Sabha, Ratepayers’ Association, 
Ward No. V.. &c. ) requesting the Chief Executive Officer to name 
the new road after him. The municipal corporation has also accepted 
the recommendation and has named a new road after the name. 

Death—He died on July I, 1931. In him the country has lost an 
erudite scholar, an eminent physician, and a friend of the poor.

According to the Colophen attached to the Chakradatt his 
grandfather flourished in the reign of Nayapal-'of the Pal dynasty 
of Bengal who reigned in the loth century A. D. Chakradatta 
may therefore be said to have flourished about the end of the loth 
Century A. D. One of his descendants Kaviraj Bejoy Krishna Visharad 
is practising at Calcutta, 

Kaviraj Sivadasa Sen 

The great commentator of Chakradatt Sangraha is also a com¬ 
mentator of Charaka Samhita. He flourished in recent years say 
about 300 years ago in Malancha in the District of Howrah ( Bengal) 
His name is mentioned by Bharat Mallik, the commentator of several 
Sanskrit works by Kalidas and others in his compilation known as, 
Sad Vaidya Kul Panjika, Nothing more is known about him. 

Kaviraj Rajendranarain Sen 

Was born at Srirampur in the District of Murshidabad. He was 
the last disciple of Acharya Gangadhar and settled at Calcutta. Like 
all the other disciples of Acharya Gangadhar, Kaviraj Rajendra Na- 
rain was also vastly educated and made his name as one of the best 
Kaviraj of his time. It was Kaviraj Rajendra Narain who edited 
Acharya Gangadhar’s Bharadwaj Bhashya on Vaisesika Darsana.

A short biography 

of 

Vaidyaratnam P. S, Varicr. 


Was born on Tuesday l6th March 1869 at Panniampalli Variem, 
a family of hereditary physicians. Studitd Sanskrit under K. Krishna 
Warrier and D. Krishna Warrier locally until his seventeeth year. 
As he was the seniormost male member there was nobody in the 
family to teach him, and so he had his education of Ayurvedic medi* 
cine for five years under Brahmasree Kuttancheri Vasudevan Moosad, 
who was then the most prominent among the famous Ashta Vaidyans 
of Malabar. Then took a private tuition of English for two years. 
Had training in allopathy for three years under Dewan Bahadur Dr. 
V. Verghese and secured a working knowledge of the system. After 





carrying out some experiments in combining the best of both the 
systems for some years Aryavaidyasala was started in October 1902 
at Kottakal. This contains a pharmacy to prepare ayurvedic medicines 
in refined manner and also a dispensary. Soon after, a society by 
name Aryavaidya Samajam was started and registered to propogate 
the principles of Ayurveda. P. S. Varier is still the secretary and 
trustee of the society. Then began editing Dhanwantari, a medical 
journal in Malayalam. This was unfortunately stopped during Mopla 
rebellion and was not republished owing to increased pressure of 
work and some inconveniences. Aryavaidya Patasala was started 
in 1917 at Calicut to train students in Ayurveda. Though a subscrip¬ 
tion was collected for this in the beginning, at present the entire 
expense of the institution is met by Mr. Varier alone, as he has now 
become able to afford. In 1924, he started Aryavaidyasala Hospital 
at Kottakal where free treatment is given to the poor. In 1927 an 
allopathic doctor also was appointed in this hospital where both the 
systems of treatment are carried out side by side. Aryavaidya Pata¬ 
sala was shifted to Kottakal from Calicut in 1924 and attached to the 
hospital for giving clinical training to students. Finished writing 
Ashtanga Sareeram by the end of 1925 and this is a text book in 
Aryavaidya Patasala ever since its publication. Has been one of the 
examiners in Akhila Bharatha Varsheeya Vaidyasamiti ( All-India 
Ayurvedic Conference) and Venkataramana Dispensary in Madras 
for some years. Is one of the prominent members of the Keraleeya 
Ayurveda Samajam. In January 1932 he was nominated a member 
of the Central Board of Indian Medicine by the Government of Madras 
and is still holding the post. On 2 nd January 1933, the title of “Vai- 
dyaratna” was conferred upon him by the Government of India. Now 
he is the proprietor and chief physician of Aryavaidyasala, Principal 
of Aryavaidya Patasala, Secretary of Aryavaidya Samajam and 
member, Central Board of Indian Medicine. Besides these he is the 
Director of the Nedungadi Bank Ltd. and Warner Bank Ltd., and 
now leads a philanthropic life.

A brief account of the paper may be so stated that: — 

It commenced in Demy/Octavo size in the beginning of 1923. It 
was the first Ayurvedic journal to publish a Special number, in the 
same year. In the 1926 it presented Swapna-pramehank, a special 
number on one disease, first of its quality. In the 1927 Malawarodha- 
nka ( Specially on Constipation ) was presented which has not been 
excelled as yet by any publication of its sort. From this year Dha¬ 
nwantari attained larger size of Crown-quarto, whicn is current as yet. 

In the year 5th. of its birth in 1928, it presented Praveshank 
( Dealing specially on Hysteria ) and also the First large compilation 
of Prescriptions. “The Prayogank.” in the 7th. and 8th. years it 
presented bhoot-yogank and Parikshit Prayogank, respectively con¬ 
taining more than a looo prescriptions, each, with above 60 illustra¬ 
tions.

As sufficient prescriptions had been selected so-far, it presented 
the first treatise on treatment of prominent diseases as a special 
number named “Anubhoot-chikitsank” in its 9th. year, edited by 
Vaidya Bhooshan Pt. Govardhanji Sharma Chhangani also, ( Editor- 
in-chief of the Vaidya Sammelan Patrika ). 

In the years 6th. 7th. 8th. and 9th. another special numbers were 
also^presented namely, Grihasthank, Nari-rogank, Madhumehank, and 
Siddha-yogank respectively. priced-/i2/- only. 



In the present year it has presented 2nd compilation of complete 
treatment of all important diseases, edited specially by Kaviraj Pratap 
Singh ii Rasayanacharye-President All India. Ayurveda Mahamandal; 
named “Chikitsa-anubhavank”. 

Dhanwantari has specially contributed its efforts to the establi¬ 
shment of Ayurvedic glory and superiority, publication of important 

or un-pubiished herbs, and shrubs, drugs, and their marvellous use. 
Thesis from the experts about Special diseases like Athsma, Phthisis, 
Small-pox, Plague, Insanity, Diabetes Cholera &tc. have been 
published in it; Dash-mool, Ashtawarga, Kankushthai Kharpar, &c. 
all important drugs have been dealt-with and special attention has 

been paid towards Anatomy, Physiology and Surgical knowledge of 

the Ancient and Recent-days. 

Antidotes for snake-bite, and publication of the results of pres¬ 
criptions published in Dhanwantari has been its speciality again, and 
this object has been always attempted that The Public, Profession 
and Authorities, Hakims and Doctors as well may get good regards 
for our noble harm-less Ayurveda.

It is a self-evident fact that the advancement of study of Ayur¬ 
vedic Medicine amongst students at the College of Indigenous Medi¬ 
cine could be materially aided by the presence on the Board of 
Indigenous Medicine of a number of persons trained in “Scientific 
Medicine" There is a conservative element amongst native medical 
practitioners who desire to keep away from the Ayurvedic System, 
all those advantages which could accrue to it from the development of 
modern scientific medicine. These practitioners fail to realise that they 
are doing irreparable damage to the cause of Ayurveda by refusing to 
incorporate in it the methods of usefulness which have made modern 
‘scientific medicine’ materially popular. In this way they are ignor¬ 
antly retarding the proper development of Ayurveda. Both Charaka 
and Susrutha, the great exponants of Ayurveda,have freely advocated 
learning even from an enemy and Ayurvedic authors have included 
foreign medicines in their pharmacopaea from time to time, as is seen 
in the later Ayurvedic works which contain many drugs which do not 
find a place in the older standard works. Even the use of opium and 
mercury are only found in later Ayurvedic works, whilst standard works 
like Charaka and Susrutha did not make use of those medicines freely. 
On this principle even this conservative element should find easy to re¬ 
concile their conscience to the need of utilising the multiplicity of mo¬ 
dern methods which have been evolvedunderthe pressure of necessity to 
meet the discovery and treatment of new diseases. It would be a fatal 
error for Ayurveda to remain static when modern medicine is develop¬ 
ing in so many directions. People would have the right to say in such 
a case that under the Ayurvedic System of treatment they would be 
deprived of the methods which alleviate suffering and reduce pain 
(the two primary objects of medicine) in a manner unknown to 
the older system. Since medicine is meant to serve humanity, it 
should be recognised that it knows no narrow boundaries of race and 
system and should be regarded as a common heritage for mankind to 
be freely drawn upon for all uses. A beautiful legend states that 
Charaka and Susrutha were born as gifts^ of the devas who saw the 
universal sufferings of man and not of the Indians alone, and those 
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who are swayed by ancient lore should read from this a lesson that 
Ayurveda should not be restricted in its usefulness to the poorer 
classes alone by a refusal to accept and absorb the results of modern 
scientific medicine. Another useful Issson could be learnt from the 
history of Western medicine. Western Medicine, it might be para¬ 
doxically stated, had its origin in the East and is therefore still under 
a debt of gratitude to the ancient system. In borrowing from modern 
Western Medicine, Ayurveda is in some measure only a part what it 
has already helped to create. Ayurveda therefore should not be 
arrested in its legitimate development by the unappreciative atti¬ 
tude of a certain section of Ayurvedic practitioners in this country. 
The Indian practitioners in the country are doing all in their power 
to derive the maximum usefulness from Ayurveda by an alliance 
with modern scientific methods. It is a vain and unfounded fear on 
the part of others that the individuality of Ayurveda would be lost 
by the process of its ineluding modern methods. In passing it might 
be mentioned that the resuscitation and development of Ayurveda 
in India for the last half a century were due to the work of Western 
qualified Indian doctors whose mastery of Ayurveda was largely 
the result of their knowledge of both systems, supplementing the 
deficiencies of one or the other through their knowledge of both. 
There is no reason why the same beneficial results should not be 
expected from such an enlightened method if used in this country by 
the students at the Ayurvedic College who have to undergo a five 
years' training in the study of medicine. It is not however suggested 
that students should go through two courses of study and qualificati¬ 
ons but they should get the benefit of essential modern requirements 
with an exhaustive study of the principles and practice of Ayurveda 
in one and the same course at the Ayurvedic College. It is for the 
purpose of leading to such a result that it is necessary to have on the 
Board of Indigenous Medicine, for advice and guidance in controlling 
and regulating the course of study at the Ayurvedic College and the 
treatment of patients in Ayurvedic Hospital, a number of persons who 
have had a training in scientific medicine. It is only by such an 
experienced body that a course of studies could be evolved 
progressively which would avoid the danger of changing the charac¬ 
ter of Ayurveda and substituting in its place a hybrid scheme of 
studies wholly alien to the intentions of those who are interested in 
the correct development ,of Ayun eda in this country. This body 
could also hold itself responsible to public opinion with authority on 
the basis of its knowledge and experience, to remove the Ayurveda 
system from the danger of its being regarded as an entirely self- 
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sufficient and self-contained system which has reached maturity and 
completeness in some ancient period and which therefore requires 
no invigoration from the discoveries of modern scientists. 

New diseases have brought into being remedies. It would be 
disadvantageous to deprive those who have faith in the Ayurvedic 
system of the relief from suffering such benefits as ordinary educated 
laymen know to be within the competence of any Western qualified 
doctor to confer. Knowledge has spread through all ranks, and 
people are in the habit of comparing their experience. If it happens 
that a patient who suffers from a particular disease is not correctly 
diagnosed ard given an appropriate remedy by a practitioner and 
this patient is compelled to resort to the western qualified doctor who 
immediately diagnoses his case and prescribes an effective and 
quick remedy, such a patient would quite naturally feel the burden of 
the voluntary disabilities which the system of ayurveda suffers for 
want of a common-sence adjustment of this system to the latest 
available knowledge. Many examples of the reasonableness and indi¬ 
spensability of modern scientific rnethod could be provided which 
would prove the advisability of lining up with requirements of the day. 

The example might be taken first of a man suffering from a 
headache. The Ayurvedic physician should be able to have a reasonable 
apprehension that this might be due to an error of refraction in the 
eye in which case the only feasible remedy is to recommend the use 
of spectacles to correct such defect. It is to be noted here that the 
most assiduous treatment for such a defect by the Ayurvedic method 
could not prevent the necessity for ultimately wearing specticles. 
Then there is the inhalation of oxygen in defective aeration of the 
lungs in cases of pneumonia and the failing heart. This simple but 
powerful .remedy should be made available to the dying man even to 
make him hold on to life long enough to enable the efficacy of Ayur¬ 
vedic remedies to be proved. It is time therefore that Ayurvedic phy¬ 
sicians cast away their prejudices and adopted the use of oxygen. A 
simple enema or soap and water is a time-saving necessity. A cathe¬ 
ter for relieving a distended bladder is another necessity the use of 
which is essential to even the Ayurvedic physician. Then there is 
the use of the thermometer which cannot be dispensed with under 
any pretence of a more accurate method of recording the temperature 
Though the physician is throughly satisfied, it is only fair that the 
patient should also have some guarantees that a correct reading of 
his temperature has been made. No one has impugned the reliabi¬ 
lity of the thermometiic method but not all are equally satisfied of 
the reliability of any other method. 
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There are a number of prevalent diseases which cannot be diag* 
nosed with tolerable certainty within a reasonable time limit except 
by resort to microscopic and bacteriological examination. It must be 
also realised that the early discovery of the true nature of specific 
infectious diseases like enteric fever^ pulmonary tuberculosis, epide¬ 
mic dysentery and eruptive fevers would effect the reduction of their- 
spread in crowded household. Besides, these cases should be brought 
to the notice of the public health authorities but this could be done 
only after the nature of the diseases is definitely ascertained. 

Patients who have been under the advice of Western practition¬ 
ers desiring a change of treatment under protracted illness, would like 
Ayurvedic physicians to understand the effect of the medicines already 
used. The Ayurvedic physician should be able to detect a quinine 
rash, a bromide rash, bronchial catarrh resulting from the use of pota* 
ssium iodide, and various forms of skin diseases resulting from the 
use of arsenical preparations. In this wav alone could be inspired 
confidence and diseases effectively dealt with. 

A few more examples might be adduced in explanation. Under 
the conditions of modern civilization syphilis is a public health pro¬ 
blem of the first magnitude engaging almost universal attention. 
Those who understand the comparitive merits of the Ayurvedic and 
Western systems of diagnosis and treatment are aware that the ad¬ 
vantages as regards quick results are on the side of scientific medicine 
which requires the use of Salvarsan and other similar remedies Other 
cases are the examination of the sputum for detection of consumption 
and asthma, examination of faeces, the detection of hookworm and 
diabetic conditions by the examination of urine both of which claim 
a very large percentage of victims in this country, the knogledge and 
use of local anesthetics and expeditious extraction of foreign bodies, 
washing out the stomach in cases of poisoning, detection of blood 
pressure, ante-natal advice, infant feeding, house, hospital and village 
sanitation, rendering first aid in cases of accidents, assisting and 
attending in confinements and prevention of sepsis, disposal of excreta 
of infectious patients, their isolation, the segregation of contacts, pre¬ 
servation of food from infective agencies such as flies etc., and other 
aspects of the development of modern medicine which are an absolute 
necessity of acceptable medical practice in modern times. The whole 
position might be summed up by stating that with the spread of know¬ 
ledge it has become necessary to take into consideration the fact that 
the average educated man possesses a sufficient acquaintance with 
health problems of the kinds referred to above and unless the Ayur¬ 
vedic physician of today is prepared to keep pace with this ever¬ 
ts^ 
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increasing knowledge which is diffused throughout every corhamnity 
by the medium of books, pamphlets, lectures, the press and health 
demonstrations, the utility of Ayurveda is bound to be diminished and 
the system brought to undeserved disrepute. 

But it must not be forgotten that Ayurveda has certain distinct 
advantages over the system of Western medicine in many respects. 
From the statement made above which purposes to be onlyan enu^ 
meration of some of the disabilities of Ayurveda, it should not be 
construed that there is even the remotest intention of minimising 
its all-important merits over its rivals in oriental countries. Modern 
scientific methods have left some of its essential features untouched 
both on the preventive and curative side. The presence of several 
vitamins in the fresh decoctions and juices of indigenous plants in 
the Ayurvedic system, the administration of legiums and grithums 
which are homologous to those in the allopathic system, possessing, 
both curative medicinal and nuritive dietetic value, the common use 
of butter-milk in preventing intestinal infection like enteric fever and 
the time-honoured oil bath which is an effective preventive against 
malnutrition and consumption, the use of various oils on the head to 
prevent the thermic and radiant heat effects of the tropical sun and 
other climatic severities, the use of rasayana for preventing senile 
decay and the use of vajeekarana methods of treatment in respect of 
eugens, are all worthy of recognition. 

In no circumstance, therefore, would there be any danger, imme¬ 
diate or remote, of Ayurveda losing its individuality by the absorption 
of some of the indispensable methods of modern scientific medicine. 
The weight of its own intrinsic and indisputable merits, its history of 
agelong service to the largest part of the human family, the value of 
the impetus it has given to the formation of the Western system of 
medicine and its utility in some respects in which Western medical 
science even is unable to offer relief, all join together in making the 
fears of the conservative element amongst its practitioners vain and 
unfounded. All things considered, therefore, it is most advisable and 
necessary that the management of the affairsof the Ayurvedic College 
should have the benefit of the wise direction and intelligent advice 
of scientifically trained persons to serve on the Board of Indigenous 
Medicine. If students have to study scientific medicine the presence 
of a few scientific men are necessary on the Board. 

There are various diseases which cannot be diagnosed without 
the help of modern scientific knowledge. Diseases brought about by 
quinine ; for the treatment of such diseases on the ommission of qui¬ 
nine one must know about quinine. Bromide produces rashes on the

skin resembling serious forms of skin diseases and the ayurvedic phy¬ 
sician will be at sea to find out what this is and he might give a 
wrong treatment. 

Potassium iodide produces bronchial cattarrh and swelling of the 
glands round the neck which he might mistake. Another case is that 
of santonine which produces yellow vision and discoloration of urine 
etc. The diagnosis of various forms of venereal disease and their 
treatment immediately by injections. Differential diagnoses of various 
diseases like malaria from enteric fever, a case of consumption from 
asthma by sputum diagnosis, differentiating an ordinary case of dy- 
sentery by examination of the faeces and the detection of hookworm 
which is a very common disease in this country, discovery of plague, 
percentage of suger in diabetes, examination of blood to differentiate 
different kinds of anaemia, detection of diseases due to contamination 
of food and water, use of local ansethetics, extraction of foreign bodies 
examination of blood pressure, pulse, temperature etc. with precision 
instruments, examination and analysis of urine and examination of 
the heart, examination of the efficient working of the liver and other 
organs, and attending to accidents, rendering first aid, proper manage¬ 
ment of a case of labour without inducing sepsis, ( Statistics will 
prove that there is a high mortality rate of mothers in villages ) 
advice to mothers, infant feeding dieting and nursing, sanitation in 
hospitals, houses, villages etc., disposal of excreta to prevent the 
spread of diseases, isolation and segregation of patients, preservation 
of food etc. are another aspects of the development of modern medi¬ 
cine which is absolutely necessary for an ayurvedic physician. 

As popular knowledge of health is very much on the increase 
and the man in the street knows a lot about health, it is necessary for 
the Ayurvedic man to know modern sanitation before he meets pre¬ 
sent-day patients. Therefore the presence of a few scientific men will 
add to the usefulness of the institution. 
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Extract from an Address. 

By Mr. K. BALASINGHAM 

At tht AV-Ctylon Ayurvedic Congress held at the College of Indigenous 
Medicine in December 1933, 


If the college of Indigenous Medicine is to serve any useful pur¬ 
pose you Vaidyas must all help the students, with your learning and 
experience. Your ungrudging service is wanted to make this institu¬ 
tion a centre of great usefulness not only to Ceylon but to mankind 
at large. 

Referring to the Governor, Mr. Balasingham continued 

‘'Let me also extend a cordial welcome back to Ceylon to H. 
£. Sir'Edward Stubbs to whom you owe so much. He was the first 
to espouse your cause. He was anxious to do what was in his power 
to raise the level and status of the vedaralas or vaidyas and in this 
respect has anticipated Hitler of Germany by 17 years. 

“Let me tell you how this happened. In 1916 1 urged on Govern* 
ment to encourage the indigenous system of medicine. 1 will quote 
from my memorandum. 

“Government can confer a great boon on the people by extending 
its patronage to the system of medicine on which they still rely for 
the most part, especially as these systems are worthy of encourage* 
ment on the testimony of those most competent to judge. 

“Owing to want of encouragement the study of our Medical 
Science is now being neglected and an increasing number of persons 
take to the practise of medicine with a superficial knowledge of the 
subject. Encouragement may be given to the indigenous system in 
several ways:— 

1. By the establishment of an Ayurvedic College and Hospital 
in Colomdo. 

2. By appointing a lecturer in Oriental Medicine to the Ceylon 
Medical College. 

3. By the granting of subsidies to hospitals and dispensaries 
opened by competent medical men in suitable places. 

4. By the granting of scholarships to highly qualified western 
doctors for research in oriental medicine. 

5. By the creation of a Board of Indigenous Medicine if the 
Government cannot undertake this work,’’ 
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These proposals were most sympathetically received by Sir Ed¬ 
ward Stubbs. He wrote on 19th July 1916 as follows 

“The history of the Vedarala is something like that of herbalists 
in Europe. Before modern systems were invented herbalists were in 
many cases men of learning who knew what they were doing and why 
later they degenerated into quacks. Why should not wealthy men 
piovide an institution for studying and teaching the indigenous sys¬ 
tem so as to raise the level of the vedaralas ? Think it over and if 
you get something started 1 will see if we can help you. 

“In Hongkong there is a hospital where on one side patients are 
treated according to western method and on the other according to the 
Chinese system, patients choosing which they prefer. Why not try 
something of the kind. Dr. Kelly could tell you how it is run. ” 

As a result of further negotiations the Government wrote to 
the secretary of the Oriental Medical Science Fund, Mr. Donald Obe- 
yesekere, offering about five acres worth about Rs. 150,000. As the 
Oriental Medical Science Committee was not able, owing to the pre¬ 
vailing trade despression in 1921, to collect sufficient money for build¬ 
ing and working expenses the offer of the Government lapsed and the 
site has become the present Manning Town. Later efforts resulted in 
this institution. Without the sympathetic support of Sir Edward Stubbs 
at the start it would have been difficult to have achieved so much. 

Almost everything proposed in 1916 has been achieved except 
the appointment of a lecturer in Oriental Medicine in the Ceylon 
Medical College. We have in our College two western doctors under¬ 
going training in Ayurveda, and they will soon be qualified to serve 
as lecturers in Oriental Medicine in the Government Medical College. 

In Germany by virtue of a new law issued by Hitler doctors 
practising with herbs and other old-fashioned remedies are granted the 
same status as fully qualified doctors. Rudolf Kess, Hitler’s Deputy 
said a few days ago:— 

“1 have much experience of the value of natural healing on my 
own body, and it would be a crime against the German people if I did 
not do all in my power to give this system of healing the position it 
deserves.” 

Professorships of Nature-healing will be instituted in univer¬ 
sities of Berlin, Cologne, and Munich. 

It should not be difficult to persuade the Medical Council in 
Ceylon to do what the German universities are doing. 

Let me now quote a few extracts from a letter dated 14th Sep¬ 
tember 1933 of Dr. Newell. M. D., D. Sc., the Secretary of the National 
Health League of England. 
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He writes:— 

"I am directed by Augustus Fitz George, our President, who is a 
cousin to Their Majesties the King and Queen, to acknowledge your 
letter. 

“We are prepared to propagate your system of medicine under 
the authority of your College throughout Great Britain and in the 
Southern and Western States of America. Later, we are disposed to 
introduce it on the Continent. The writer would be prepared to 
visit your College on behalf of the National Health League at an 
early date. 

‘I am sure it would interest you to know that for many years I 
have devoted myself to the study of Ancient Indian Medicines*. 

‘You will find my paper on the Germ Theory of Disease herewith 
and in connection with the same it will, 1 am sure, gratify you and 
your College to note that the Pasteur Institute of France has agreed 
wiih our findings of the Germ Theory. Our methods of treatment are 
eminently similar to your own and to give an example of their efficacy 
I can state that we hold a report from distinguished Surgeon of Brom- 
pton Hospital for Consumption, London, in which he states that our 
method of dealing with acute cases of tuberculosis was successful in 
from 85 to 90 percent of cases treated. I therefore believe that reci¬ 
procity between ourselves and your College will confer enormous 
benefit on suffering humanity*. 

*Be assured the writer and his colleagues will leave no stone un¬ 
turned to bring the work of your College the wide recognition which 
it deserves. I would be open on behalf of your college to arrange 
funds for propagation purposes.* 

Are we to understand from this letter that Pasteur*s Germ Theory 
is likely to undergo some slight revision in the light of further 
research ? It is possible that Indian theories about diseases are not 
as absurd as some Western doctors seem to think. As a Tamil philo¬ 
sopher truly observed long ago:—What is now known will be forgotten. 
What we have now forgotten will become known again:—Unaranthana 
Marakkum, Maranthana, Unarum. 

When it is realised that man has lived on this planet for several 
millions of years it would be presumptuous to reject this cyclic theory 
of knowledge and believe that only within the last 75 years medicine, 
became a science.’* 

The German Schiler, gave expression to only a partial statement 
of this law of knowledge when he said:—“The truths of past ages are 
at present recognized as errors: those of the present are on their way 
to be so recognized.** 
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Now let me say a word about medical research. There can be 
no progress in research without your co-operation with those who 
have undergone a thoroughly scientific training. We are taking the 
necessary preliminary steps for this important work. 

In 1928, one year before we started this College, an M. D. of 
Vienna who was in Ceylon, was ^prepared to study our Indigenous 
Medicine with a view to research work. He was also willing tb study 
Sanskrit for the purpose, but he was not able to wait till the College 
was opened without a difinite promise of employment, and I was 
unable to give it. Sometime later a German lady doctor was interest¬ 
ed in the study of Ayurveda, but we were not able to find a place for 
her on our staff. 

As I told you before two Western doctors are now undergoing 
training in Ayurveda, and we trust that before long they will be in a 
position to do research work and clear the way for the evolution of 
a unified system of medicine combining all that is good in the indi¬ 
genous systems and in Western medicine. 

The time has now come for you to make an organised effort to 
get your position in the country clearly defined. There is a badge of 
inferiority placed upon you. Your certificates as to cause of death 
are not accepted by the Registrar of Deaths though you are allowed 
to treat any case. Even the heads of public departments refuse to 
accept the certificates of even the best of you. You are not allowed 
to use 'the most necessary foreign drugs, though the Western system 
is daily adding to its pharmacopoea from your system and from that 
of every country. You must agitate for permission to use some Wes¬ 
tern drugs. The Ayurvedic physicians of India are allowed to use 
some. Till you get the permission, even if you have studied Western 
medicine also here, don’t use the drugs. 

“I should like to make an announcement about a matter which 
though not coming within the scope of Ayurveda, is a subject in 
which you will be interested. Steps are being taken to start a Veteri¬ 
nary College of Indigenous Medicine. As this institution has neither 
the money nor the land for the purpose, it may have to be unconnect¬ 
ed with it. In an agricultural country like Ceylon it is necessary that 
every village should have a qualified veterinary physician. There is 
no reason why the rudiments of Veterinary Science should not be 
known to every graduate of this College.

I sincerely thank you for conferring upon me the honour and 
proud privilege of presiding over this auspicious function—the 
celibration of the Silver Jubilee of the All India Ayurvedic Confe¬ 
rence. I am extremely diffident about my capacity to deserve the 
honour, and 1 wish that it had been conferred upon a worthier 
person. Had I thought it necessary for the occupant of this chair 
this afternoon to possess at least an elementary knowledge of 
Ayurveda I would have unhesitatingly declined the honour with 
thinks. But the function before us is not for the purpose of discussing 
any topics concerning the Ayurveda, but to express our gratitude to 
the Almighty for bringing us this felicitous occasion, and to offer 
our felicitations to those yeomen workers in the field of Ayurveda 
who have contributed to the progress of the conference from year to 
year and are now able to look back upon its achievement with well- 
deserved pride. This task may be done by any layman, provided 
he has faith in and respect for the Ayurvedic System of medicine; 
and 1 can honestly and conscientiously say that I yield to no one in 
such faith and respect. If you find my speech this evening insipid 
or disappointing, it is not due to my lacking in these qualities, but 
to my inability to produce anything better at such a short notice. 



Silver Jubilee, President's Speech. 6^ 

I deem it a lucky sign that this Silver Jubilee happens to come 
off in the year of so many other Jubilees. The first and the foremost 
jubilee of the year was their Majesties* Silver Jubilee in celebrating 
which we all took so much interest and delight. The Congress is 
celebrating its Golden Jubilee throughout India. The Diamond 
Jubilee Inter-national Convention of the Theosophical Society is 
being held at Adyar in Madras. The jubilees of several rulers, 
colleges and eminent presonages like Lady Vidyagouri Nilkanth of 
Ahraedabad are being celebrated this year. Such Jubilees are public¬ 
ly celebrated of only such individuals and institutions as have 
materially contributed to the welfare of the public. It is therefore 
natural that the object of such celebrations should be not only to 
express our gratitude and felicitations, but to take stock of the public 
good done by the particular individual or institution, and to chalk 
out a plan for doing further good work so as to deserve a more joyous 
celebration of the next Jubilee. 

As a result of laborious researches by many Western Savants, 
it is now established beyond doubt that Ayurveda is the most ancient 
System of medicine. In his History of Medicine, Dr. Max Neubur- 
gher has shown how Charaka and Sushruta were translated into the 
Arabic, and how Ayarveda then travelled from Arabia to Egypt and 
Greece, and thence to other European Countries. But although we 
ought to be proud of being the pioneers in the system of medicine, 
it will not do to remain harping upon the past glory of Ayurveda. 
Ancient as they are, the principles of Ayurveda gradually came to 
be transformed and developed, and gave birth to various systems of 
medicine, differently named by different people in different countries, 
and these gradually threw the Parent System into the back ground in 
the course of several centuries. The reason is not far to seek. It is 
certainly not any .intrinsic demerit in the system itself. Even the 
staunchest advocates of allopathy do not dispute the .intrinsic merits 
of the Ayurvedic System. After going through the English transla¬ 
tion of Charaka, Dr. Clarke of Philadelphia observed, “If the Physi¬ 
cians of the present day would drop from the Pharmacopoea all the 
modern drugs and chemicals and treat their patients according to the 
methods of Charaka, there wilt be less work for the undertakers and 
fewer invalids in the world.” No higher praise can be bestowed upon 
any system of medicine. Yet, a science, though perfect for the time 
being, is bound to lag behind, if it stagnates. For centuries the Ayur¬ 
vedic System remained in stagnation, as unfortunately it had not the 
same opportunities of development and progress which are afforded 
to all scientific studies in the West. It is now futile to discuss the 
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causes which led to such a state of things. What is needed is the 
finding out of the means and ways to face the situation and revive the 
past glory of Ayurveda. 

Prompted with this idea, and encouraged by that beneficent 
ruler, who has contributed so much to the revival of the Indian Art, 
science and culture, I mean His Highness the Maharaja Sayajirao 
Gaekwar of Baroda, the late Pandit Shankar Daji Shastri Pade, 
convened the first All India Ayurvedic Conference in Nasik in 1907, 
which was presided over by Shri Kunwar Sarju Prasad Sinha Bahadur 
of Allahabad. Since then the conference has held its annual sittings 
regularly, except in a few exceptional years and has been gaining 
additional strength at every sittings. Its most marked achievement 
is the creation of interest in the Ayurveda, and of the thirst for 
research and advancement. It has come to realise that the Ayurvedic 
System cannot easily stand on its legs unless it becomes progressive 
and advantage is taken of modern scientific discoveries, such as the 
X-ray apparatus. Oxygen inhalation, injections and the therapeutic 
use of electricity. Of course these should be looked upon only as a 
suppliment to the indigenous system. There was a time when the 
knowledge of pulse was a pride of Ayurveda in the diagnosis of disea¬ 
ses. But the acquisition of that art requires so much patience and 
perseverance that in these days of bustle and hurry the number of 
experts in that art is gradually waning, and it has now become 
difficult even to believe that such an art can be cultivated to perfec¬ 
tion. It is essential that the art ought to be revived and relied upon 
in the diagnosis of diseases, though it may be supplemented by the 
more modern methods like the use of stethoscopes. 

The conference has every year brought together eminent 
Ayurvedic pandits and enabled them to compare notes and exchange 
thoughts. It has brought into the lime-light the glory of Ayurveda 
and the efficacy of indigenous drugs and indigenous methods of treat¬ 
ment. It is in no small measure due to its discussions and resolutions 
that several Ayurvedic schools and colleges have been started. 
There was a time when the study of Ayurveda remained hereditarily 
in the families of vaidyas, but with the starting of such Public Schools 
and Colleges, any student who has a liking may go in for the study 
of Ayurveda in the same way as he can join a medical school or 
college for the study of allopathy. The exhibitions which are being 
held along with the conferences have proved very useful in stimulat¬ 
ing study and investigation of medical plants and drugs. 

All this is no mean achievement and any institution may look 
upon it with just pride on the occasion of its Silver Jubilee. Yet this 
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is nothing as compared to what still remains to be achieved. Surgery 
has been mostly neglected by the students of Ayurveda. The study 
of anatomy and surgery must go hand in hand with the study of medi* 
cine. Though we can justly boast that surgery was not unknown to 
Ayurveda, it can not be denied that it remained where it was, and 
owing to the want of facilities for the study of human anatomy, sur¬ 
gical knowledge and practice did not go much beyond the rudimen¬ 
tary stage. The practitioners of Ayurveda must pay more attention 
to these subjects if they want to be efficient and to create confidence 
in the public. Religious scruples or sentiments must not be allowed 
to come in the way of dissecting the bodies of the available dead hu¬ 
man beings for the purpose of studying the human anatomy. It is 
true that many diseases which apparently require a surgical oppera- 
tion can be successfuly cured by the Ayurvedic treatment. But even 
for that purpose a thorough knowledge of anatomy will tend to greater 
efficiency and further research. The easiest way in which the study 
of Surgery and Ayurvedic medicine can be combined is the establish¬ 
ment of Post Graduate courses in Ayurveda in the existing medical 
colleges and schools as in Madras until it is found possible to establish 
separate Ayurvedic colleges in every Province and Ayurvedic schools 
in every town. The past conferences have tried to tackle this problem 
and the future conferences will surely continue their efforts with un¬ 
abated energy. The Benares Hindu University has done a distinct 
service in this behalf. 

The next immediate need of the hour is the publication of stand¬ 
ard books and text books on Ayurveda so as to be made easily avail¬ 
able to all. Some attempts hava already been made in this direction 
and a good deal yet remains to be done. Here I take the opportunity 
of congratulating the Ayurveda MahaMandal in publishing in comme¬ 
moration of this auspicious occasion the Rajat Jayanti Volume which 
is so beautifully compiled by that well-known exponent of Ayurveda, 
Rasayanacharya Kaviraj Pratapsinha Bhishagmani, who is connected 
practically with all the important Ayurvedic institutions of the country 
and is the Superintendent of the Ayurvedic Pharmacy of the Benares 
Hindu University. It is a volume which is worthy of the occasion. 
Every effort should now be made to spread the Ayurvedic literature 
so as to make it reach the homes of indigent villagers. The Ayurve¬ 
dic System of treatment is so simple and the ordinary drugs and herbs 
are so cheap that even with an elementarv knowledge of their use 
several petty ailments can be prevented and cured. Until recently 
the allopaths and the homeopaths had not made inroads into villages, 
and the villagers had to depend on their own knowledge of the use of 
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indigenous drugs and on the local hereditary vaidyas for the cure of 
diseases. But now-a-days the universities are turning out so many 
Bachelors of allopathic medicine and surgery that several of them have 
to betake themselves to villages and are gradually supplanting the in* 
digeuous methods of treatment. If this state of things continues for a 
generation more, the next generation of villagers is likely to be found 
ignorant of even the most elementary use of our simple indigenous 
drugs and plants like Jinjer and Tulasi, and may have to run to the 
allopathic degree-holders every now and then. To avoid this, the 
Maha Mandal should regard it as one of its foremost duties to keep 
and spread the knowledge of such drugs and plants in every corner of 
the country, in addition to the more onerous task of establishment of 
schools, colleges, and post graduate courses. 

There is much to be done towards the correct diagnosis of 
diseases, and the identification of plants and drugs. Several new 
diseases have been imported from over-seas countries, and though the 
Ayurvedic system provides for every conceivable kind of disease, 
such imported diseases do demand a further research. Similarly the 
identification of many valuable drugs and herbs mentioned in Charak 
and Sushruta has been unfortunately forgotten and the Maha Mandal 
has been trying to solve this difficulty, a good deal is still required to 
be done in this direction with the help of expert botanists and che¬ 
mists. The collection of the right samples of herbs and drugs, such 
as is now being exhibited in the Exhibition here is a step in the right 
direction. It is also worth while to consider whether some, of the 
allopathic drugs should not be availed of by the Ayurvedic Vaidyas. 
That is a problem for the experts to decide. 

The past twenty-five conferences have certainly achieved a good 
deal and it is our duty to congratulate with all our heart every one of 
those, whether unfortunately dead, or fortunately still living amongst 
us, who contributed to the bringing of the conference to its present 
position. If the future conferences continue to bring together the 
Ayurvedic Pandits every year and to hold such exhibitions as Ahme* 
dabad is proud to hold this year and succeeded in achieving the objects 
which the past conferences have been aiming at, the recovery of the 
ancient glory of Ayurveda and its universal recognition as the premier 
system of treatment of diseases will ere long be an accomplished fact 
and I hope that the Golden Jubilee will be celebrated with even great¬ 
er pride and joy and in the satisfaction that the end has been achiev¬ 
ed. May Dhanwantari, the great incarnation of Vishnu, enable the 
Maha Mandal to achieve this object for the sake of the suffering 
humanity and may the world reap the full benefits of Ayurveda. 
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lam sorry if I have disappointed you by my inability to say 
more on a subject, which is not in my line, but as I said, I whole* 
heartedly join you in rejoicing at the occasion and in praying for an 
even higher and more useful future for the All India Ayurveda Maha 
Mandal and the conferences to be held by it. 

1 thank you once again for the honour done to me and for the 
indulgence shown to me, and beg to resume my seat.

Sis Life Sketoh 

Born in December 1888 in the village of Brahmadesam, North 
Arcot district, Madras Presidency. His father was Vidwan Vijayara- 
ghava chariar, native of Malpakkam Village ( Chingleput Dt. ) under 
whom the Pandit studied Sanskrit literature. He studied Vyakaranam 
under Vyakaranam Rangacharya of Mannargudi in his 14th year. He 
lost his mother in his Sth year and the father in his 14th year and was 
left penniless. The helpless young Pandit bad to earn his livelihood 
and came to Madras in his l6th year. Fortunately he was able to se¬ 
cure the sympathy and favour of the late Prof. M. Rangacharya, Diwan 
Bahadur P. Anandacharlu and others, who appreciated his learning 
and scholarship and the former ( who was the Curator of the Govt. 
Oriental Mss. Library ) gave him an oppointment of Pandit's post in 
his Library. In his young age he has originally translated the fam¬ 
ous work Kadambari of Bhutta Bana, Megha Sandesha of Kalidasa 
and some other Sanskrit worksinto Tamil and some well known Publi¬ 
shers of Madras had undertaken the Publication of these works. In 
that young age he was able to teach Buddhism and some other Philo¬ 
sophical Science to Prof. Lakshminarasu and through these activities 
the Pandit became very popular among the highly learned people 
in his very young age. The Vaidyaratana Pandit D. Gopalacharlu 
happened to meet this young Pandit in the house of Prof. Lakshmi¬ 
narasu when he was teaching him Buddhism and asked him with- 
great enthusiasm to join the Madras Ayurvedic College of which he 
was the Principal. Prof. M. Rangacharyar and others advised the 
young Pandit to do so and joined the college in the year 1902 as a 
student. In the year he joined the college, special classes for Ana¬ 
tomy, Physiology, Midwifery, Hygiene and some other allied subjects 
were opened there and he underwent four years' courses of study in 
Ayurveda and all the allopathic subjects above mentioned getting 
scholarship from the college from the date he joined it. In the 
fifth year he got a scholarship of Rs. 25 a month specially to be as an 
apprentice under Pandit Gopalacharlu in the S. K. P. D, Hospital 
attached to the college. Then after having completed all his courses 
of study in the college he went to Calcutta in the 1907 and got some 
more practical training for some time under the late Mahamahopa- 
dhyaya Kaviraj Dwarkanath Sen, the famous Physician of Bengal. 
His activities in the medical line began to grow more and more. 
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Pandit M. Duraiswami Aiyangar then went to Trichinopoly and 
practised there as an independent Physician for over two years. 
Pandit D. Gopalacharlu asked him to come and settle at Madras and 
render his services to the Madras Ayurvedic College and to S. K. P. 
D. Dispensary and in obedience to his Guru's wishes and instructions 
he came back to Madras, ^e was working as a Professor in the Co< 
liege in which he studied and as an Asst. Physician in the Dispensary 
under Pandit Gopalacharlu for some years. After Pandit Gopala- 
charlu’s retirement from the services of the S. K. P. D, charities, 
Pandit Duraiswami Aiyanger was appointed as the Senior Physician 
in charge and he worked in the Dispensary for over I2 years. 
He was elected as General Secretary of the A.H India Ayurveda Maha- 
mandal when its Conference met at Rajahmundry and was occupying 
that office for four years or so. He was really responsible for the very 
useful Conference held at Colombo ( Ceylon ) on account of which 
there are now two Ayurvedic Colleges running in that island and also 
from another Conference held at Hardwar. He began to translate a 
a number of Standard Sanskrit Ayurvedic works into Tamil ( before 
which the Tamil world does not know a single Ayurvedic work ) such 
as Ashtanga hridya, Madhaw Nidana, Rasaratna Samuchaya, Sa- 
rangadhara Samhita and published them beautifully spending his 
pocket money without anybody’s help. His hundreds of very useful 
medical essays and articles, which are contribeuted to a number of lead¬ 
ing South Indian papers and periodicals are appreciated by all the 
people in Southern India. He started and edited the only popular 
Tamil Medical Journel Vaidya Kalanidhi for 9 years. He has written 
many Sanskrit literary works like Kiratarjuniya Gadya Sangraha etc. 
and has translated many Sahitya Granths ( Such as Sakuntala, Kira¬ 
tarjuniya, Raghuvansha, Hamsa Sandesaietc. ) in Tamil. He was 
the President of the Dravida Vaidya Provincial Conference held in 
Trichinopoly and of the Vaidya Vidvat Sammelan held at Tenali. 
He is the Chairman, Board of Examiners of The Jaffna Ayurvedic 
Medical College, member of the Selection Board and Board of Exami¬ 
ners, Govt. Indian Medical School, Madras and an Examiner, Ayur¬ 
veda Siromani Examinations of the Madras University. The Govern¬ 
ment were pleased to confer jupon him the Title of “Vaidyaralna” in 
the year 193s. His scholarship in Sanskrit, his learning in Tamil, his 
theoretical and practical knowledge in medicine are well recognised 
by the public of Madras presidency and many parts of the country 
including Ceylon and other places. Still he is energetically working 
for the cause of Ayurveda.

Co^y of letter No. ml V-578 dated February 9,1935 from the 
Deputy Secretary to Government, United Provinces Medical 
Department, to the President, All India Ayurvedic 
Mahamandal, Benares Hindu University 
Benares^ 

In compliance with the request contained in your letter dated 
November 18, 1934,1 am directed to furnish the following information 
regarding the development of Ayurvedic system of medicine in 
the U. P. 

1. In 1933-34 there were 148 Ayurvedic dispensaries and seven 
Ayurvedic teaching institutions in the U. P. ( aided by Government). 
The principal teaching institutions are the following; (a ) The Ayur* 
vedic College, Benares Hindu University, Benares and ( b) The Rishi- 
kul Ayurvedic College, Hardwar. 

2. The two teaching institutions above are respectively given 
an annual grant of Rs. 45,000 and Rs. 9,000 direct by Government. 
The other dispensaries and teaching institution^, including the dis« 
pensaries attached to the above two institutions, get grants from the 
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Board of Indian Medicinci U. P. at whose disposal Rs. 35,000 are 
placed annually by Government fpr distribution to deserving cases. 
It is hoped to restore the lump allotment at the disposal of Roard 
to it former figure of Rs 50,000 before very long, but owing to finan¬ 
cial stringency Government 4 )ave been compelled to cut down the 
allotment during the last thr^e year. The Board makes these grants 
on the recommendation of its grants-in-aid committee, which consists 
of the chairman (Sir Wazir Hasan Kt.) and six members and amounts 
rangs^rom Rs. do to Rs. 3,000 per annum. 

3. The Government have established a Board of Indian Medi¬ 
cine, the constitution of which is as follows. ^ 

( a ) A president appointed by Government 

( b ) One member elected by the Executive Council of each of the four 
universities, viz ( I ) The Benares Hindu (2) The Aligarh Muslim 
( 3 ) The Allahabad and ( 4 ) the Lucknow. 

( c ) Two representatives of the Ayurvedic teaching institutions in 
theU. P. 

( d i Two representatives of the Unani teaclung institutions in thelJ. P. 

( e ) Two registered Hakims to represent the registered hakims in 
theU. P. 

( f ) Two registered Vaids to represent the registered vaids in 
the U. P. 

( g ) One member elected by the U. P. Vaid Sammelan 
( h ) One member elected by the Anjuman-i Tibbiya. 

( i ) Two members elected by the U. P. Legislative Council 
( j ) Two members nominated by Government. 

The term of the members is three years and the headquarters 
of the Board are at Lucknow. The names of the existing members 
of the Board are given in the Civil List of the U. P. The functions of 
the Board are the following:— 

( i ) To advise Government in all matters connected with the orga¬ 
nisation and development of the Ayurvedic and Unani systems; 

( ii ) To prescribe courses of study for examinations; 

(iii ) To appoint examiners and conduct all examinations under the 
Indian Systems of Medicine; 

(iv ) To confer certificates, diplomas and degrees on the candidates 
who are successful at the examinations held by it; 

( V ) To register medical practitioners; 

( vi) To distribute grants placed by Government at the disposal of 
the Board; and 

(vii)To appoint sub-committees to advise the Board on technical 
questions. . . 
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2. The Board of Zadian Medicine. U. P., is the department of 
Government for the development of indigenous systems of medicine. 
The dispensaries are generally given grants by the Board on the 
condition that the patients are treated there free of charge. The 
activities of the Board represent fully what Government is doing in 
the U. P. for the development of indigenous system of medicine. An 
important and useful function of the Board is the registration of app* 
roved indigenous practitioners, in accordance with the rules approved 
-by Government. This registration gives the practitioners a distinct 
status and confers on them certain advantages, such as authority to 
issue certificates of age, leave and fitness for service to employees 
of local bodies and permission to stock poisonous drugs.

Sir, 

I am directed to refer to the correspondence resting with your 
letter dated the l6th October 1935 addressed to the Hon’ble Minister 
Local Self-Government and to enclose herewith copies of letters no. 
1187-157-IX, dated the 7th February 1935 and no. I29/V-578, dated 
the 9th February 1935 as issued by the Governments of the Central 
Provinces and the United Provinces respectively to the President, 
All India Ayurvedic Mahamaodal. 

There were altogether 41 Ayurvedic dispensaries in the province 
in 1928 viz. 27 maintained by the local bodies, 11 partially subsidised 
by them, 2 run by private individuals and only one attached to the 
Ayurvedic School at Patna maintained by Government. More recent 
information is not available in the Secretariat. The Ayurvedic School 
at Patna which is the only teaching institution of its kind is main* 
tained out of provincial revenues. A copy of the Annual report for 
the year 1933-34 which contains all the details of its working is en¬ 
closed*

Annual Report for the year 1933 - 34 - 
Introduction:—lo itmove long-felt want the Government of 
the Province established the Government Ayurvedic School in the 
July of 1926 with provisions to develop through training in all eight 
branches of this great Oriental Science. The school is in the 8th. 
year of its existence and is under the direct control of the Ministry of 
Local Self Government administered ordinarily by a Governing Body 
of Government nominated members. 
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Sessi 0 ns:^As Msudl ihQ new session of the school commenced 
from the re-opening of the school after the summer vacation on the 
17th. of July, 1933- 

Locatiom^The house occupied by the institution on the station 
road having been found to have offered but insufficient accommoda¬ 
tion particularly for new activities and extensions such as openings of 
Indoor Wards, Dissection Hall and laying out of the herbal garden 
etc. the authorities were obliged to shift school to a more specious 
mansion Ali Manzil on the Frazer Road. 

Studentry:^The complete strength of the scholars during the 
year under report was 130 as against 146 of the last year. 

Governing Body:—The year under report had two sets of members 
en the Governing Body. The retiring body was ever keen and enthu¬ 
siast in introducing several improvements towards the achievements 
of the aims of the institution. Our thanks therefore to them. The 
existing Governing Body have ever since the change in November, 
1933 ungrudgingly bore additional strains put on it in consequence of 
the unprecedented quake of fateful January 15th. this year. 

School Colony:—‘The premises of school having been rendered 
completely inhabitable and dangerous by the terrible quake, the 
question of housing the school else-where became a taxing problem 
with the Governing Body more since the ravages of the quake had 
spared none of the houses in the town to remain in its condition to be 
occupied by the school. Happily the vacant spaces of Khas Mahal in 
the New Kadamkuan area solved the housing difficulty. Formal 
permission of the Khas Mahal having been obtained for a plot in the 
said area, the school classes were held under canopies and some tem¬ 
porary sheds erected to lay up the school apparatus, Records, Medi¬ 
cines, Furniture and other articles. 

Our grateful thanks to Mr. J. L. Merriman for his sympathy and 
permission to use the Khas Mahal land for the school purposes and 
to Mr. G. A. Gadbole, 1. C. S. for his offer of number of canopies 
for our use and to Khan Bahadur Hamid, Special Officer, Patna Muni¬ 
cipality for his sympathy and promptness in allowing all possible 
facilities of road, light and water etc, to us in our New Colony* 

Advisory Committee:—A committee of experts and savants in the 
AyurvedictScience exists to advise and counsel the Governing Body 
in matters technical and conduct all the External Examinations of 
the school. 

They have as well, with great dexterity and with utmost credit 
to themselves helped the Governing Body and the Government in 
deciding what title or degrees should be conferred upon the successful 
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candidates of the school. As an emblem of real efficiency the title 
of ''Graduate in Ayurvedic Medicine and Surgery” in place of the 
former "Ayurvedacharya” is admirable and envious which inspite of 
continued struggle the Hindu University did not have it. Laudable 
has been the interest evinced by the Advisory Committee in general 
and that by Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Gananatha Sen, M. A. L, M. 
S. etc, in particular who even in his most delicate and weak health 
never evaded his presence in Patna whenever required for the good 
of the institution. 

Library:—ThQ total number of books in the library is 272 only as 
in the previous year, namely 47 books in English, 206 in Sanskrit, 15 
in Hindi and 4 in Bengali. 

Teaching stajS ^:—The teaching staff of the school remained practi* 
cally the same as in the year 1931~32. It consists of a Principal and 
seven professors. 

Out-door Dispensary:—TYittt is an Out-door dispensary attached 
to the school where free medicines are distributed to the public. Year 
after year the dispensary has been growing in popularity as is evi¬ 
dent from the increasing number of patients attending the same for 
the last eight years. The dispensary has been of great help to the 
students of the school in their practical training in diagnosis and 
treatment of diseases. The work of the dispensary is carried on by 
the junior compounder with the assistance of the students on duty 
in batches. 

Pharmacyx —Medicines distributed in the dispensary are prepared 
in the school pharmacy from raw materials under the supervision of 
the Vaidya-in-charge of the dispensary. The pharmacy work is 
carried on by the Head Compounder and two menial servants. Stu¬ 
dents also attend the pharmacy class in batches and learn the method 
of preparation of medicines. The department is greatly helped by 
the students, attending the pharmacy class, in the preparation of 
medicines. 

Museum :—The school has got a museum of its own where speci¬ 
mens of different kinds of herbs, minerals and drugs are collected to 
enable the students to identify them and study their properties. The 
museum contains at present kinds of such specimens. It receives 
grant from the Government with the help of which the number of 
samples have been increasing every year. Medicinal herbs and plants 
upon the use where^ the Ayurvedic system of medicine chiefly de¬ 
pends are grown within the school compound. The students derive 
much benefit thereby as they get first band practical training of 
distinguishing one herb from the other.

Science Departmut:~-Thn department contains a physical and 
chemical laboratory on a small scale, where training is given to stude¬ 
nts by practical experiments. The equipment of the laboratory has 
been increased with the help of the Government grant. It is hoped 
that this department will be of great assistance in doing the research 
work of the Ayurvedic system. 

Anatomical SectioH:^This section contains a large number of models 
and charts which are shown to the students in the anatomy and 
Physiology classes. The demonstrations are very helpful to students 
in grasping the subjects intelligently and thoroughly. Dissection of 
goats, frogs etc. were also made several times during the year under 
review and the students took great interest in them. 

Ras Department.'^The department has been doing very useful 
work in teaching the students to prepare important Chemical Compo> 
unds of Ayurveda. The dispensary gets its supply to a great extent 
of reduced metals, medicines and perpared Chemical Compounds 
from this section. It has got a large number of samples of Chemical 
Compounds prepared by the students under the supervision of the 
Professor-in-change. 

Pathological Department:—Th\s department contains a small labo¬ 
ratory with necessary apparatus and arrangements for the chemical 
tests of urine. 

Shalya Department: —This department contains apparatus for 
Shalya Practical demonstrations according to the theories and Shastric 
formula of Sushruta. 

Shalakya Department:^The department deals with the treatment 
of the diseases of eyes, ears, nose and throats. 

Athletic Cluh' —The club has been in charge of Babu Sukhram 
Prasad a member of the teaching staff of the school, who is its 
President. The club has introduced various shorts of games for the 
students such as Foot-ball, Badminton, Tennis, Hocky etc. Several 
friendly and inter-class matches of foot-ball were played during the 
year under review and the students took keen interest in them. 

Students Association: —The aim of the association is to improve 
the general knowledge of the students by writing essays and 
holding debates on medical and other subjects involving research. 

There is also common-room attached to this association 
where a large number of medical and literary books and Journals 
subscribed for by the students are available to them and are made 
use of by them in their hours of leisure and at evening from 5 P. M. 
to 6 P. M. Thh association and the common-room are under the 
supervision of Kaviraj Bidhubhusan Sen, a professor of the school 
who is the President of the association. 
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Poor Boys* The fund has been started with a view to help 

the poor students of the school. The chief source ol income of the 
fund is the amount subscribed voluntarily by the professors and 
students of the school the minimum amount being annas -8- per year. 
The fund remains under the control of the Principal. 

Income and Expenditure:'-The total expenditure of the school for 
the year 1933-34 was Rs. l 9 fi 56 - 0-3 only as against Rs. 18,054-15-6 
in 1932-33. The income from fees and fines during the year was Rs. 
2 i 376-7-0 as against Rs. 2,804-9-0 in 1932 - 33 - 

Examination :—The final and Preliminary examination of the 
school for the year 1933 commenced from the 22nd. April and conti¬ 
nued upto 2nd. May. Ayurveda Panchanan Pandit Jagannath Prasad 
Sukul and Kaviraj Pratap Sinha came and conducted the examination. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to note that out of the 20 
students in the Final Examination 17 were successful, 9 being placed 
in the I st. Division, 3 in the 2nd. Division and 5 in the 3 rd. Divi¬ 
sion and out of the 39 who sat for the Preliminary Examination 34 
came out successful 5 being placed in the I st. Division, 15 in the 
2nd. Division and 14 in the 3rd. Division. 

Of 6 students who sat at the Supplementary Final and Prelimi¬ 
nary Examination held in the month of October, 1933 all were 
successful.

PrincipaVs Remarh-^ThQ baneful effect of the last terrible earth¬ 
quake has by no means been insignificant and negligible and we have 
been no exception to its wide and extensive ravages. In the most 
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miserable plight have been the students the very main interest of ouf 
school. The staff has been equally miserable. Furniture and other 
articles in considerable number both of the school and dispensary 
have been damaged and broken by tremours, by fall of the roofs and 
walls and not least through transplantation to our present colony. 

Classes are being held either in the open or under canopies in 
all weathers. All these were enough to embrace the Governing Body 
and the Principal but their keen sense of duty baffled all confusions. 
But there is a silver lining behind the darkest cloud. It has afforded 
opportunities for the display of the latent faculties in our staff and 
students. Staff has been admirably co-operating with me in maintain¬ 
ing the standard of our efficiency. Students have learnt to render 
mutual help and nurse their sick fellows with great discipline under 
the supervision of one of their professors which affords them the addi¬ 
tional opportunity for clinical training. Despite all odds by way of 
accomodation and others the Dispensay has been preparing and 
stocking for free distribution to the patients medicines of right 
standard and efficacy. The distress of the quake stricken area awak¬ 
ened the students to the sense of the service and sacrifice they have 
also imbibed from their Ayurvedic study. To mitigate the sufferings 
of the people these students in batches rendered the keenest service 
and most efficient aid all over the stricken area for sufficiently a 
long period while a centre of theirs still exists at Muzaffarpur as the 
suffering there was the greatest. These servants of humanity had at 
their disposal the huge stock of all ordinary and even costliest Medi" 
cines of the Ratnaker Aushadhalaya, Hajipur so generously offered 
by its proprietor for free distribution among the sick. Finally the 
Principal has to express his sense of personal gratitude to the presi¬ 
dent Mr. Justice Verma for his ready responses to him. 

President’s Remarks:—The President and the members of the 
Governing Body regret that the terrible earthquake in January taxed 
the resources of the school to its utmost capacity but they are glad 
to note that the zeal and tact of the Principal and the loyal support 
of the staff under him did not allow this calamity to interfere much 
with the teaching in the school. The students also showed great 
courage and power of endurance in continuing their studies as well as 
doing relief work at various centres.

Out of these patients treated in the year i 933 - 34 > 12,292 were 
new patients. Amongst the new patients 6,218 were mails, 2,419 
females 2,221 male children and 1,434 were female children. Patients 
suffering from all sorts of diseases attended the dispensary but the 
special diseases which were treated with great success are on the 
following:— 

Rheumatism, Luccorhea, Abdominal Tumour, Chronic fever. 
Enlarged liver. Spleen, Aneamia, Jaundice, Dropsy, dispepsia, and 
Pthisis etc. 

The shifting of the Dispensary to a locality like that of Ali Manjil 
in the Fraser Road was enough by itself to bring a sudden fall in 
attendance of patients and what attendance would remain is due to 
the wonderful efficacy of the medicine and the growing faith of the 
people in the system. 
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AMson school has got an Advi8or> Committee 

consisting of three members viz. Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Gana- 
nath Sen, Saraswati M. A., L M. S., of Calcutta, Ayurveda Punchaoan 
Pandit Jagannath Prasad Shukul of Allahabad and Kaviraj Pratap 
Sinha of Benares Hindu University. There were six meetings of the 
Committee during the year under review.

To promote the science of Ayurveda and Ayurvedic treatment in 
the State, a separate department was organised about half a century 
ago. The department is now in a flourishing condition and the scope 
of its activities is steadily widening. To meet the growing demands of 
the department, the State is incurring increased expenditure year after 
year. The Department comprises of two branches, yiz., the medical and 
the educational, each under the control of an independent officer. 

On the medical side, there is a Government Ayurveda Hospital 
in the capital city. Here, medicines are dispensed free to all people 
alike and the institution is getting more and more popular as years go 
by, as seen from the increasing number of in-patients and out-patients 
that resort to it. There are 3 Aided Ayurveda Hospitals and 12; aided 
Vaidyasalas ( Dispensaries), besides 125 State Recognised Vaidya- 
salas distributed over the country. The 3 private grant-in-aid Hospi¬ 
tals receive a grant of Rs. 50 each per mensem from Government. Of 
the 127 grant-in-aid Vaidyasalas ( Dispensaries) in the state, 4 receive 
a grant of Rs. 30 each per mensem, 9, Rs. 25 each, 34, Rs. 20 each and 
80, Rs. 15 each. There are also several private reputed Va*dyans of 
long standing. Lady Vaidyans and Vaidyans belonging to backward 
communities are specially encouraged by the award of grants-in-aid. 
Ayurveda Physician ^of hereditary families are encouraged by the 
award of honoraria, civil pensions etc., by the Palace. Besides the 
treatmenfof general^diseases,[there are specialists in Balachikitsa and 
Marma chikitsa'and for the treatment of poison cases and of eye 
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diseases. The state also encourages Vaidyans practising in the Sidha 
and Unani systems of treatment. The Municipalities in the State are 
also encouraging Ayurvedic institutions established within their juris¬ 
diction by awarding grants out of their funds. 

There is a Government Ayurveda Pharmacy which is intended 
to meet [the demand for the supply of prepared medicines to the 
Government Ayurveda Hospital and to impart practical training to 
the students of the Ayurveda College in the preparation of medicines. 
About 6 months back, a selling branch was opened in the Pharmacy 
with the object of selling medicines of standard quality to the public 
at comparative!V cheaper rates than are obtaining in other private 
pharmacies which are not a few in the State. Steps are in progress 
for the opening of an Ayurveda Herbarium on a large scale for 
rearing rare medicinal herbs and for affording facilities to the students 
of the Ayurveda College to familiarise themselves with the different 
varieties of herbs. To supervise the work of the Ayurveda medical 
institutions in the State, there is a separate officer under Government 
designated as “the Inspector of Ayurveda”. 

On the educational side of the Department, there are five 
teaching institutions. One is the Government Ayurveda College at 
the Capital of the State and the remaining four are aided Ayurvedic 
High Schools in the moffusil. 

The four Aided High Schools receive a monthly grant of Rs. 30- 
each per mensem from Government. They are correlated to the 
Government Ayurveda College at the capital. Education in Ayurvpdic 
Science is encouraged by the grant of 40 scholarships to the students 
of the college till they finish the 5th year course and appear for the 
diploma of Vaidyakalanidhi. The highest degree awarded by the 
College is the ^‘Ayurveda Achariya”. A gold medal known as “the 
Shasatiyabdapurthi Gold Medal” has been lately instituted for award 
each year to an Ayurveda Vaidyan who writes the best scientific 
account of a successful treatment according to Ayurveda. Stipends 
and scholarships are awarded to students who go for higher studies in 
Ayurveda outside the Slate. At present, there is a scholarship-holder 
from the State in the College of Ayurveda of the Benares Hindu Uni¬ 
versity. Rare Ayurvedic manuscripts are collected and published 
at Government cost. Very lately, a valuable book on Ayurveda 
intended for the use of practising Ayurvedic Physicians was publi¬ 
shed under the name of “Chikitsa Manjari". The Ayurvedic educa¬ 
tional institutions in the State are under the control of the Principal of 
the Government Ayurveda College.

There are altogether 191 Ayurvedic Institutions in the State, in 
13 of which instruction is imparted. Of these 191 institutions, 1/ are 
Vaidyasalas managed and supervised by Village Panchayats, 6 are 
institutions for the treatment of snake>bite and other poisons, one is 
a central institute from which medicines are supplied free to the 6 
institutions, one is a vaidyasala for the treatment of Lepers and 2 
are hospitals. 

2. Each of the Vaidyasalas under the management of the Village 
Panchayats receives an annual recurring grant of Rs. 600 from the 
Government. The institutions for the treatment of poison cases are 
paid an annual grant of Rs. 300 and the Central Institute is entirely 
financed by Government and is unlike any other Government Hospi¬ 
tal, The vaidyasala for treatment of Leprosy is also paid an annual 
grant of Rs. 600. 

3. Of the two hospitals, one is run by the Government with State 
funds and the other is a private institution. Government have pro¬ 
mised to contribute to the latter amounts upto a maximum of Rs. 
30,000. More than half of it has already been paid. 

4. Besides these, Village Vaidians and Scout Masters are also 
given every year special training in first aid in poisoil treatment at 
Government 'expense. Medicines are also supplied free to persons 
so trained.

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I.-RULES FOR THE REGISTRATION OF PRACTITIONERS 
OF INDIAN MEDICINE. 

[ Corrected up to 31st March 1936 ] 

( G. 0 . No. 231, P. H.f dated 1st February 1933 ) 

Section i. 

I. Persons possessing any of the following qualifications shall 
be eligible for registration ;— 

( i) Diplomas in Indian Medicine granted by the Board of Examiners 
in Indian Medicine appointed by the Gevernment of Madras. 

(ii) Diplomas in Indian Medicine granted by or under the authority 
of the Government of India or a Provincial Government or an 
Indian State or by any recognized University or Examination 
body in India, provided that applications for the recognition 
of such diplomas are recommended by the Central Board of 
Indian Medicine, Madras, and accepted by the Government of 
Madras. 

( iii) Holders of Government titles of professional eminence like 
Vaidya Ratna and Shifa-ul-Mulk. 

( iv ) Other practitioners of Indian Medicine who do not hold any of 
the qualifications noted above but are granted special recognition 
by the Government of Madras on their applications being re¬ 
commended by the Central Board of Indian Medicine.

(i) The Board may refuse to permit the registration of any per* 
son who has been convicted of any such offence as implies, in the 
opinion of the Board, a defect of character, or who, after an enquiry 
at which an opportunity has been given to the candidate to be heard 
in person or by pleader, has been guilty of professional misconduct. 

(ii ) The Board may, if it sees fit, and after giving due notice 
to the person concerned and inquiring into his objections, if any, order 
that any entry in the register which shall be proved to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Board to have been fraudulently or incorrectly made or 
brought about, be cancelled or amended. 

(iii) The Board may, after holding an enquiry at which an 
opportunity has been given to the person concerned to be heard in 
person or by pleader, direct the removal altogether or for a special 
period, from the register of thenamqof any registered practitioner 
for the same reasons for which registration may be refused by the 
Board under rule (i ) above. The Board may also direct that any 
name so removed shall be restored. 

(iv ) Any enquiry under the above rules may be held by a Com¬ 
mittee consisting of five members of the Board elected for the pur¬ 
pose by the Board. The Board or the Committee, as the case may be,

( vii ) Where the information in question is in the nature of a 
complaint by a person or body charging a medical practitioner with 
professional misconduct, such complaint shall be made in writing 
addressed to the Secretary, and shall state the grounds of complaint 
and shall be accompanied by one or more declarations as to the facts 
of the case. 

( viii) Every declaration must state the description and true place 
of abode of the declarant; and where the facts stated in a decleration 
are not within the personal knowledge of the declarant, the source of 
the information and grounds for the belief of the declarant in its truth 
must be accurately and fully stated. 

( ix ) ( fl ) The abstract and where a complaint has been lodged, 
the complaint, and all other documents bearing on fhe case, shall be 
submitted by the Secretary to the President, who may, if he thinks 
fit, instruct the Secretary to furnish the medical practitioner concern¬ 
ed with a copy of the complaint and other documents and invite him 
by means of a registered letter to submit any explanation he may 
have to offer. The documents, including any explanation submitted 
by the practitioner to the Secretary, shall then be placed before the 
Board. 

The Board may thenr- 

( 1 ) order that all further proceedings be stopped ; or 
( 2 ) appoint a Committee to consider the matter and submit 
a report to the Board as to whether proceedings should 
be instituted under rules ( i) to ( ii ) above ; or 
( 3 ) direct that a regular enquiry be held by the Board or a 
Committee thereof appointed under rule (iv ) above, 

A Committee appointed to make a preliminary inquiry shall 
have power to cause further investigation to be made and further 
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evidence to be taken and to take any legal advice or procure any 
legal assistance it may think necessary. The Committee shall report 
to the Board. 

( ^ ) If the Board consider that the case is one in which an inquiry 
under rule (i) or rule (ii) or rule (iii) above ought to be held, the Presi¬ 
dent shall direct the Secretary to take steps for the institution of any 
inquiry and for having the case heard and determined by the Board. 

( X ) The Board or Committee thereof appointed under rule ( iv ) 
above shall observe in inquiries held by them the procedure laid down 
in the following rules. 

( xi) When the charge is brought by a complainant they shall 
require the complaint to be reduced to writing and accepted by the 
complainant. The articles of charge and a list of documents and wit¬ 
nesses by which each charge is to be sustained shall then be prepared 
and the Secretary shall issue a notice in writing on behalf of the 
Board addressed to the medical practitioner concerned. Such notice 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the articles of charge and list of 
witnesses and documents referred to above and shall inform the medi¬ 
cal practitioner concerned, of the day on which and hour at which the 
Board or Committee intend to deal with the case and shall call upon 
him to attend before the Board or Committee on that day and hour. 
The notice shall be in the form appended to these rules, with such 
variations as circumstances may require. It shall be served on the 
medical practitioner fifteen clear days before the beginning of the in¬ 
quiry and shall be accompanied by a copy of rules ( i ), (ii and ( iv ) 
above and of the rules to regulate the procedure for conducting any 
inquiry referred to in those rules. Service of the notice may be made 
either by delivery to the medical practitioner in person or by register¬ 
ed letter addressed to his usual residence. 

( xii ) In every case in which the Board resolve that an enquiry 
shall be instituted and notice of inquiry is issued accordingly, the 
complainant (if any ) and the medical practitioner concerned shall, 
upon request in writing signed by the party or his pleader, be entitled 
to be supplied by the secretary with a copy of any declaration, expla¬ 
nation, answer or other dacument given or sent to the Board by or on 
behalf of the other party, which such other party will be entitled on 
proper proof to use at the hearing as evidence in support of, or in 
answer to, the .charge specified in the notice of inquiry. 

(xiii) Any answer, evidence, or statement forwarded, or appli* 
cation made by the medical practitioner between the date of the issue 
of the notice and the day named for the hearing of the charge, shall 
be dealt with by the President in such manner as he shall think fit. 
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(xiv) Copies of all material documents which are laid before the 
Board or Committee as evidence in regard to the case shall be made 
and furnished to each member of the Board or Committee as the case 
may be before the hearing of the case. 

(xv) At the hearing of the case by the Board or Committee the 
complainant and also the medical practitioner concerned may, if they 
so desire, be represented or assisted by pleaders. 

( xvi ) When the complainant appears personally or by pleader, 
the order of procedure shall be as follows :— 

(a) The complainant shall exhibit the articles of charge to the 
Board or Committee, which shall be openly read. 

(b) The medical practitioner concerned shall then be called 
upon to plead “guilty” or “not guilty” to each of them, which 
plea shall forthwith be recorded with the articles of charge. 
If the medical practitioner refuses or without reasonable 
cause neglects to appear to answer the charge either per* 
sonally or by pleader, he shall be taken to admit the truth of 
the articles of charge. 

(c) The complainant may then address the Board or Committee 
in explanation of the articles of charge and of the evidence 
by which they are proved. 

{d) The oral and documentary evidence shall then be exhibited. 
The witnesses shall be examined by or on behalf of the com¬ 
plainant and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the 
medical practitioner concerned. The complainant shall then 
be entitled to re-examine the witnesses on any point on which 
they have been cross-examined. No questions should be 
asked in re-examination on any new matter without leave of 
the Board. The Board or Committe may put such questions 
as they think fit. 

(e) If before the close of the case for the complainant, it shall 
appear necessary, the Board or Committee may in their 
discretion, allow the complainant to exhibit evidence not in¬ 
cluded in the list furnished to the medical practitioner con¬ 
cerned or may themselves call for new evidence, and in such 
case the medical practitioner shall be entitled to have, if he 
demands it, an adjournment of the proceedings for three 
clear days, before the exhibition of such new evidence, 
exclusive of the day of adjournment and of the day to which 
the proceedings are adjourned. 

if) When the case for the complainant is closed, the medical 
practitioner concerned shall be required to make his defence, 
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orally or in writing, as he shall prefer. If made in writing, 
it shall be openly read and a copy shall be given at the same 
time to the complainant. 

(g) The evidence for the defence shall then be exhibited, and 
the witnesses examined, who shall be liable to cross- 
examination and re-examination and to examination by the 
Board or Committee in the same manner as the witnesses for 
the complainant. 

(A) The Board or Committee or some persons appointed by them 
shall take notes in English of all the oral evidence, which shall 
be read aloud to each witness by whom the same was given, 
and if necessary explained to him in the language in which 
it was given, and shall be recorded with the proceedings. 

(t) If the medical practitioner concerned makes only an oral 
defence and exhibits no evidence, the inquiry shall end with 
his defence. If he records a written defence or exhibits 
evidence, the complainant shall be entitled to a general oral 
reply on the whole case and may also exhibit evidence, to 
contradict any evidence exhibited for the defence, in which 
case the medical practitioner concerned shall not be entitled 
to any adjournment of the proceedings, although such new 
evidence were not included in the list furnished to him. 

(J) When the Board or Committee shall be of opinion that the 
articles of charge, or any of them, are not drawn with suffi¬ 
cient clearness and precision, the Board or Committe may, 
in their discretion, require the same to be amended, and may 
thereupon, on the application of the complainant or the 
medical practitioner concerned, adjourn the inquiry for such 
time as they may consider reasonable. The Board or Commi¬ 
ttee may also, if they think fit, adjourn the inquiry from 
time to time, on the application of either the complainant or 
the medical practitioner concerned, of the ground of sickness 
or unavoidable absence of any witness or such other cause 
as they may consider reasonable. When such application 
is made apd refused, the Board or Committee shall record 
the application and their reasons for refusing to comply 
with it. ^ 

(xvii)—(a) When there is no complainant, or no complainant 
appears the proceedings shall begin by the Secretary reading to this 
Board the notice of inquiry addressed to the medical practitioner 
concerned and the articles of charge and stating the evidence by 
which the articles of charge are supported, 
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(^) The medical practitioner shall then be called upon to plead 
"‘guilty” or “not guilty.” The further proceedings shall be conducted 
in substantial accordance with the procedure laid down in rule (xvi) 
above. 

(xviii) The Board or Committee may, at their discretion, hold the 
inquiry in camera. 

(xix) (a) Upon the conclusion of the case, the Board or Commi¬ 
ttee will deliberate thereon in private, and at the conclusion of the 
deliberations the Board or Committee shall vote on the question 
whether the articles of charge are proved or not and whether they 
show that the medical practitioner concerned has been guilty of 
professional misconduct or not. 

() If the Board or Committee by a majority find the medical 
practitioner guilty of professional misconduct, the President shall 
direct the Secretary not to register his name if he be an applicant for 
registrarion, or to erase his name altogether or for a specified period 
from the register of medical practitioners if he is already a registered 
practitioner, except in cases where the Board or Committee consider 
that in view af extenuating circumstances the practitioner may be let 
off with a warning. 

( XX ) When the registration of the name of any medical practi¬ 
tioner is refused or when the name of any registered medical practi¬ 
tioner is removed from the register in accordance with the provisions 
of the preceding rules, the Secretary shall forthwith send notice of 
such refusal or removal to the medical practitioner concerned, and 
such notice shall be sent by a registered letter addressed to his last 
known address. The Secretary shall also send forthwith intimation 
of any such refusal or removal to the body or bodies from whom the 
medical practitioner received his qualification or qualifications and 
shall request them not to admit him to any examination for any new 
qualification which is registrable in the register of registered practi¬ 
tioners without previous reference to the Board.

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Rules regulating the election oli registered 
Vaidyas and Hakims as members of the 
Board of Indian Medicine, U. P. 


I. In these rules “Board” means the Board of Indian Medicine, 
United Provinces; “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Board; 
“Secretary” means the Secretary of the Board and a “registered 
Vaidya” means a Vaidya and a “registered Hakim” means a Hakim 
whose name is entered in the Register of Vaidyas and Hakims 
prescribed by rule I of the Rules for compilation and publication of 
the register of Vaidyas and Hakims. 

2. Two electoral rolls of persons eligible for election as members 
of the Board shall be prepared by the Secretary—one for registered 
Vaidyas in form no. I and the other for registered Hakims in form 
no. II annexed to these rules. 

3. A copy of the electoral roll in form no. I shall be sent by 
registered post to each registered Vaidya, and a copy of the electoral 
roll in form no. II shall be similarly sent to each Hakim, at least two 
months before the date of an election. Such copy shall be accom¬ 
panied by a nomination paper in form no. Ill or IV annexed to these 
rules as the case may be specifying therein the date and time fixed for 
the return of the nomination paper. 

4- An election shall take place at the office of the Board on such 
date and time or between such hours as may be fixed by the Chairman. 
The date and the time fixed for the return of the nomination paper 
and the date, time and place of election shall be recorded in forms 
nos. I and II before they are issued. 

5. Any person whose name appears on the electoral roll shall 
be eligible for nomination as a candidate for election. 

6. Any Vaidya or Hakim whose name is on the roll and who 
intends to stand for election shall fill up a nomination form in form 
no. Ill or IV as the case may be and after signing it himself and 
getting it signed by one elector as proposer and by another as second* 
er shall send the same in a sealed cover by registered post or by 
hand to the Secretary so as to reach him not later than the date and 
time specified for the return of the same. 
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7. Ko elector shall subscribe, propose or second the nomination 
of more persons than there are seats in the particular electorate to 
which he belongs. If more than such number of nominations signed 
by the same elector be received, all such nomination papers shall be 
held to be invalid. 

8. When a nomination paper is received, the Secretary, or any 
other person authorized by the Chairman, shall forthwith endorse 
thereon the date and hour of the receipt and shall place it in safe 
custody, and shall also have the date and hour of receipt entered in 
a register in form no. V annexed to these rules. 

9. The Secretary shall fix a date and hour for the scrutiny of 
the nomination papers not larer than a week from the date fixed for 
the presentation of the nomination papers, notice whereof shall be 
given by entering the same in forms nos. Ill and IV before they are 
issued. On the date and hour so fixed the Secretary shall lay for 
scrutiny all nomination papers received by him together with the 
register in form no. V before the Chairman. The Chairman shall 
scrutinize such nomination papers and shall decide ail questions which 
may arise as to the validity of any nomination, and his decision on 
all such questions shall be final. 

10. Any candidate or his proposer or seconder may be present 
at the scrutiny of nomination papers and shall be entitled to examine 
any nomination papers he desires. 

11. Nomination papers which are received in the office of the 
Board after the date and hour specified in form no. Ill or form no. IV 
shall be rejected. 

12. If any objection is made that any nomination paper does 
not comply with these rules or with the instructions contained therein 
or in any other paper, or is for any other reason invalid, or if an ob¬ 
jection is taken to the rejection of a nomination paper such objection, 
shall be decided by the Chairman, whose decision shall be final. 

13. The Chairman shall at the time of the scrutiny endorse “Re¬ 
jected” on any nomination paper which is rejected under rule 11 or 
which is held to be invalid. 

14. Any nominated candidate may withdraw his candidature by 
sending to the Secretary a written and signed withdrawal not later 
than two clear days before the date fixed for the scrutiny of the nomi¬ 
nation papers. Such withdrawal shall not be allowed subsequently to 
be cancelled. 

15. If on the scrutiny of the nomination papers it is found that 
the number of duly nominated candidates does not exceed the number 
of members to be elected, the Chairman shall forthwith declare such 
candidate or candidates to be elected. 



16. In case the number of nominated candidates exceeds the 
number of members to be elected, the Secretary shall prepare a voting 
paper for duly nominated Vaidyas in form no. VI and voting paper for 
duly nominated Hakims in form no. VIl ( annexed to these rules ). He 
shall then send a copy of the voting paper in form no. VI to all regis¬ 
tered Vaids and a copy of voting paper in form no. VII to all registered 
Hakims, and require them to send their votes in accordance with these 
rules by registered post or by hand in a sealed cover within fifteen 
days of the issue of the voting paper. The vote shall be recorded by 
the entry of the name of the person to be elcted in the column pres¬ 
cribed therefor by the elector with his own hand. Each registered 
Vaidya or Hakim shall be entitled to vote for as many persons as there 
are vacancies to be filled up from the electorate to which he belongs, 
but he shall not be entitled to give more than one vote to one person. 

17. As soon as a voting paper is received, the Secretary or any 
other person authorized by the Chairman shall note the date and hour 
of receipt thereon, and shall place it in safe custody, and shall also 
have such date and hour entered in a register in form no. VIII. 

18. Voting papers which are received in the office of the Board 
after the date and hour specified therein shall be rejected. 

19. On the date and at the hour fixed for election, the Secretary 
shall lay for scrutiny and counting of votes all voting papers wnich he 
may have received together with the register in form no. VIII before 
the Chairman who shall scrutinize them and shall decide all questions 
which may arise as to the validity of any voting paper and his deci¬ 
sion on such questions shall be final. 

20. Any nominated candidate may be present in person or may 
send a representative duly authorized by him in writing to watch the 
process of counting. If a candidate or his duly authorized represen¬ 
tative desires to examine any voting paper, he shall be allowed to do 
so on the date and during the hours fixed for the election. 

21. If any objection is made that any voting paper does not com¬ 
ply with these rules or with the instructions contained therein or in 
any other paper or is otherwise invalid or if any objection is taken to 
the rejection of a voting paper under Rule 18, such objection shall be 
decided by the Chairman, whose decision shall be final. 

22. The Chairman shall at the time of scrutiny endorse “Re¬ 
jected” on any voting paper which he may reject under Rule 18, or on 
the ground that it does not comply with.these rules or with the instruc¬ 
tions on the voting or any other paper. 

23. After the votes have been counted, theChairthan shall forth¬ 
with declare the candidate or candidates to whom the largest number 
of votes have been given to be elected. 
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24. In case of equality of votes between any two or more candi¬ 
dates election shall be made by lot to be drawn in the presence of the 
Chairman and in such manner as he may direct. 

25. Upon the completion of the scrutiny and the counting of 
votes and after the result has been declared, the Secretary in the pre¬ 
sence of the Chairman shall seal up the voting, nomination and other 
papers and shall retain the same for a period of two months from the 
date of the election and thereafter cause them to be destroyed. 

26. The names of the elected candidates shall be reported to 
the Local Government, which shall declare the date from and the pe¬ 
riod for which the election shall be operative, and the result of the 
election with such declaration shall be published in the United Pro¬ 
vinces Government Gazette. 

27. No election shall be invalidated by reason of the non-receipt 
by an elector of his voting or any other paper. 

28. The decision of the Local Government on any question that 
may arise as to the intention, construction or application of these 
rules shall be final. 

29. These rules shall apply as far as may be to elections to be 
made to fill up casual vacancies occurring within the prescribed term. 
Such election shall be made for the residue of the term of the member 
whose vacancy is to be filled. 

( Note—Necessary forms for purposes of the election will be supplied to each elec¬ 
tor in due course.)

Ayurvedic Schools. 

Ordinanoes and Eegnlations. 

1. No candidate shall be admitted to the Diploma of Ayurveda- 
Visharada unless he shall have attended the prescribed course of 
studies which shall cover a period of four years after his passing the 
examination, qualifying him for admission to the school of Ayurveda. 

2. No student shall be admitted to a course of studies in the 
school unless he shall have passed the admission examination which 
the Principal of the school will hold every year 

(i) Students who have passed the sniyyf of Kashi or 
equivalent examination of some other recognized institu¬ 
tion will be exempted from Sanskrit papers. 

(ii) Students who have passed the Matriculation Examination 
of the High School and Intermediate Board will have to 
appear in Sanskrit and Hindi only. 

3. Students will have to appear in practical examination at the 

end of the first year in (I ) ( Chemistry ) and 

( Physics ), and ( Biology ).

y. No re* examination of the answer-books is allowed, but re¬ 
totalling of marks can be done on the candidate paying a fee of Rs. 

5 only. 

8. On payment of a fee of Rs. 2 only, the applicant will be su¬ 
pplied with his aggregate marks as well as the marks obtained in the 
subject in which he fails. The candidate must apply for his marks 
within two months from the date of publication of the results. 

General regulations. 

1. No student will be allowed to appear at any examination 
unless he has attended at least 75 per cent, of the lectures in each 
subject. 

2. No student will be allowed to appear at any examination 
with whose progress the lecturers of different subjects are not satisfied. 

3. Before appearing at the examinations students must produce 
a certificate from the teacher of having attended a full course of prac¬ 
tical classes. 

4. Students must keep regular notebooks of their work in prac¬ 
tical classes which will have to be produced before the examiner who 
will pay them due consideration. 

5. The lecturer shall keep a regular record of the marks 
obtained by the students in various examinations held in the class 
from time to time and shall produce it before the examiner who will 
duly consider it. 

6. Attendance at all the examinations, whether of class or 
Board, is compulsory. Students, not present in the examinations, even 
if due to illness, will be supposed to have obtained O marks which be 
entered against their names.

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THE PROSPECTUS OF THE GOVERNMENT SCHOOL OF 
INDIAN MEDICINE, MADRAS. 

Introduction, 

1. The Government School of Indian Medicine, Madras, was 
established in pursuance of G. O. No. 1581, P.H., dated 3rd November 
1924, and regular work was begun on the 5th January 1925. 

2. The school works in three sections, viz, Ayurveda, Siddha 
and Unani. 

3. The School is intended to provide such training to its alumni 
as will enable them to become competent practitioners of Indian 
systems of Medicine with a good working knowledge of the western 
system also. It is with this end in view that provision has been made 
in this school not only for the proper training of students in Ayurveda, 
Siddha and Unani but also for giving them courses of instruction in 
such subjects like Modern Anatomy, Physiology and Surgery in all 
its branches, including Midwifery and Ophthalmology. Provision 
has also been made for clinical teaching ( both out-patient and in¬ 
patient ) as well as for Herbarium, Museum, Library, etc. Vernacu¬ 
lars ( Tamil, Telgu and Urdu ) are the general Media of instruction, 
but subjects of western medicine are at present taught in English. 
It is hoped, however, that Vernaculars will soon be used as the media 
of instruction for these subjects also. 

Admissions. 

4. The number of admissions is, for the present, fixed as a maxi¬ 
mum of 120 per annum, of whom 60 will ordinarily be allocated to the 
Ayurvedic section and 30 to each of the two sections, Siddha and 
Unani. The vacancies occuring in any one section may, however, 
be filled in by admission to any other section, provided that the total 
number in all sections does not exceed 120. 

5- Selection will be made by a Selection Committee appointed 
by the Government. 

6. The standard of preliminary general qualification required is 
a working knowledge of English in addition to proficiency m(a) 
Sanskrit or Telugu, (d) Tamil, ( c) Urdu for admission to the Ayur¬ 
veda, Siddha and Unani sections respectively. Other things being 
equal, preference will be given to candidates who possess the Secondary 
School-Leaving Certificate ( especially to those who took up science 
subjects as optionals ) or any other equivalent or higher qualification. 
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7. The academical year of the school extends over a period of 
ten months consisting of two terms—a long term of six months from 
the beginning of July to the end of December and a short term of four 
months from the beginning of January to the end of April. The months 
of May and June constitute the school recess. 

8. Canditates seeking admission to the school should not be 
below 16 years of age at the time of their admission to the school. 

9. ( a) Applications for admission should be made before the 
15th June in the prescribed form which may be had on application to 
the Principal. A Registration fee of Rs. 5 should be paid into a 
Government Treasury or the Imperial Bank of India to the Credit of 
*Government School of Indian Medicine, Madras—Fees* and the Trea- 
sury or Bank receipt should accompany the application. No appli¬ 
cation will be registered without the production of such a receipt. 
The registration fee will be counted towards the school fees in the 
case of candidates selected for admission who will then be required 
to pay only the balance due to complete the payment. The Registra¬ 
tion fee will be returned to the candidates not selected for admission 
but forfeited in the case of those who are selected but do not join on 
or before the prescribed date. 

ib) Intimation of selection will be duly sent to all selected 
candidates who should then pay their fees and join the school on or 
before the prescribed date. 

( c ) Every application for admission should be accompanied 
by the following certificates without which it will not be considered;— 

( I) Cerficate of physical fitness from a registered me¬ 
dical practitioner. 

( 2 ) Certificate of Character. 

( 3) Certificate of the standard of general education 
attained. 

Ffes. 

10. (a) The fees payable by students will be as follows

( ^ ) A fee of Rupee one for a term or Rupees two for a whole 
year towards the Athletic Union of the school shall be paid in advance 
by each student. 

( c ) The fees should in all cases be paid into a Government 
Treasury or the Imperial Bank of India to the credit of ^Government 
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School of lodian Medicine, Madras—Fees* and the receipt granted by 
the Treasury or Bank filed at the School office on or before the pres¬ 
cribed date. 

( J ) If a student leaves the school during a session, he shall 
have no right to claim a remission of any portion of the fee paid. 

Freeships and Scholarships. 

11. ( n ^ The Government have provided 20 free studentships 
to be awarded annually to deserving students who belong to this Pre- 
sidensy, preference being given to women and to students of back¬ 
ward communities. 

The Goverment have also instituted five scholarships of the 
monthly value of Rs. 20 each to be awarded annually to women stu* 
dents who are not in receipt of stipends from other sources. The sti¬ 
pendiaries will be supplied with books and instruments at the cost of 
Government. On the completion of the course, successful candidates 
who were in receipt of stipends from the Government will be liable to 
serve the Government, if required, for a period not exceeding five 
years ; but no guarantee of such employment will be given to any 
candidate. 

id) Local bodies are permitted to depute their own stipen¬ 
diaries for study in the school subject to ceitain conditions. A few 
scholarships provided by private donors are also available. 

ic) Applications for all freeships and scholarships should 
be made in the prescribed form which may be had on application to 
the Principal. Applications should reach the Principal not later than 
the 1st July of each year. Every such application should be accom¬ 
panied by the certificates and other documents mentioned in the 
prescribed form. No application will be considered without the 
production of such certificates or documents. 

Aitendanct, leave and general discipline. 

Attendance. 

12. (n ) No student will be eligible for promotion to a higher 
class unless his attendance and progress have been found to be satis- 
factory and all the school and hospital demands against him have 
been duly paid. 

ib) Every student is required to attend regularly and punc¬ 
tually at the stated hours for lectures, dissections and demonstrations. 

( c ) No student will be eligible for the grant of a certificate 
of attendance in any class unless he has attended at least 80 per cent 
of the meetings of that class. 
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() No student will be eligible for the grant of a certificate 
of progress in any subject unless he has obtained at least one*third of 
the maximum number of marks allotted to that subject in the class 
and sessional examinations of the school. 

13. Every student who obtains not less than 75 per cent of the 
total number of marks in any subject will be eligible for the grant of 
a certificate of honour in that subject. 

14. Student found indulging in unfair practices during any exa¬ 
mination such as being in possession of or using text-books, notes or 
manuscripts or copying will be forthwith removed from the examina¬ 
tion room and the matter reported to the Principal. 

Absence and leave. 

15. Candidates should not absent themselves without leave; 
in emergent or other exceptional circumstances, however, the cause of 
absence should be satisfactorily explained in writing at the earliest 
possible opportunity. 

16. Absence at any sessional examination must be accounted 
for by production of a medical certificate when a re-examination may 
be held to determine the grant of the progress certificate. 

17. Any student who absents himself without leave shall be lia¬ 
ble to be punished by loss of marks or fines unless such absence is 
satisfactorily explained. 

18. When sickness necessitates absence, a student shall pro¬ 
duce a medical certificate to that effect from a registered medical 
practitioner. 

ig. Candidates applying for leave are strictly warned that the 
total number of their days of absence in any class should in no case 
exceed 20 per cent of the meetings of such class. The grant of leave 
to any student means that the reasons givgn for the grant of such 
leave are deemed satisfactory ; it does not, in any sense, convey a 
guarantee that, after excluding the period of such leave, the student 
has, or will have enough attendance to enable him to obtain the cer¬ 
tificate of attandance referred to in rule 12(c) above. Students 
applying for leave are therefore strictly warned that, in every case 
it is at the risk of the student himself that the leave is granted and 
that he will not be eligible for certificate of attendance referred to In 
rule 12(c) if, after deducting the number of days he was absent on 
leave, it is found thtx the number of attendance in any class is less 
than 80 per cent of the meetings of that class. 

Class room. 

20 . On the teacher entering the class room the students shall 
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rise and remain standing till they are desired to sit or till the teacher 
takes his seat. 

21. No student shall leave the class room without the permission 

of his class teacher or until the class is dismissed. 

22 . Students are expected to assemble in the class rooms five 
minutes before the appointed time when the rolls shall be called and 
the absence of any student noted. A student coming into the class 
after roll call may be punished by loss of marks or by a fine. Any 
misconduct in the class shall subject a student to such loss of marks 
or to such fine as the offence may appear to the teacher to warrant. 
Should the punishment be deemed insufficient, a report will be made 
to the Principal. 

Dress. 

23. No special dress is prescribed, all accepted types of dress 
being permitted, provided the dress is clean. Foot-wear is recommen¬ 
ded, especially when working in dissection rooms and hospitals. 

Correspondence. 

24. Students are forbidden to address the Government direct. 
Every such communication should be submitted through the Principal. 

Books and apparatus. 

25. Every student is expected to provide himself with all the 
prescribed text-books, dissecting instruments, and other necessary 
equipment. 

26. Every student to whom books or other property of the 
Government are entrusted shall be held responsible for their preserva¬ 
tion in good condition and, in the event of their being lost or dama¬ 
ged, shall be required to replace them or defray their cost. 

27. Any student breaking or injuring any school property shall 
be required to pay the cost of repair or replacement; in case of wilful 
damage, he shall also be Ijjible to such punishment as the Principal 
may think fit. 

General discipline. 

28. The scale of punishments is as under :— 

(I ) Loss of marks gained by students at class examinations. 

(2) Slight fines—-the amount not to exceed annas eight. 

(3) Heavy fines—amount not to exceed rupees two. 

(4) Forfeiture of a portion or whole of leave during holidays 
and the school recess. 

(5) Forfeiture of prize and class distinction. 

(6) Forfeiture of stipends from one to three months in the case 
of Government and other stipendiaries or forfeiture of 
free studentships in the case of students holding such 
studentships. 
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( 7) Expulsion from school with forfeiture of certificates and 
of fees paid, if any. 

Numbers ( l ) and ( 2 ) may be inflicted by Lecturers, Assistant 
Lecturers and Clinical teachers. Numbers ( 3 ). ( 4 ) and ( 5 ) by the 
Principal. Numbers ( 6 ) and ( 7 ) by the Principal subject to appeal 
to the Government.

50. At the end of the first, second and third year, there will be 
an annual school examination to test the fitness of candidates for 
promotion to the next higher class; final year students will however be 
examined by a special Board appointed by the Government, and 
those who are successful in this examination will be granted the 
Deploma of Licentiate in Indian Medicine ( L. L M. ).

31. To secure a pass at any of these examinations, candidates 
will be required to obtain not less than one-third of maximum number 
of marks in each subject in which they are examined. 

A candidate who passes in all the subjects and obtains not less 
than 75 per cent of the aggregate total number of marks will be de¬ 
clared to have passed in the first class. 

32. Candidates of the first, second and third year classes who 
fail to secure a pass at the examination held in April will be re¬ 
examined in the month of July of the same year in the subject 
or subjects in which they have failed. If they then secure a pass in 
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the subjects concerned, they will be considered to have passed the 
annual school examination and be declared eligible for promotion to 
the next higher class. If however they again fail in any subject or 
subjects, they will be referred to a further study of one year in the 
class in which they failed. Candidates of the final year class who 
fail at the Board examination will be referred to a further study of six 
months and be re-examined at the end of that pariod in the subject 
or subjects in which they failed. 

33- Every student who completes the prescribed course of study 
in the school successfully and passes the prescribed examinations 
will be entitled to style himself a Licentiate in Indian Medicine and 
to affix the title L. I. M. to his name.

Jiules for the grant of stipends to women students studying in the Government 
School of Indian Medicine, Madras, 

r. Stipends of the monthly value of Rs. 20 each are awarded 
to women students subject to a maximum of five stipends in any one 
year. Each stipend is ordinarily tenable for the full period of the 
course of studies in the school. 

2. These stipends are open to women students of any nation¬ 
ality who are under the age of twenty-five and are not in receipt of 
stipends from any other source. Preference *will, however, be given 
to those who belong to the Madras Presidency. 

3. Applications for stipends must be submitted in the form 
appended so as to reach the Principal, School of Indian Medicine, 
Medras, before the 1 st July in each year. Printed copies of the form 
may be obtained from the Principal. 

4. Every candidate who is awarded a stipend will be required 
to furnish security by a bond executed by two sureties approved by 
the Principal, to refund the amount drawn by her or such portion of 
the same as in the circumstances of the case the Principal may see 
fit to demand in the event of her ( i) failing from any cause, except 
illness or accident, to con)pleie her course of study within the prescri • 
bed time or such extension thereof as may be sanctioned by the 
Principal; ( it) failing within one month of notification from the 
Government to join any appoint.ment to which she has been posted; 

( Hi) failing to serve for the term of years stated in the bond at any 
place or places in the Madras Presidency to which she may be posted 
at the rates of pay approved by Government; or ( iv ) being dismissed 
for misconduct or inefficiency while holding such an appointment 
or whilleundergoing her course of study.

RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT AYURVEDIC 
SCHOOL, PATNA. 

General. 

1. The general management ot the school shall vest in the 
Governing Body described in rule 2, subject to the control of Govern¬ 
ment, and to these rules. 

2* (l) The Governing Body shall consist .of not less than seven 
and not more than eleven persons appointed by Government including 
a President nominated Government who shall hold office for one year 
or until fresh members are appointed. 

(2) The Principal shall be the Secretary ex-officio, 

3. (i)The duties and powers of the Governing Body shall 
include— 

(a) general supervision over the welfare and discipline of 
the students; 

(2>) the award of such scholarships or free studentships as 
may be sanctioned by Government; 

ic) control over the expenditure of such sums of money as 
may by allotted by Government or from other sources for 
the maintenance of the school subject to such conditions 
as may be imposed; the preparation of annual budget, 
and the examination and passing of the accounts of the 
school; 

(d) the initiation and consideration of projects for the exten¬ 
sion, improvement and repair of the school buildings and 
property; 

(e) the determination subject to the provisions of rule 5 of 
the general scheme of studies, the curriculm, equipment 
and external examinations of the school; 

(f) advising Government with regard to appointments, 
punishment and leave of the teaching staff. 

(g) the selling or disposing of worn out or obsolete tools, 
furniture, apparatus and other article upto a limit of 
«Rs. 100 for each article, the sale being public and the 
proceeds deposited in the treasury; 

(A) deciding eppfals made by students against orde/s of 
punishment passed by the Principal, where the punish¬ 
ment inflicted is other than punishments nos. 1—5 pro¬ 
vided in rule 19; 
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(0 the appoiatoieot, dismissal or punishment of the clerical 
staff and the menial servants; 

( 7 ) the consideration of such matters as may be referred to 
it by Government; 

ik) the exercise of such additional functions as may be assign* 
ed by Government. 

(2 ) The Governing Body may authorize the President to exer¬ 
cise such of their powers as they may consider necessary for speedy 
disposal of matters relating to the administration of the school. 

( 3 ) The Governing body may ordinarily delegate the powers 
required for the ordinary administration of the school to the Principal 
whose orders passed in the exercise of the powers so delegated to him 
shall be final. 

( 4) In order to enable Government to exercise their general 
powers of revision and control the Governing Body shall maintain a 
record of its proceedings and shall report them to Government after 
each meeting. 

^ 5 ) All correspondence between the Governing Body and Go¬ 
vernment shall be addressed to the Secretary to Government in the 
Local Self-Government Department by its President. 

4. The duty and power of selecting students for admission to 
the school shall be exercised by a selection committee consisting of 
three members of the Governing Body to be nominated by Government 
every year. One of these members shall be the Principal. 

5. The duty and power of fixing the courses of studies and ge¬ 
nerally of advising the governing body on matters relating to the 
curriculum, equipment, external examination and other similar admi¬ 
nistrative matters requiring expert advice shall be performed by the 
Advisory Committee constituted by Government in their resolution 
no. 968-L. S. -G., dated the 26th January 1927, 

6. (l) The term of office of a member of the Advisory Commi¬ 
ttee referred to in rule 5 shall continue until his resignation or until 
his removal by Government or until the committee is re-constituted by 
Government. 

(2) The Advisory Committee shall ordinarily meet once a year 
before the beginning of the school session, but may for urgent reasons 
meet on other occasions on the requisition of the Governing Body. 

(3} The Advisory Committee shall maintain a record of its 
proceedings and shall forward a copy of them after each meeting to 
the Governing Body and to Government. 

(4) The Advisory Committee may correspond with Government 
direct. Such correspondence shall be signed either by all the members 
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or, if the committee so resolves, by one of its membersi and shall be 
addressed to the Secretary to Government in the Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment Department. 

7. The Principal shall, unless for reasons to be specially record¬ 
ed the Governing Body otherwise resolves, be empowered— 

{a) to spend the grants which are provided in the sanctioned 
budget of the school for contingencies and for supplies 
and services on the purposes for which they have been 
sanctioned and subject to such conditions, if any, as may 
have been imposed, provided that no re* appropriation may 
be made from one unit to another without the sanction 
of Government; 

{b) to contersign bill for scholarships; 

(c) to submit indents for form with the countersignature of the 
President of the Governing Body; 

(d) to draw his own pay and that of the officers of the teaching 
staff and of the clerical and menial establishment; 

(e) to draw contingent charges; 

(/*) to draw from the treasury and keep a permanent advance 
for emergent expenditure. 

ADMISSION. 

8. Not more than 40 students shall be admitted in the first year 
class every year. 

9. Admissions shall be made by the salection committee des¬ 
cribed in rule 4. 

10. ( I ) Candidates for admission to the school shall submit 
their applications in writing to the Principal in form A appended 
to these rules in time to reach him by the 30th June in each year, 

( 2 ) No candidate shall be admitted unless— 

(/ ) he is not less than 16 years of age at the beginning of 
the session at which he applies for admission; and 
( II ) he is a native of or domiciled in Bihar and Orissa ; and 
(III) he has passed either— 

( <7) the Matriculation examination from any recognised 
University ; or 

(ft ) the final examination from any of the first grade train¬ 
ing schools; or 

(c) the Madhyama examination in Sanskrit from any insti¬ 
tution recognised by Government; and 
(tv ) he produces a certificate of good character from the 
head of the institution in which he has last and 
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(V) he passes the text examination prescribed in rule 12 . 

( 3) A candidate who claims to be domiciled in Bihar and Orissa 
under clause ( it ) of sub-iule (2) of this rule shall produce a domi¬ 
cile certificate granted in accordance with the rules of Government 
in force for the grant of such certificate. 

11. The Principal shall lay all the applications of candidates 
qualified under clauses (t )to ( iv ) of sub>rule ( 2 ) of rule lo without 
delay before the selection committee described in rule 4. 

12. The selection committee shall hold a test examination of such

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( 2 ) If any candidate selected under rule 13 fails to pay the admi¬ 
ssion fee in accordance with sub-rule ( i) of this rule the Principal 
may remove his name from the list of candidates admitted under 
rule 15. 

( 3 ) If any student fails to pay the tuition fee in accordance with 
sub-rule (I ) of this rule the Principal may impose on him a daily fine

Discipline. 

I^. No student shall address any external authority, such as 
the President of the Governing Body, member of the said body or of 
the Advisory Committee except through the Principal. An infringe¬ 
ment of this rule shall be treated as a breach of discipline. 

16. Students are required to be orderly and quiet at all times in 
the school. 

17. Every student who does not reside with his parent shall 
be required to reside with a guardian approved by the Principal. 

18. For the maintenance of discipline, the punishments set 
forth in the rules immediately below may be inflicted. 

19. The ordinary punishments shall be ( I ) verbal reprimand. 
(2) written reprimand in the order book, ( 3 ) extra duty, ( 4 ) fine, 

( 5 ) stoppage of leave, ( 6 ) deprivation of studentship, (7) rustication 
and, ( 8 ) expulsion. 

20. Expulsion from the school shall only be inflicted for offen¬ 
ses of a heinous nature involving disgraceful or dishonourable conduct 
or persistent and wilful infringement of the school rules, or for gross 
insubordination and disrespect to the constituted authorities of the 
school. A student who cheats or attempts to cheat at an examination 
shall, on the first occasion on which he is found guilty of such offence, 
be liable to rustication for one year with or without fine, and shall, if 
found guilty of the same offence on the second occasion, be expelled 
from the school. Should it be apparent to the Governing Body, on 
the report of the Principal that any students have combined to stay 
away from school or in any other way to defy authority or to defeat 
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discipline the names of the students shall be struck off the rolls and 
such students shall not be re-admitted to the school, unless they can 
give such an explanation of their absence as may appear sufficient 
to the Governing Body, or unless the Governing Body may, for other 
sufficient reasons, think proper to re-admit them. 

21. On the expulsion of a student from a school, his name, with 
as much information as may be available for his identification, shall 
be reported to Government in the Local Self-Government Department 
to enable Government to take such measures as it thinks fit to prevent 
him from being admitted into any other Government school. 

Attendance. 

22. The Principal shall, before the commencement at each 
session, circulate for the information of the students a programme of 
the lectures of each teacher. 

23. Every student is required to attend punctually at the stated 
hours for lectures ( practical or theoretical) and shall not leave the 
class or duty without premission. 

24. Every student shall attend seventy-five per cent of the 
lectures in each subject to entitle him to a certificate of attendance, 
provided that no certificate of attendance shall be granted to a student 
unless he has satisfied the authority or authorities responsible for 
granting the certificate or certificates that his progress has been 
satisfactory and until he has paid all demands due from him. 

25. Students of the third, fourth and fifth year classes are 
required to be present in the dispensary for clinical duties and instruc¬ 
tion, according to the duties assigned to each of them. 

Leave and Absence, 

26. Students shall not absent themselves without leave, 

27. The students shall be granted the following holidays 
( f ) the long summer vacation ; 

( it ) the Durga Puja vacation ; 

(III ) the Christmas and the New Year’s Day holidays ; and 

( iv) such other holidays as may be approved by the Governing 
Body ; provided that the total number of holidays shall not 
exceed 165 days exclusive of the Durbar Day and the King- 
Emperor’s Birth day. 

Note.—The regular vacation leave shall be notified in the school orders 
on each occasion. 

28. The Principal may grant casual leave to students up to a 
maximum of ten days at a time which may be extended to fifteen days 
in exceptional-cases, 
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29. In the following cases no leave, except on medical certificate, 
shall be allowed 

( ) in extension of regular vacation leave ; 

{b) when a student is undergoing any punishment; 

{c) when there is any matter pending in connection with 
which the student has been directed to appear before his 
teacher or the Principal: 

( d ) when the leave is for absence from any periodical exa¬ 
mination, 

No departure from this rule shall be permitted except with the 
written sanction of the Principal and then only under the most urgent 
circumstances. 

30. A student absenting himself for more than fifteen days with¬ 
out the previous sanction of the Principal shall be liable to expulsion. 

31. ( I ) No student, who has not attended at least seventy-five 
per cent of all lectures and demonstrations in all subjects including 
dispensary and pharmacy classes for a diploma examination, shall on 
any account be certified as having completed his course of instruction 
or shall receive promotion or shall be permitted to appear at such 
examination : 

Provided that in special cases it shall be within the competence 
of the Governing Body to condone for sufficient and satisfactory 
reasons shortages in the required attendance. 

( 2 ) Students will be required to work in the out-door dispensary 
during the vacations in batches as arranged by the Principal; and 
any student absenting himself from that work without the permission 
of the Principal will not, until specially permitted by the Governing 
Body, be eligible to sit at the next diploma examination. 

32. All medical certificates in support of absence from classes or 
dispensary duty shall be signed either by a medical officer in Govern** 
ment employ or by a competent Vaid to the satisfaction of the Princi¬ 
pal. They shall be forwarded to the Principal within three days of 
the date on which the student states that he was ill. 

Courses of study, sessions and curricula. 

33. The course of study shall extend over a period of five years. 

34. The session shall commence in the month of July, and termi¬ 
nate in the month of June every year. 

35. The curricula and syllabus of the school are given in the 
Appendix. 

Examinations. 

36. ( a ) Examinations shall be of two kinds, namely Internal 
and External. 
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(^) Interoal examinations shall be conl^ucted by the school 
staff and shall consist of— 

(Via) Progress examinations in January and October; 
( b ) Test examinations for the preliminary and final 
diploma examination. 

(i'O Annual examinations at the end of the 1st, 2nd and 
4th year classes. 

( c) External examinations shall be conducted by such out¬ 
side examiners, members of school staff and members of the Advisory 
Committee as may be selected by a sub-committee of the Governing 
Body appointed for this purpose and shall consist of— 

( i ) Preliminary examination at the end of 3rd year class. 

( a ) Final diploma examination at the end of 5th year class. 

( d) Fees for the external examination shall be Rs. 3 for the 
preliminary and Rs. 5 for the final diploma examinations. 

(e) For all internal and external examinations— 

(I) the full marks assigned in written paper and practical 
tests shall be too in each ; 

( a) the standard for passing in written paper and practical 
test combined on each subject shall be 40 per cent, of 
the total marks except that for the science (i. e., Physics 
and Chemistry ) written paper it shall be 33 per cent.; 
and 

( fit ) the standard for passing in aggregate shall be 40 per 
cent, except that in the final diploma examination it 
shall be 50 per cent. 

3;. No promotion shall be given to a higher class unless a stu¬ 
dent secures at least the pass mark as described in clause ( ^ ) of 
rule 36;

( 1 ) In the event of a student failing to appear at any annual 
examination owing to his illness or for other reasons 
considered satisfactory by the Principal, promotion may 
be given on the result of his progress examinations. 

(it ) Students failing in one subject only in the>annual exa¬ 
minations or in the Preliminary examination may be 
promoted to the next higher class subject to the condi-* 
tion that he will be reverted to the class from which he 
has been promoted if he fails to pass in that subject at 
a supplementary examination to be held within three 
months of his promotion^ 
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38. A student who fails to pass the annual preliminaty or the 
final diploma examination in more than one subject may be permitted 
to continue his studies in the same class during the next session. 

39. For students who fail in one subject in the final diploma exa¬ 
mination, there will be a supplementary examination in October. 

40. (I) A certificate shall be granted to the students passing 
the final examination in form B appended to these rules. 

(2) A certificate shall be granted to the students passing 
the final examination in form C appended to these rules. 

Studentships, . 

41. Free studentships may be allotted by the Governing Body to 
deserving students up to a maximum of 5 per cent, of the number of 
students on the roll. 

42. Studentships shall be liable to forfeiture on the recommen¬ 
dation of the Principal for misconduct, unsatisfactory progress, or 
irregular attendance.

Prospectus of the College of 
Indigenous Medicine 

The Aim. 

The College of Indigenous Medicine has been established for 
training those who desire to practise the three indigenous systems of 
medicine:\^yurveda, Siddha and Unani. 

Referring to the need for this training, the Report*^ on Indigenous 
Medicine says :— 

“When so large a number of persons either from choice or 
necessity have recourse to native treatment it becomes the duty of 
Government to see that those who practise the indigenous systems 
are not quacks. Government has done something to eliminate the 
quack from those professing the allopathic system. Nothing has 
been done to protect the public against the quacks professing the 
indigenouss y stems. At present manypersons who have got hold 
of a few recipes but without adequate training and experience are 
going about practising the indigenous systems. The danger to the 
public from these unqualified persons cannot be exaggerated’’ 

“The exclusive appropriation of the term “Scientific” to Western 
Medicine is unwarranted. Even if the indigenous systems are not 
scientific in the sense that they are based on incorrect theories as to 
the causes of diseases it does not follow that the indigenous systems 
can be dismissed as mere quackery. 

These systems have been spoken of in terms of high praise by 
those who are competent judges. Sir Pardey Lukis who was Director 
General of the Medical Services for India, said: 

“I wish to impress upon you most strongly that you should not 
run away with the idea that everything that is good in the way of 
medicine is contained within the ringed fence of allopathy or Western 
medicine. The longer I remain in India and the more I see of the 
country and the people, the more convinced I am that many of the 
empirical methods of treatment adopted by the Vaids and Hakims are 
of the greatest value, and there is no doubt whatever that their ance¬ 
stors knew ages ago many things which are nowadays being brought 
froward as new discoveries.

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On another occasion he said: 

“We re ourselves just emerging from the slough of empiricism. 
Until a few years ago we believed malaria to be due to foul air as its 

name implies.Personally if I were ill I may frankly say that 

I would prefer to be treated by a good Vaid or Hakim rather than 
by a bad doctor. I reseat strongly that spirit of Medical Trades 
Unions which leads many modern doctors to stigmatise all Vaids and 
Hakims as quacks and charlatans Many of the so-called discoveries 
of recent years are merely rediscoveries of the facts known centuries 
ago to the ancients. ” 

Sir Havelock Charles, when professor of the Calcutta Medical 
College often used to say to his pupils: ‘ I am only repeating to you 
what the Aryan medical science preached two thousand years ago 
and am reproducing to you only a small fragment of the lesson taught 
by Charaka. ” 

The “Sadler Commission” reporting on the Calcutta University 
said : “This ancient system possesses an imposing treasure of empiri¬ 
cal knowledge and technical achievement which cannot be safely 
ignored even in these days of rapid progress. 

Sir Edward Denham in his Ceylon Cencus Report for I 9 ll bore 
testimony to the skill of the Vederalas in these terms : There has 
been considerable controversy as to the merits and methods of Veder¬ 
alas. It can however scarcely be disputed that amongst them there 
are men of considerable knowledge, experience, and skill, while many 

of their remedies have been proved to be wonderfully efficacious. 

Many Vederalas have undoubtedly performed successful operations as 
occulists and as bone-setters; while their treatment of dysentery and 
certain bowel diseases, abrasions, sores, and even snake bites have 
been in many cases successful.” 

The object of the College is to preserve as far as possible the 
treasures of medical knowledge “which cannot be safely ignored 
even in these days of rapid progress,” and to make the exponents of 
the indigenous sytems more efficient. 

The curriculum therefore provides for the training of students 
not only in the three indigenous systems but for elementary instruc¬ 
tion in modern science and discoveries relating to medicine. 

Though about 12 million rupees are spent annually for provid¬ 
ing medical relief there are many parts of Ceylon which are, inade¬ 
quately served by existing hospitals and dispensaries. Allopathic 
private practitioners find it unprofitable to establish themselves in 
practice in many areas. It is hoped that the graduates of this College 
will be specially useful in carrying efficient and cheap medical aid to

such areas and in ministering to the poor in all parts of Ceylon who 
cannot now afford to summon to there houses Allopathic doctors.t 

The Board of Indigenous Medicine receives from Government a 
grant of Rs. 50,000 per annum. 

The Ministry of Health has informed the Board (19th September, 
I 934 \ that the Government Grant will stop at the end of 10 years—i. e. 
in 1938. 

The hope of making the Board self-supporting lies in making 
the Pharmacy a revenue yielding institution. 

It wonld not be possible to reduce the aggregate sum now paid 
under the head of salaries and travelling allowances, which now 
exceeds the Government Grantt The rest of the expenditure is now 
met from the revenue derived from fees. 

HISTOEY OF THE COLLEGE, 

In 1925 the Government appointed a Committee consisting of Mr.

Conditions being what they are I am not quite sure that we can 
fight the misery of our people on a country wide scale except through 
men and women trained by such indigenous institutions. They will be 
efficient enough to fight the general diseases that are the bane of our 
country. They can be trained in less time and at less cost and they 
will be valuable to the general body of the population. Indeed it is 
these medical men who can constitute the answer in the present con** 
ditions to the crying needs of rural India.*’,

( Lond.), and Mr. C. T. Symons, B. A., to report 

( a ) Whether it is practicable for the Government to assist finan¬ 
cially or otherwise 

(i ) in the training of those seeking to qualify themselves as 
practitioners of the indigenous systems of medicine ; 

(ii) and in the investigation of the medicinal value of drugs 
used by those practising such systems ; and 

(^) If practicable, to prepare a detailed scheme of such 
training and investigation for the consideration of 
Government. 

The Committel in October. 1926, made the following recommend¬ 
ations;— 

I . That a Board of Indigenous Medicine be constituted to deal 
with all matters connected with the education of those seeking to 
qualify themselves as practitioners of the indigenous systems of 
medicine. 

II. That the number of members of the Board be 15 and that 
the Controller of Revenue be the Chairman. Ten members, six of 
whom shall be members of the Legislative Council, shall be nomi¬ 
nated by Government and the remaining five shall be persons practi¬ 
sing the indigenous systems nominated by the above-mentioned ten 
members. 

III . That a college be established in Colombo for the training of 
those who seek to practise the indigenous systems or any of them. 

IV. That a hospital and out-door dispensary be attached to the 
college and that adequate provision be made for growing plants used 
in the indigenous system. 

V. That the course of instruction at the college be for a period 
of four years. 

VI. That the course of instruction be according to the syllabus 
prescribed in Schedule I. 

VII. That during the last two years of the course, lectures in 
Sidda and Unani methods of treatment and pharmacology be delivered 
to such students as may desire instruction in those subjects. 

VIII. That students be required to attend the hospital, dis¬ 

pensary, and pharmacy, during the last three years of their course 
of studies. _

to these proposals. 
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IX. That privately established schools which in the opinion of 
the Board of Indigenous Medicine are jproperly conducted be paid a 
grant of Rs. 50 for each student who passes the first, Rs. lOO for the 
second, and Rs. 150 for the final examination held by the Board for 
this purpose. 

The syllabus of studies at the privatevely managed schools 
should be approved by the Board. 

X. lhat for the present till the college proposed in Recommen* 
dation III. is established, 12 scholarships each of the value of Rs. 360 
per annum be granted by Government to enable students to proceed 
to some of the Schools of Indigenous Medicine established in India. 

XI. That a register should be kept of all persons qualified to 
practise the indigenous systems of medicine. 

XII. That no person who is not so registered be permitted to 
practise medicine as a profession whether for gain or otherwise after 
seven years from the day specified for registration. 

XIII. That all persons who have been practising the indigenous 
system for a period of not less than three years on a date to be noti* 
fied should have the right to be registered. 

XIV. That after a specified date no person should be registered 
unless he has passed an examination prescribed by the Board of 
Indigenous Medicine, or is a preson trained by a specialist of repute 
and is in the opinion of the Board qualified to practise as a specialist. 

XV. That a Research institute be established in connection 
with the Government .Analyst's Departmept, and every facility be 
given to those desirous of doing research work in the institute. 

XVI. That two scholarships each of the value of Rs. 125 per 
mensem for three years be given to graduates in Western medicine 
to study the Ayurvedic systems in India and after that with some of 
the physicians of great repute in this country. 

XVIL That one scholarship of the value of Rs. 300 per mensem 
for two years be given to one graduate in Westen medicine to study 
research work in indigenous drugs at the school of Tropical Medicine, 
Calcutta. 

The earlier history of the movement to train Ayurvedic practi¬ 
tioners is thus stated in Section 4 of the report of this Committee 

'In 1916, the Government was prepared to consider favourbly a 
practical scheme for the granting of assistance for the training of 
those seeking to practise the indigenous system of medicine (vide 
Hansard 1916, pages 218 and 232 ). In 1916 the Government offered 
to the Oriental Medical Science Society, a valuable site in Colombo t 

t Mainiog Town houses were subsequently built bn this site. 
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for the establishment of an Ayurvedic College and Hospital. This 
offer was withdrawn in 1Q22 as the funds then collected by the Society 
were not sufficient for building, equipping, and endowing the purposed 
institutions. When the Supply Bill, 1925-1926, was considered in 
Committee the Government was asked by several members to vote 
a sum of money for the training of those seeking to practise the indi¬ 
genous systems of medicine, and the Acting Colonial Secretary re¬ 
quested the Chairman of this Committee to prepare a scheme in detail. 
As it was thought more desirable that a Committee should prepare 
such a scheme, a motion was introduced by the Chairman for the 
appointment of a Committee for the purpose. The Government 
accepted the motion, but desired that the Committee should also report 
on the practicability of giving assistance in the investigation of the 
medicinal value of drugs used by those practising the indigenous 
system.** 

The College of Indigenous Medicine was opened in rented 
premises, “The Bower,” Cotta Road, by His Excellency Sir Herbert 
Stanley, G.C.M.G., on loth June, 1929, with 72 students on the roll. 

Though “The Bower” was a spacious house situated in a large 
garden it was soon found to be inadequate, and an additional hall 
had to be built. 

An applicantion was made to the Chairman of the Municipal 
Council for permission to dissect bodies at the College premises. 

The Council imposed certain conditions which made it almost 
impossible to conduct dissection classes in the permises. Besides it 
was not easy to obtain permission from the lessor to make structural 
alterations. 

The Board applied on lOth September, 1929, to the Government 
Agent, W. P., for permission to erect a temporary iron shed on the 
land leased from the Crown which was situated just outside the Mu¬ 
nicipal limits on the Colta Road. The Government Agent replied 
that the land should be used, according to the lease, and only for a 
medicinal farm. 

The Board thereupon applied in November, 1929, to Government 
for four acres of land for the erection of a dissection hall, hospital etc. 

On the 31st July, 1930, the Government gave the Board an acre 
of land bordering on Cotta Road for the erection of a dissection hall. 
The erection of this building was commenced in October when the 
Director of Electrical Undertakings objected to it, as being too close 
to the electric high tension transmission line. The Board then applied 
to Government for a site near the Government Printing Office and 
Bacteriological Institute for the erection of the College, bospitab and 
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dispensary. Government replied that this site was reserved for the 
proposed Research Institute. The Government also intimated that it 
was also not in a position to offer suitable land in the City. The Board 
subsequently obtained permission of Government to erect the Anatomy 
Block at Cotta Road further to the west of the original site. As no 
other site was available, a lease of the grass field to the west of the 
Anatomy Block was accepted by the Board for erecting the other 
buildings. Temporary structures were immediately erected on the 
new site, as The Bower” provided far too insufficient accomodation 
for the rapidly growing needs of the College. Plans were then pre* 
pared for housing the College, Hospital, Out-door Dispensary, Library 
and quarters for resident officers in one and the same building on this 
small area. 

When later, after commencing to build according to the plan, 
more land to the north of the Anatomy Block became available it was 
resolved to erect the College buildings on it. Later a Block to the 
east of the Anatomy Block was also obtained, and the Out-patients' 
Clinic, Quarters for the Superintendent and for resident officers were 
built on it. 

As the accommodation required tor the Institutions controlled 
by the Board increased beyond anticipation it became necessary 
to make frequent modifications on the original plan even when the 
buildings were in progress. 

The portions of the hospital built for class rooms had to be 
made suitable for hospital wards. A building erected for a garage 
was converted into a Dispensary and Pharmacy. This was again 
converted into quarters for attendants, etc. Later, the Anatomy Shed 
had to be rendered suitable for a Pharmacy. Soon experience showed 
that far more accommodation was needed for the Pharmacy than the 
original Anatomy shed could have given. Large extensions had to 
be made making the area available more than three times the former 
area. A building built for a Hostel for students have to be converted 
into quarters for 5 Resident Officers. A portion of the hospital ori¬ 
ginally intended as a waiting hall had to be converted into a portico 
and then converted partly into an office and partly into a portico, and 
then into 2 office rooms. 

The Western Ward which was used for non-paying patients was 
converted into a Maternity Ward. 

Owing to the nature of the ground, many of the buildings haJ to 
be steel structures on concrete foundation with walls of brick and 
cement, and floors of cement concrete. 
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The ground being swampy and subject to ffoods, had to be 
filled up. 

The ground level has to be raised if the land to the north of the 
College is to be built upon. 

BVILSINQS. 

THE COLLEGE. 

The following College buildings have been completed and are 
of the total area of 10,767 square feet. 

Library Block consists of a hall and*two rooms and is of the 
area of 2,325 square feet ( 93*^25') 

Science block is ( 99'3*’ ) 3069 square feet and is divided into 
two hails and two rooms. 

Anatomy Block is of the same size and is divided into three 
Dissection Halls and three rooms. 

There are seven other class rooms, three of these rooms are bet¬ 
ween the Science and Anatomy blocks and are of the total area of 
{ 24,* X46* ) l\Oi square feet. Another hall 6 o’k 29’ is divided into 4 
class rooms ( 1200 square feet ). 

THE HOSPITAL. 

The following buildings have been completed and are of the 
total area of 21216 sq. ft. 

(a ) One paying ward. I2I’x 40' divided into nine rooms 
with verandahs on all sides ( 3840 sq. feet ). 

( b ) TWO Paying Wards. ( 84’><40* each ) divided into 14 
rooms and verandahs ( 6729 sq. ft. ) 

ic) Two Wards for “Ordinary” Patients. ( 98’x32’ 

each ) divided into 2 rooms and 8 wards. ( 6272 sq. ft. ) 

( d ) AN OFFICE. ( 24’ X 31' ) 744 sq. ft. 

(^) A Detached Paying Ward. (64’ x 30’) divided into 
four rooms. 

( / ) A Kitchen Block divided into three rooms ( 24’ x30’) 
720 sq. ft. 

The Hospital Wards provide accommodation for 165 patients. 

PHARMACY. 

The old Anotomy Block of 1580 sq. ft. ( 6o’X26^’) has been con¬ 
verted into Pharmacies for the preparation of medicine by the addi¬ 
tion of four rooms, two verandahs, and a new hall ( 60’ x 28'). The 
total area now available for the Pharmacy is 4430 sq. ft. As this 
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building is now required for an extension ofUhelHospital, the Phar¬ 
macy will soon be housed elsewhere. 

QUABTEES FOR RESIDENT OFFICERS. 

Quarters for 5 resident officers have been completed and are of 
the area of about 7250 sq. ft. 

A house for the Superintendent of the Hospital of the floor area 
of 3768 sq. ft. (office room, 3 bed-rooms, drawing room, dining room, 
and 6 verandahs and out* houses ) has been erected between the Out¬ 
patients, Department and the Quarters for the Resident Medical 
Officers. 

OUT-PATIENT BLOCK. 

This consists of 6 consulting rooms, a dispensary and two wait¬ 
ing halls and is of the area of 4800 sq. ft. 

OTHER BUILDINGS. 

Other buildings include a Mortuary, rooms for attendants, ga¬ 
rage, and the necessary out-houses. 

COST OF BUILDINGS. 

The total cost of all buildings erected is Rs. 121,153.25 t This 
expenditure as well as all cost of equipment has been paid out of the 
annual grant. 

NEED FOR MORE BUILDINGS. 

There is an urgent need for the following buildings ;

ADiaSSION OF STUDENTS- 

The number of admissions is for the present fixed at a maximum 
of 100 per -annum ; of whom 45 will ordinarily be allocated to the 
Ayurvedic Section, and 40 to the Siddha Section and 15 to the Unani 
Section. The vacancies occuring in any one section may be filled in 
by admission to any other section. 

Applications for admission to the College should be made to the 
Registrar before the 25th of April every year on the prescribed form 
which may be had on application to the Registrar. 

Candidates who have not passed an approved entrance exami¬ 
nation will be examined in the following subjects Grammar, Litera¬ 
ture, General Knowledge and Arithmetic. Candidates can offer Sans¬ 
krit in lieu of General Knowledge or Arithmetic. Candidates must 
obtain 50 per cent in the aggregate for a pass. 


t For I 9 f 4 -l 9 i 5 - 
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A registration fee of Rs. 3 should be paid by candidates ■ who 
have passed a qualifying examination. Candidates who have not 
passed a qualifying examination should pay Rs. 6 as examination and 
registration fee. 

The fee should be deposited in the Imperial Bank of India to the 
credit of the Board of Indigenous Medicine and should not be sent to 
the Registrar. The Bank receipt should be annexed to the applica¬ 
tion and sent to the Registrar.

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. All fees must be paid into the Imperial Bank of India, Co¬ 
lombo, to the credit of Board of Indigenous Medicine, and a receipt 
obtained, and that receipt must be handed personally to the Registrar 
or Clerk nominated by him. 

2. Every student will receive from the Registrar at the com¬ 
mencement of each Session an enrolment card signed by the R6gis- 
trar. Students may only attend such courses as are entered oil their 
enrolment cards and in the Students’ Register. 

3. The enrolment card is to be taken to the lecturtf on each 
specified subject, and is to be signed by him as evidence that the 
student has been entered on his roll. 

4. A student who has not passed a professional examination 
will not be permitted to attend lectures in a higher class without the 
permission of the Board. 

5. At the end of a course of lectures or other classes of instruc¬ 
tion a student, provided he has attended regularly and has satisfac¬ 
torily performed the work of the class, will receive a Class Certificate 
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These certificates are to be produced when entering for professional 
examinations. 

6. A student who fails to attend regularly or to perform satis¬ 
factorily his work in the class will be refused a Class Certificate by the 
lecturer and will be called upon to take the course over again. 

y. Irregular attendance or neglect of work will be reported to 
the Registrar. 

8. Punishment for irregularity in attendance, persistent idleness, 
misconduct or for breach of discipline may be according to the nature 
of the case, a warning, fine, suspension from membership of the Coll¬ 
ege for a period not exceeding one month, or' recommendation to the 
Board for expulsion from the College for the Academic year, or deten¬ 
tion from being sent up for the examination or for rustification. 

9. In case of serious misconduct or habitual idleness, the punish¬ 
ment may be accompanied by the entry of the offender’s name in the 
Conduct Book. When the name of a student has been entered thrice 
in the Conduct Book he shall be liable to expulsion from the College. 

10. A student desiring leave of absence must apply to the 
Registrar. For absence without leave he will be liable to a fine of-/iO 
cents a day, and if the period of such absence exceed a fortnight his 
name may be struck off. In emergent and other exceptional instances 
however cause of absence should be satisfactorily explained in wri¬ 
ting at the earliest opportunity possible. 

11. Students who have absented themselves without permission 
from class examinations will not be entitled to a certificate of atten- 
dance in the class. 

12. Students who do not return to the College punctually at the 
beginning of the session or after the vacation are liable to be fined. 
In case of illness or other unavoidable cause a student must without 
loss of time notify the fact to the Registar. 

13. Students are required to keep the Registrar informed oftheir 
addresses. Any change of address must be communicated without delay. 

14. Students must appear at periodical examinations and if their 
progress is found unsatisfactory they will be liable to be refused ad¬ 
mission to the higher classes or to the profesional Examination as 
the case may be, or they may be required to repeat their course of 
study before appearing for the Professional Examination. 

15. No student will be eligible for promotion to a higher class, 
unless his attendance and progress have been found to be satisfactory 
and all the school fees have been duly paid. 

16. Every student is required to attend regularly and punctually 
§t the stated hours for lectures, dissections and demonstrations. 
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17. No student will be eligible for a grant of certificate of atten¬ 
dance in any class unless he has attended at least 75% of the meet¬ 
ings of that class. 

18. No student will be eligible for a grant of a certificate of 
progress in any subject unless he has obtained at least one third of 
the maximum number of marks allotted to that subject in the class and 
sessional examination of the school. 

19. Absence at any sessional examination must be accounted 
for by production of a medical certificate when a re-examination may 
be held to determine the grant of progress certificate. 

20. When sickness necessitates absence, a student shall produce 
a medical certificate to that effect. Candidates applying for leave are 
strictly warned that the total number of their days of absence in any 
class should in no case exeeed 25% of the meetings of such class. 
The grant of leave to any student means that the reasons given for 
the grant of such leave are deemed satisfactory; it does not in any 
sense, convey a guarantee that, after excluding the period of such 
leave, the student has, or will have, enough attendance to enable him 
to obtain the certificate of attendance referred to in rule 17 above. 
Students applying for leave are therefore strictly warned that in every 
case it is at the risk of the student himself that the leave is granted 
and that he will not be eligible for certificate of attendance referred 
to in rule 17 if, after deducting the number of days he was absent on 
leave, it is found that the number of attendance in any class is less 
than 75 "j( 8 of the meetings of that class. 

21. On the teacher entering the class room, the students shall 
rise and remain standing till they are desired to sit or till the teacher 
takes his seat. 

22. No student shall leave the class room without the permission 
of his class teacher or until the class is dismissed. Students are ex¬ 
pected to assemble in the class rooms five minutes before the appoint¬ 
ed time when the rolls shall be called and the absence of any student 
noted. A student coming into the class after roll call may be punish¬ 
ed by loss of marks or by a fine. Any misconduct in the class shall 
subject a student to such loss of marks or to such fine as the offence 
may appear to the teacher to warrant. Should the punishment be 
deemed insufficient, a report will be made to the Registrar. 

23. The Principal may for good reason remit or modify any 
punishment imposed by the Registrar or Lecturer. 

24. Students suffering from infectious or contagious diseases 
are not allowed to attend the College 
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25. It is within the power of any Lecturer to suspend tempo¬ 
rarily any student or students from his class pending a report to the 
Registrar. 

26. It is within the power of the Registrar to suspend any stu¬ 
dent for misbehaviour pending reference of his case to the Board, 
which may inflict such punishment, including dismissal from the 
College, as it may consider necessary. 

27. Apparatus lost or broken by a student must be replaced or 
paid for within fourteen days of the occurrence otherwise he will not 
be allowed to attend the class at which the damage was done. In the 
case of valuable apparatus the time of payment may be extended. In any 
case payment must be made before a certificate of attendance is issued. 

28. Students failing to pass their Final Examination at the end 
of their tenth year or the First Professional Examination at the end 
of their fourth year or the Second Professional at the end of their sixth 
year shall cease to be members of the College. 

29 Students entering for an examination or a term are parti¬ 
cularly warned to see that receipts for fees and all certificates are 
brought to the Registrar personally at least forty eight hours before 
the day fixed for the examination. On presentation of the necessary 
certificates and receipts an admission card to the Examination will 
be issued by the Registrar. Students who do not produce the admis¬ 
sion card, will not be allowed inside the Examination Hall. 

30. If a certificate is lost, another may be obtained on payment 
of Rs. 2-50. 

31. In connection with medical Associations, Societies, or func¬ 
tions, students are not permitted to collect subscriptions from the 
Staff or others without previous sanction from the Registrar. 

32. The Medical College compound and buildings will be closed 
to students daily at 6-30 p. m. Special sanction must be obtained 
from the Registrar if the use of College compound, buildings, or rooms 
4 s required after closing hours. 

33. Students should not enter hospital wards without the per¬ 
mission of the Superintendent, except in the company of lecturers, 

34. AH communications to the] Board shall be made through the 
Registrar. 

Rules and Regulations with Regard 
TO Examinations. 

I. Students not sitting for the examinations are not allowed 
access to the College and College grounds during the examinations. 
The Registrar may by special notice exclude students from a part of 
the College buildings only. 
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2 . Candidates must present themselves for all the subjects of 
an examination at one and the same time. Any Candidate who ob¬ 
tains 50% in any subject need not be examined again in these subjects, 
but may complete the examination in the remaining subjects on a sub¬ 
sequent occasion. 

3. On no consideration whatever must the Candidate write his 
name on the answer books. A Candidate so doing is liable to be 
disqualified at the discretion of the Examiners. 

4. Any Candidate more than fifteen minutes late shall not be 
allowed to enter the examination Hall. 

5. No Candidate shall be allowed to leave the Examination 
Hall before the expiration of half an hour. 

6. A Candidate copying from the papers of other Candidates, 
or obtaining assistance from other Candidates or from persons outside 
the Examination Room, or introducing books, manuscripts, or papers 
of any kind into the Examination Room, will be at once dismissed 
from the examination. His case shall be brought before the next 
meeting of the Board. 

7. At the discretion of the Examiners in any subject on consul¬ 
tation with the Principal and Registrar, a Candidate may be informed 
that he has not obtained sufficient marks in the written examination 
to enable him to proceed with the practical. 

8. No Candidate will be eligible for a pass unless he obtains 
50% in the aggregate and not less than 35% in each subject. Candi¬ 
dates who obtain 75% in the aggregate shall be placed in the Honours 
Division. 

9. Candidate who obtains 85% in any subject will be entitled to 
a certificate for proficiency in that subject. 

BESULT OF EXAMINATIONS. 

In publishing the results the names of the candidates who have 
passed in all subjects at the correct term will be placed in two classes 
in order of merit. 

.Each rejected candidate shall be informed in which subjects he 
failed to satisfy the Examiners and at the same time shall be informed 
which courses of instructtion he must attend before being again 
admitted to the examination. 

THE RULES OF THE STUDENT'S LIBRARY. 

r. The Library is open from 8-30 to 10 a. m. and from 12 noon 
to 1- 30 p. m., 4 to 6 p. m., daily, except on Saturdays when it is open 
from 9 a. m. to I p. m. 

2. Library is open during the vacations from 9 to 12. 

24 
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3, The marking of any book belonging to the Library is strictly 
forbidden. 

4. Students must give a receipt to the Librarian for every book 
issued for use. 

On returning the book to the Librarian, the student must see 
that Librarian enters the receipt of the book in the Library book, 
otherwise he will be responsible for the loss of the book. 

6. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library, and smok¬ 
ing is prohibited. 

7. One table is specially reserved for women students, 

8. Books are not allowed to be removed by any student from 
the Library unless he deposits half the value of the book so removed. 
The deposit will be refunded when the book is returned. 

9. No student will be allowed to remove books marked “Not 
for Lending” or any manuscripts. 

COURSES OF CLIRIOAL INSTRUCTION. 

Students of the third and fourth year classes will be given ins¬ 
truction in the diagnosis and treatment of diseases in the Out-patient 
Department and in the wards of the Hospital. 

A.—OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 

1. Students of the third year are expected to attend the practice 
of the O. P. D. during two College terms. 

2. They should work in batches and submit their names to the 
Physicians attending the O. P, D. who will enter them in a 
Register and keep a record of their attendance. 

3. Students must attend daily from 9-10 a. m. 

4. They must examine cases under the direction of the Physi¬ 
cian in charge and enter details regarding treatment, etc., 
in their note books. 

5. At the end of the period of instruction if his attendance is 
regular and work satisfactory a certificate of attendance will 
be issued to him by the Physician in charge. 

6. These certificates of attendance must be produced before 
the Registrar when entering for the Final Examination. 

7. Students must obtain at least 80% attendance to qualify for 
a certificate. 

B.—THE HOSPITAL. 

I. Students of „the Final year are expected to attend the practice 
of the Hospital. 
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2. They should submit their names to the Physician under whom 
they desire to work, who will keep a record of their 
attendance. 

3. They must attend daily from 8-10 a* m* and 4-5 p m* during 
three College terms* 

4. A 80% attendance is necessary and no student should absent 
himself without the permission of the Medical Officer keep¬ 
ing the attendance register* 

5* The Physician in charge will allot a number of beds in the 
non-paying section to the students who are working under 
him, and the student will be responsible for the conduct of 
the cases so allotted to them. 

6> They shall enter every morning the daily states of the patients 
under their care in the bed-head ticket. 

7* In the case of new admissions students must write a full his¬ 
tory of the case in a separate case sheet and submit it to the 
Physician in charge for approval* This should be done 
preferably in the evenings. 

8* If the examination of urine, blood, etc., of a patient under his 
care has been orderd he shall be personally responsible for 
such examination and for entering the details in the bed** 
head ticket. 

9. Every student attending the practice of the Hospital must 
keep a full record of at least six cases that have come under 
his care and shall submit such record for the examination of 
the Physician in charge before obtaining a card of attendance. 

10. Students will be premitted the practice in the nonpaying 
section only. In the case of the paying section the Physi¬ 
cian in charge may with the consent of the patient demo¬ 
nstrate any case of interest to the student. 

11. Students are premitted to write onlv the daily states in the 
bed-head ticket* They shall not write any prescription 
or other lines of treatment which properly belong to the 
Medical Officers of the Hospital* 

12> At the end of a course of clinical instruction a student will 
be awarded a certificate of attendance if his attendance 
is regular and work satisfactroy. This should be produced 
when entering for the Final Examinatiod* 

13. Loitering in the corridors and verandahs of the Hospital 
or smoking in the Hospital are Strictly Forbidden 

COLLEGE PHARMACY. 

Rules For Students Attending The Pharmacy* 
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I* Students of the.Second year must attend the Pharmacy twice 
a week during two College terms* 

2* They must familiarise themselves with the herbs and other 
raw drugs ordinarily used in the preparation of medicines* 

3 They must study the method of preparation of the various 
pills, powders, arishtams, asavams, avalehas, etc., stocked 
in the Pharmacy 

4. Candidates at the examination will be expected to identify 
medicinal herbs, other raw drugs and prepared medicines' 
They may also be asked to enumerate the more important 
ingredients that enter into the composition of any medicinal 
preparation* 

5* The Pharmaceutist shall keep a record of the attendance of 
students and shall issue a certificate of attendance at the 
end of the course of instruction* 

6. Certificates of attendance must be produced before the Regi¬ 
strar when sitting for examinations* 

DIPLOMA. 

Graduates of the College will receive the Diploma in Indigenous 
Medicine and Surgery ( D. I* M* S*) with the title of Vaidya Kalanidhi. 
DOCTOE OF ORIENTAL MEDICINE.

COLLEGE TERMS. 

1st Term begins on 2nd Wednesday in May every year and lasts 
till the 31st of July*

3rd Term begins on the 3rd Wednesday in January and lasts 
till the 20th of March* 

FEES.

Students are to deposit their tuition fee along with other fees in 
the Imperial Bank of India to the credit of the Board of Indigenous 
Medicine, on or before the 15th of each month, and the receipt is to 
be handed over to the Registrar. 

Defaulters shall have to pay a fine of 50 cents after the 15th. 

Students who are in arrears for more than one month will not be 
permitted to attend any class until all arrears are paid with an addi¬ 
tional fine of Rupee one per mensem- 

FREE STUDENTSHIPS. 

I. Fifteen per cent of the total number of students may be grant¬ 
ed whole or half free-studentships which is liable to be cancelled on 
the ground of misconduct, irregularity in attendance or unsatisfactory 
progress. 

2- Application for full or half free-studentships should be made 
to the Board of Indigenous Medicine before the 20th of May. 

3. A list of the students whose application are granted will be 
published as early as possible towards the end ot the month. 

4. A free or half free-studentship will not be granted as a rule 
to Scholarship holders. 

5. Every year in May a list showing the names and classes of 
the students whose free studentships and half free-studentships are 
renewed is published. 

6. Free or half free students so announced should pay the other 
fees of the College. 

N. B.—There is no exemption from any fee except the tuition fee. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Scholarships of the value of Rs. 240 per annum are awarded to 
students who have high academic qualifications. A scholarship of a 
higher value may by special resolution of the Board be granted where 
the student possesses exceptionally high academic qualifications. 

OUBBIOTTLVK- 

Provision is made for the training of students in Ayuryeda^ Si- 
ddha, and Unani systems of medicine. Instruction is also given in 
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Anatomy, Physiology, Modern Science, Modern methods of diagnosis, 
Principles of Western Medicine, Hygiene, etc. 

Lectures are delivered in Singhalese, Tamil or Sanskrit, 

Lectures in Comparative Medicine are delivered to the 3rd and 
4th year students. 

One hour a day is devoted to the study of Sanskrit, Singhalese 
or Tamil by all students of the 1st and 2nd year classes. 

Besides the classical writers on the Indigenous Systems of Me¬ 
dicine, Text-books prepared by the Government School of Indian Me¬ 
dicine are also prescribed for study. 

Opportunity is given to students of one system of medicine to 
study the methods of treatment adopted in any of the other systems 
of Indigenous Medicine. 

The following is the Curriculumt of studies for all sections 

The names of the subjects are given in English so as to be appli¬ 
cable to all sections, viz., Ayurveda, Siddha and Unani, but instruc¬ 
tion in the various subjects will be based upon the Ayurveda, Siddha 
and Unani writings, respectively, the subjects included in Western 
Science being taught in accordance with English books on the 
subjects.

THE HOSPITAL. 

The Hospital was opened on the 23rd February, 1933. The fee 
ranges from 60 cents per day to Rs. 5/- according to the accommoda¬ 
tion and comforts provided. In all there are 165 beds. The Board 
bears the cost of non-paying patients and also the cost of equipment. 
The Hospital is now in a position to afford specialised treatment for 
the following diseases :— 

Paralysis, Rheumatism, Carbuncle, Catarrh and Nose diseases, 
Eye diseases. Dysentery and bowel complaints, Diseasesof pregnancy. 
Mental diseases. 

Capt, A. N. N. Panikker, Ayurveda Bhushana ( Madras ), M. B., 
ch. B. ( Edin.), M. R. C. S. ( Eng. ), L. R. C. P., ( Lond.), L. C. P. & 
S. ( Calcutta ), L. M. & S. ( Homeo ), A. M. A. C. ( Madras ), I. M S. 
( Retd.), is the chief Pysician of the Hospital. Dr. J. M. L. Mendis, 
L. M. & S. is Superintendent. 

Dr. Kanagaratnam ( Siddha ), 

Dr. Wimalajeewa ( Ayurveda ), and 

Dr. Ahmed (Unani), are visiting Physicians. 

Several specialists of high repute have been appointed to serve as 
Honorary Physicians in the Hospital. ,

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OUT-FATZBITT OLXN1& 

Out-patient Department is in charge of four full-time officers. 

Opportunity is given to eminent physicians who are reputed tu 
be specialists to treat patients both in the Dispensary and Hospital. 

Specialists selected by the Board to be Honorary Physicians are 
paid their travelling allowance at the prescribed rate. When they 
have to travel from out-stations they are provided with board and 
lodging as well. 

Specialists for the treatment of the following diseases have been 
apppointed as Honorary Physicians:— 

(I ) Paralysis. 

( 2 ) Rheumatism. 

( 3 ) Carbuncle. 

( 4 ) Catarrh and Nose diseases. 

( 5 ) Eye diseases. 

( 6 ) Dysentery and bowel complaints. 

( y ) Diseases of pregnancy. 

( 8 ) Mental Diseases. 

Clinical training is given to third and fourth year students in 
the Hospital and Dispensary. 

THE PHARMACY. 

The Board resolved in November, 1929, 'to establish a Pharmacy 
and Dispensary at the “Bower.” As this was estimated to cost Rs 4,000 
per annum, the project was abandoned for want of funds. 

In January, 1931, it was felt that pharmacological and clinical 
training could not any longer be delayed and it was decided to esta¬ 
blish an Ayurveda and Siddha Pharmacy and Dispensary on a self- 
supporting basis at the “Bower.” 

Pandit Samarasinghe and Dr. A. Kanakaratnam were invited to 
undertake the training of students in Pharmacology of Ayurvedic and 
Shiddha systems, and conduct the Ayurvedic and Siddha Dispensaries 
on the following conditions :— 

They shall receive no remuneration for their services or for the 
services of any of their staff beyond what they themselves can get by 
the sale of Medicines prepared by them. 

The total sum to be advanced by the Board on account of Drugs 
to be purchased shall at no time exceed Rs. 2,000 for the Siddha Sec¬ 
tion and Rs. 1,500 for the Ayurvedic Section. These sums shall be 
paid back as soon as the dispensaries are able to pay, at the latest 
from 6 months after op^Qing* 
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The Pharmacy a&d Di^oeary shell be housed aod eqlpped at 
the expense of the Board and the charges shall n<rt be added to the cost 
of the Dispensary for the first 3 years. 

That a Pharmaceutist, Dispenser and an assistant for each sec¬ 
tion be appointed on their recommendation. 

That Pandit M. S. P. Samarasinghe and Mr. A. Kanakaratnam 
be asked to be personally responsible for the repayment of any sum 
to the Dispensaries. [ Extract from minutes of Board meeting of 19th 
January, 1931 1 

Both the physicians very kindly undertook this work. Subse¬ 
quently a third pharmacy and dispensary were established by Dr. 
I.,enora. 

These pharmacies were closed in February, 1932. A new Phar¬ 
macy was started in May, 1932, and Mr. M. S P. Samarasinghe was 
appointed Pharmaceutist. He was assisted by two lecturers in the pre¬ 
paration of Siddha and Unani medicines—Mr. Bhoolagasundram and 
Mr. Ahmed. Mr. L. G. Perera was appointed to assist in the prepara¬ 
tion of certain metalic Ayurvedic preparation. 

At present the Ayurveda, Siddha and Unani Pharmacies are 
working independently of each other. 

It is hoped that these Pharmacies will become Central pharma¬ 
cies for supplying medicines of proved value to both Western and 
Indigenous Medical practitioners. 

NUBSES, MIDWIVKS AND ATTENDANTS. 

There is a paucity of qualified nurses, midwives and trained 
attendants. 

It is proposed to start, after the midwifery department is probab¬ 
ly organised, classes for training nurses, attendants, midwives, and to 
give them a practical training in the preparation and administration 
of medicaments according to the Indigenous systems. These would, 
besides taking proper care of the sick in their homes for reasonable 
remuneration, serve to disseminate the rules of sanitation of the sick 
room, as now understood, and reduce thereby the spread of contagious 
diseases. 

PHAKMACT APPRENTICES. 

* A limited number of apprentices are admitted to the Pharmacy 
to learn the art of preparing medicines. They are started on an 
allowance of cents 40 a day. 

RESEARCH. 

It is not possible with the funds available to establish a properly 
equipped Research Institute in connection with the College of Indige- 
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nous Medicine. Government is atout to establish a Reseach Institute 
and it would be possible to i?et adequate facilities there for research 
for those interested in Indigenous Medicine. 

There is however a phase of research for which this College and 
the associated hospital and pharmacy are specially suited. 

Some physicians are reputed to have remedies of the greatest 
value for the cure of certain diseases. Rooms are reserved in the 
hospital for the treatment of patients by these specialists. Medicines: 
of proved value will be prepared at the pharmacy and made available 
to the members of all branches of the medical profession. 

The improving of the methods of preparation and the isolating 
of the curative or active principle will subsequently become the sub¬ 
ject of further research at the laboratory. 

A fund has been started for compensating in some measure per¬ 
sons possessing secret recipes of proved value, if they should consent 
to making them available to the profession generally. 

The generous donation of Mr. Gunaratne of Rs. looo has been 
set apart for this purpose. Other donations to the fund willbe thank¬ 
fully received. 

MEDICINE FABM. 

On the 21st December, 1928, the Board applied for a block of 
land for the cultivation of medicinal plants. On the 15th March, 
1929, Government replied that a block of 3 acres would be leased to 
the Board at Rs. 400 per annum. But it was not possible to take 
possession of the block for about one year owing to some delay in 
giving notice to the previous lessee. The Board spent some money in 
preparing the ground for the cultivation of medicinal plants. But 
during the floods of May, 1930, the land got under water. The Board, 
requested Government to cancel the lease. 

An application subsequently made to Government for a lease of 
5 acres of high land for a medicinal farm was also Refused. 

The establishment of nursery for the distribution of plants of 
great medicinal value is under contemplation. The planting of such 
trees and shrubs in private gardens or public parks cannot but be 
of great benefit to the country. 

LIBRARY. 

There is a good collection of English, Sanskrit, Arabic, Sinhal^e, 
and Tamil Medical books. A large number of Sinhalese and Tamil 
Manuscript ( ola ) books have been purchased.

PROSPECTUS FOR GRADUATES. 

At present* graduates must in the main look forward to private 
practice. Every student is given, not merely a thorough training in 
the practice of Indigenous Medicine and the principles of that Sci¬ 
ence, but is also taught the methods of diagnosis known to Western 
Medicine and the discoveries of Modern Science relating to medicine. 
It is but reasonable to hope that physicians who have received such 
a training will have, other things being equal, a better prospect of 
success in the medical profession than those trained in only one 
system of medicine. 

The Secretary of the British Medical Association, Ceylon Branch, 
who went to India to report on the study and practice of Ayurvedia 
there said that there were several practitioners in Calcutta who com¬ 
bined both Eastern and Western systems of medicine and that they 
were credited with charging Rs. 63 for a visit and Rs. 31-50 for a con¬ 
sultation in their rooms, and that one or two of them were reported to 
be enjoying an income of Rs. 15,000 to Rs. 20,000 per annum. 

The Government is now granting subsidies to persons running 
Ayurvedic dispensaries which fulfil certain conditions. 

An endeavour is being made to obtain for graduates of the Cu> 
liege recognition of their superior claims to be placed in charge of the 
increasing number of Ayurvedic Hospitals and Dispensaries main¬ 
tained by Municipal Councils, and Urban District Councils ; and of 
hospitals and dispensaries maintained on estates by planting compa¬ 
nies and of some hospitals and dispensaries maintained by Govern¬ 
ment in rural areas.

ADMISSION. 

The College session commences on the lOth of July. Admission 
to the 1st and 2nd year classes begins from the 1st of July. Applica¬ 
tions for admission should be made to the Principal in the form 
precribed for the purpose, a copy of which can be obtained from the 
office at the time of seeking admission. 

A student coming from another University shall be required to 
produce the following Certijicates for enrolments. 

1. A Leaving or Transfer certificate from the school or college 
testifying to the satisfactory conduct of the student and mentioning 
the highest examination he has passed. 

2. A certified copy of all the entries against his name in the 
enrolment register of his University, if such a copy is obtainable. 

3. The Migration Certificate in the case of students who come 
from other Universities. Those who have passed the examination 
conducted by a duly constituted Board of High School and Interme¬ 
diate Education or the Admission Examination. Benares Hindu Uni¬ 
versity, or the School Leaving Certificate Examination of Madras are 
not required to produce migration certificates. 

4. A certificate of good conduct from a gazetted officer or from 
a respectable person will be produced by those who have passed the 
examination as private candidates. 

N. B.—Students must produce the necessary certificates for enrol¬ 
ment either at the time of seeking admission or within one month from 
the date of their admission.

N. B. —The rates of tuition fees and other fees noted above are 
liable to revision at the end of the academic year. Any other addi¬ 
tional fees will be levied from the students after they are sanctioned 
by the Council of the Benares Hindu University. 

Free Studentships. 

1. Fifteen percent of the total number of the students are grant¬ 
ed whole or half-free studentships, which may be cancelled on the 
ground of misconduct, irregularity in attendance, or unsatisfactory 
progress. 

2. Application for full or half-free studentships should be made 
to the Principal before the 20th of July. A list of the students whose 
applications are granted will be published as early as practicable to¬ 
wards the end of the month. 

3. A free or half-free-studentship will not be granted as a rule 
to scholarship-holders. 

4. Every year in July a list showing the names and classes of 
the students whose free-studentships "and half-freestudentshipS are 
renewed is published, 

5. Free or half-free students, so announced, should take parti¬ 
cular care to pay the other fees of the college. 

AT. S.—There is ho exemption from any fee except the tuition fee. 

* Students who desire that their names should be removed from 
the College Registers should apply to the Principal in writing stating' 
therein the cause of such removal. Otherwise they wilt be liable to 
pay the tuition fees till the end of the session in which they were 
admitted. 
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Students as a rule arc to deposit their OMoif ^ 
other fees, such as Games etc., on or before the aoth of moiitb. 
Defaulters shall have to pay a fine of four annas for lafe payment 
between ihe 20th and the 26th ( both inclusive ) and cigfht annas bet- 
ween the 27th and the end of the month. On the first of the month 
following that for which the fees have not been paid the names of the 
defaulters will be removed from the rolls, and they will not be 
re-admitted except by a special order of the Principal on payment 
of arrears of fees with such additional fine and re-admission fee as 
the Principal may direct.

Buies of Discipline. 

1. All students belonging to a constituent college of the Univer¬ 
sity shall be under the disciplinary control of the Principal of the 
college. The discipline of students not belonging to any constituent 
college and of all students while outside the college shall be under 
the control of the Pro-Vice-Chancellor. 

2. A Professor or Assistant Professor may for sufficient cause 
punish the misconduct of a student in his class-room by a fine not 
exceeding one rupee, or cancellation of the day’s attendance In the 
subject, or suspension from his class for a period not exceeding three 
days, provided that the punishment in each case is communicated to 
the Principal. Cases requiring more severe punishment shall be report* 
ed to the Principal for necessary action. 

3. lo the absence of the Principal from the college, all his 
powers with regard to discipline will be exercised by the members of 
the staff ia churge for the time being. 
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4. Buulshmeiit lor irf^gularity fa atteadabee, preaistaat idleness^ 
miscooduct or for breach of discipbne may be, according to the natore 
of the case, a warning, fine, suspension from membership of the co¬ 
llege for a period not exceeding one month, or recommendation to the 
University for expulsion from the college for the academical year, or 
detention from being sent up for the examination or for rustication. 

5. In case of serious misconduct or habitual idleness the punish¬ 
ment may be accompanied by the entry of the offender's name in the 
Conduct book. When the name of a student has been entered thrice 
in the Conduct book, he shall be liable to expulsion from the college. 

6. A student desiring leave of absence must apply to the Princi¬ 
pal. For absence without leave he will be liable to a ^no of four 
annas a day and if thej period of such absence exceed a fortnight his 
name may be struck off. 

7. All cases of grave misconduct or persistent idleness will also 
be reported to the parent or guardian concerned. 

8. Subsidiary rules of discipline may be framed by the Principal 
of a college for the proper maintinance of discipline in the institution. 

9. Any question of discipline not covered by the regulations of 
Chapter 12 and the above rules, shall be dealt with by the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor. 

10. Students who have absented themselves without permission 
from class examinations will not be entitled to a certificate of atten¬ 
dance in the class. 

11. Students who do not return to the University punctually at 
the beginning of the session or after vacations, are liable to be fixed 
under Rule 6 or to be refused permission to attend courses of instruc¬ 
tion. In case of illness, or other unavoidable cause, a student must 
without loss of time notify it to the Principal. 

12. No student who has suffered from any infectious disease 
shall be allowed to attend his class without a medical certificate stat¬ 
ing that he is free from infection. 

13. Students are required to keep the Principal informed of their 
addresses. Any alteration of address must be communicated without 
delay. 

14. A student expelled for idleness or misconduct shall forfeit 
all fees and privileges. 

15. Students must appear at periodical examinations and if 
their progress is found unsatisfactory, they will be liable to be refused 
admission to the higher class or to the University Examination as the 
case may be, or they may be required to repeat tbeir courses of study 
before appearing for the University Examination. 
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16. Breaches of hostel regulations shall be dealt with in accor¬ 
dance with the rules laid down by the Syndicate for the purpose from 
time to time. 

17. Bleaches of college regulations shall be dealt with by the 
Principal. 

18. Any student of the University, whether resident or non-resi¬ 
dent, who is guilty of misbehaviour or improper conduct, anywhere 
outside his college or hostel, shall be dealt with by the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor. 

19. All breaches ot discipline involving expulsion whether from 
hostel or college shall be reported forthwith to the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor. 

20. Every officer of the University and every member of the 
teaching stall shall have the power of demanding from a student of 
the University his name and that of the college to which he belongs 
both in and outside the precincts of the University, and the student 
must comply with the demand. Failure to do so will make the student 
liable to such punishment as the Pro-Vice-Chancellor may determine. 

21. As long as a student’s name remains on the college roll, he 
shall be amenable to the discipline of the University authorities where- 
ever he may be. 

22. It shall be competent to the Syndicate to lay down special 
subsidiary rules for the enforcement of discipline in the University.

The followig advice and remarks on some of the main princi* 
pies of Medical Ethics are approved by the United Provinces Medical 
Council and published for the information and guidance of registered 
practitioners 

L—Some objectionable practices. 

I. The following and similar practices tend to lower the dignity 
of the professsion and should be avoided :— 

(a) Soliciting private practice, either personally or by adver¬ 
tisement in the newspapers, by placards, or by the distri¬ 
bution of circulars, cards, or handbills or by giving as 
commission a percentage of fees received. 

(b) Entering into any compact in his personal capacity with a 
pharmacist or any manufacturer or firm dealing with medi¬ 
cal and surgical appliance or requisites, to receive a share 
in the profits arising from the sale of medicines prescribed, 
or medical or surgical appliances. 

( c) Keeping an open shop, that is, one for the sale of medicines, 
medical or surgical appliances, etc., other than those pres¬ 
cribed by himself or by another registered practitioner, or 
styling his dispensary in such a way as to cause it to be 
taken for a chemist’s shop, e. g., “Nelson & Co., Dispensing 
Chemists,” etc. 

(d) Deriving pecuniary profit from the sale of any secret remedy. 

(e) Taking any part in the manufacture, or sale of a proprietary 
food or medicine. A practitioner should not allow his 
name to be associated in any way with articles of this 
description or lend himself to the advertisement of such 
articles. 

(f) Receiving commissions from agents or tradesmen in return 

for recommending tradesmen or their wares or from a den¬ 
tist for recommending patients and paying commissions to 
hotel proprietors, lodging-house-keepers, monthly nurses, 
midwives, or others for introduction to casei 
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( g) Writing prescriptions in a private formula of which only 
a particular pharmacist has the key. Such Secret prescrip¬ 
tions are unprofessional. 

( h) Meeting in consolation an unqualified practitioner. There 
is no objection to a registered practitioner seeing the patient 
even if already attended by an unqualified practitioner, 
so long as he gives his advice to the patient directly and 
does not enter into consultation with the unqualified 
practitioner. 

(I ) Agreeing to attend any patient on the terms of “no cure no 
pay.” 

( /) Exhibiting publicly a scale of fees when such scale is visible 
from outside the house. 

But there is no objection to a scale of fees being put up in 
the practitioner’s waiting room or consulting room. 

(k) Publishing or sanctioning the publication of reports of cases 
or operations or other treatment, or letters of thanks from 
patients, or of any kind of laudatory notices with regard 
to professional matters, with or without photographs in 
non-professional newspapers or journals. 

(/ ) Discussing the futility or utility of different methods of 
diagnosis or treatment of various diseases, in the lay press 
under their names and designations, or by correspondence 
or by granting interviews to the representatives of the 
lay press, and allowing the same to be published in or under 
their names. 

( w } It is not proper for a practitioner to style a private nursing 
home, dispensary or hospital either after his own name, 
e. g.. Dr. Anderson’s hospital, or after that of some renown¬ 
ed personage, e. g., Hippocrates Clinic, or by high-sounding 
medical terms, e. g., Genito-urinary; Venereal and Skin 
Hospital, Canser Institute, etc. There would be no objec¬ 
tion to a registered practitioner being financially interested 
in a nursing home either as part or whole proprietor. 

( If ) (i) It is not in consonance with professional ethics that a 
medical institution should be advertised in the lay papers 
unless such institution is registered as a charitable 
society, 

(ii) No medical practitionr should make use of an unduly 
large sign-board, and only in cases where there are 
several entrances, or the building has more than one 
frontage should more than one sign-board be placed* 
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The board should never indicate more than the oame^ 
degree or diploma, and rank or title, if any, with bare 
details of any particular line of practice. This, it would 
be proper to add “Physician ” "Surgeon or Physician 
and Surgeon,’* “Ophthalmic Surgeon," or "Throal and 
Nose Specialist," or such other single designation of one 
speciality only. The parctitioner should not notify treat¬ 
ment of a disease by a special line of treatment, e.g., 
treatment of diabetes by insulin, nor is it advisable to 
mention on a board any position he may be holding, or 
have previously held on the staff or a hospital or other 
institution. 

II.—Medical Certificates. 

(a) Certificates issued by a medical practitioner over his signa¬ 
ture should correspond strictly with facts within his personal know¬ 
ledge, and should not be untruet misleading or improper ( vide Warning 
Notice of General Medical Council. ) 

{h) They should not be given for inadequate or extraneous 
reasons. Certificates granted in contravention of the above will make 
the practitioner liable to have his name erased from the Medical 
Register. 

III.—General advice on Medical Aitendence in General, 
and Consultations. 

1. The atttendence of a consulting practitioner should cease 
when the consultation is concluded, unless another appointment is 
arranged by the medical attendant or unless the patient has dispensed 
with the services of the medical attendant and engaged those of 
another. In no case should the consulting practitioner treat the 
patient alone or had him over to his assistants or remove him to a 
nursing home or private hospital, without the knowledge of the 
medical attendant, or injure the latter’s position in any respect. 

2. When it becomes the duty of a practitioner occupying an 
official position to see and report upon a case of illness or injury, he 
should communicate with the practitioner in attendance, so as to give 
him the option of being present. The practitioner seeing the case 
officially should scrupulously avoid interference with, or remarks upon, 
the treatment or diagnosis that has been adopted. 

3 * When a consultant in his room sees a patient at the request 
of a medical practitioner, it is his duty to write to the latter, stating 
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his opinion of the case, with the mode of treatment he thinks should 
be adopted, and he should not again see the same patient without 
a fresh note from his medical attendent. 

4. A registered practitioner entrusted with the care of the prac¬ 
tice of another member during sickness or absence should not charge 
the absent practitioner for his services, except in the case of a special 
arrangement between the practitioners. 

5. A registered practitioner called upon i» an emergency to visit 
a patient, who under ordinary circumstances would have been atten¬ 
ded by another practitioner, should when the emergency is provi¬ 
ded for retire in favour of the ordinary medical attendant, but shall be 
entitled to charge the patient for his services. 

6. When a registered practitioner is consulted by a patient 
whom he has proviously attended during the course of the same illness 
at the request of another practitioner, he may propose a consultation 
with the said practitioner; but should decline to take charge of 
the case. 

7. There is no rule that medical practitioners should not 
charge one another tor their services, but it should be regarded as a 
pleasure and privilege to give one’s services freely to a professional 
brother his wife and children, or to a medical student. 

8. A medical practitioner in justified in refusing to continue 
attendance on a case—- 

{a) where he finds another practitioner is in attendance; 

( ft ) where other remedies than those prescribed by him are 
being used; 

(c) where his remedies are refused; 

( d ) where he is convinced the illness is an imposture, and he 
is being made a party to false pretence; 

{e) where the patient persists in the abuse of opium, alcohol, 
chloral, or similar poisons. 

He is not in any way bound to give up a case because he cannot 
cure it, so long as the patient desires his services. 

9. A medical practitioner is under an obligation to bis patient 
to preserve his secrets, and in legal matters should, except v/ith 
patient’s cons ®nt, answer questions'only at the express direction of 
ths judge or magistrate presiding in a court of law. 

10. A medical practitioner is not bound to answer questions put 
to him by policemen, solicitors, vakils or other non-judicial persons. 

11. No medical practitioner should volunteer to give evidence 
in a court of law against any person who has been under his profes¬ 
sional care. He should only appear on subpoena^ 
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12. Medical officers ol health should not visit a patient under 
the care of a medical practitioner without notice and should not ex" 
press doubt or dissent with respect to the diagnosis before the patient 
or his friends. A medical officer of health or sanitary authority ought 
not to demand a statement of the symptoms upon which a diagnosis 
of a notifiable disease was based by any medical practitioner. 

13. It is the duty of medical practitioners as citizens to assist 
cordially in carrying out the provisions of the Public Health Acts 
especially with regard to the notification of diseases so as to enable 
the public health authorities to take preventive measures to check the 
spread of epidemics.

Miscellaneous. 

The 28th March, 1923 

No. 323.—At the meeting of the United Provinces Medical 
Council, held on the 23rd March 1923, the question of the ‘‘Warning 
note,” referred to in the Council notification no. 1037, dated the 4th 
December, 1922, was reconsidered in the light of the criticisms and 
opinions which were received from medical practitioners and medical 
societies. It was resolved that, subject to certain modifications, the 
“ Warning note ” should be adopted and published for information. 
The '* Warning note ” is accordingly herewith published 

Warning Note. 

The United provinces Medical Council desires to bring to the 
notice of registered medical practitioners the following statement 
upon offences'and forms of professional misconduct which in ay be 
brought before it for disciplinary action in view of the jurisdiction 
conferred upon it by section 26 (i } of the. United Province^ , Medical 
Registration Act 111 of 1917, namely.— 

31 
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2. The Council may, upon reference from the Registrar or 
otherwise, prohibit the entry in, or order the removal from, the register 
of the name of any medical practitioner— 

(a) who has been sentenced by a criminal court to imprisonment 
for an offence indicationg in the opinion of the Council such a 
defect in character as would render the entry or continuance, 
of his name in the register undesirable, or 

{b) whom the Council after inquiry ( at which an opportunity 
has been given to him to be heard in his defence and to 
appear either in person or by counsel, vakil, pleader or 
attorney, and which may in the discretion of the Council 
be held in camera ) has found guilty by a majority of two- 
thirds of the members present and voting at the meeting of 
infamous conduct in any professional respect. 

3. It must be clearly understood that the instances of offences 
and of professional misconduct which are given do not constitute, and 
are not intended to constitute, a complete list of the infamous acts 
which may be punished by erasure from the register, and that by issu¬ 
ing this notice the Council is in no way precluded from considering 
and dealing with any form of professional misconduct on the part of 
registered practitioners ( as for example immorality involving the 
abuse of professional relationship, bringing a false accusation against 
a brother practitioner under this Act, or taking advantage of their 
position to defeat the purposes of the provisions of any Act dealing 
with the possession or sale of any specified poisons or other drugs ) 
which may be brought before it, although it may not appear to come 
within the scope or precise wording of any of the categories herein set 
forth. Circumstances may, and do, arise from time to time in relation 
to which there may occur questions of professional misconduct which 
do not come within any of these categories. In such instances, as in 
all others, the Council has to consider and decide upon the facts 
brought before it. 

I.'-^CertiJicateSf notifications, reports. 

4. Registered practitioners are in certain cases bound by law 
to give, or may be from time to time called upon or requested to give, 
certificates, notifications, reports and other documents of a kindred 
character, signed by them in their professionjal capacity for subsiquent 
use in courts of justice or for administrative purposes, etc. 

Such documents include among others certificates, notifications, 
reports— 

( a ) Under the Act relating to lunacy. 

( ^ ) Under the Factory Act. 
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(e ) Under the Acts and Orders of Government relating to the 
notification of infectious diseases, e. g,, plague. 

(d) Under the Cantonment Act. 

(«) In connection with sick benefit, insurance and friendly 
societies. 

(/) For procuring the issue of passports. 

(g) For excusing attendance in course of justice, in the public 
services, in public offices or in ordinary employment. 

( /t) In connection with naval and military matters. 

( f ) In connection with medico-legal examinations and reports. 

Any registered practitioner who shall be shown to have signed 
or given under his name and authority any such certificate, notifica¬ 
tion report or document of a kindred character, which is untrue, mis¬ 
leading or improper, whether relating to the several matters above 
specified or otherwise, is liable to have his name erased from the 
register. 

//.—Advertising and canvassing. 

The practices of ( a ) advertising by a registered medical prac¬ 
titioner with a view to his own gain, particularly if depreciatory of 
other practitioners or of sanctioning such advertising, ( b ) employ¬ 
ing or sanctioning the employment of agents or canvassers for the 
purpose of procuring patients, and ( c) associating with or accepting 
employment under any association which practices canvassing or 
advertising for the purpose of procuring patients, are, in the opinion 
of the Council, contrary to the public interest and discreditable to the 
profession of medicine, and any registered medical practitioner resort¬ 
ing to any of such practices renders himself liable in proof of the 
facts to have his name erased from the medical register. 

IV.—Association with unqualified persons. 

Any registered practitioner who, either by administering anaes¬ 
thetics or otherwise, assists an unqualified person to perform an ope¬ 
ration upon any other person in respect of matters requiring profes¬ 
sional discretion or skill will be liable on proof of the fact to have 
his name erased from the register.
